A CLOSE ASSOCIATION. 

Can an association of bill posters by 
simple decree do away with all possibil- 
ity of opposition? We nnhesitatingly 
state that it can not. Mr. Stahlbrodt's 
association has tried it for the past five 
years or more, and during that time it 
has not eliminated a single case of oppo- 
sition. We repeat it, not one single case. 
This should be proof enough for his 
blindest devotees, but there are many — 
many more potent and powerful reasons, 
which if considered dispassionately and 
calmly, will convince the most skeptical 
and obtuse that opposition is entirely a 
local issue, and one which if touched 
upon at all by an association, must be 
handled with the greatest care and dis- 
cretion, or it will inevitably react and 
bring general discredit upon the organi- 
zation. 

Associations (we use the plural advis- 
eiily, for there have been several) which 
have endeavored to annihilate existing 
firms and prevent the establishment of 
new plants, have always been operated 
upon the so-called "close association" 
plan ; that is, they admit to membership 
only one member from any one town or 
city. Advertisers and middlemen are 
then notified that they most patronize 
members of the association only. 

It so happens, however, that advertis- 
ers are very mtich like bill posters, in 
that they are human, and therefore prone 
to err. At any rate, if the opposition 
has some particularly fine locations or 
offers inducements in the way of lower 
rates, the advertiser frequently gives him 
all, or at least the greater portion of his 
business. Sometimes he does so solely 
because -he has been told that he must 
not ; sometimes it may be because the as- 
' sociation member is a snrly and disconr- 
teous boor, while his opponent is a good 
fellow. The result is much the same in 
.any event, the paper is placed as the ad- 
vertiser chooses. 

The next move on the part of the asso- 
ciation is an attempt to force or compel 
the advertiser to go counter to his judg- 
ment. He is notified that he must pa- 
tronize such bill posters as the associa- 
tion names, and cease to do business in 
the manner which has seemed to him 
most expedient and wise. 

If he still remains obdurate, it some- 
times happens, as in the case of the 
Iiiggett & Myers Company and the Cal- 
ifornia. Kg Syrup Company, that the 
boycott (that dastardly, despicable and 
un American measure) is actually in- 
voked. 

And what is the result? Failure! al- 
ways and inevitably failure ! For while . 
there are "some bill posters, who will 
ob^ a boycott order &om motives of 



principle, there are others who are unal- 
terably opposed to it on principle, and a 
large percentage who ignore the order 
from a total lack of principle." 

This has always been the history of 
boycotts, and it always will be. They 
have been used effectively as threats in 
rare instances, but in actu^ practice they 
have always failed. 

Even granting, merely for the sake of 
argument, that one could be successfully 
instituted and conducted, what would 
the outcome be? Surely, if the adver- 
tiser (against whom it was directed) had 
any spirit whatever, if he possessed 'a 
single spark of manhood, he would never 
patronize a bill poster again. Other 
mediums — and their name is legion — 
though not to be compared with the 
boards, would thenceforth claim all of his 
datronage. 

It will be seen, therefore, that the 
"dose association" not only fails of its 
end, but is entirely impractical and in- 
imicable to the best interests of the bill 
jioster. It can not protect its members 
without antagonizing the advertiser, and 
it can not antagonize the advertiser with- 
out hurting the bill-posting business. 

It naturally follows, furthermore, that 
the bill poster who joins an association 
with the idea that he] thereby secures im- 
munity from opposition, is the dupe of a 
designing and unscrupulous miscreant 
who promises protection that he can not 
give. 

When Stahlbrodt was forming the As- 
sorted BUI Posters' Association, this 
inducement was his chief stock in trade, 
and bill posters everywhere eagerly ex- 
changed their cash for his green goods 
certificates and fancied security. 

In many instances it was aU they ever 
got, for the Associated Bill Posters' Asso- 
ciation has never benefited any one ex- 
cept Edward A. Stahlbrodt He is in 
New York. He must be fairly well es- 
tablished, for it seems that be has al- 
ready commenced to "grind" in the mat- 
ter of prices, and he wotild never dare 
commence cutting unless he was assured 
of his position. 

He can never achieve the real object 
of his ambition', the exclusive control of 
all middlemen's privileges. Even the 
connivance and support of designing 
Sam Pratt and the blind devotion of his 
deluded adherents can not secure that 
for him, and it is a blessing to bill post- 
ers that it so, for they could not possibly 
have delivered themselves into the power 
of a more merciless and mercenary task- 
master.

THE AD-SMITH'S IDEA AP- 
PLIED TO POSTERS.

The ad-suiith is a comparatively new 
institution, but tlie best of him has come 
to staj'. Some years ago newspaper ad- 
vertising was as dreary as ordinary trade- 
journal advertising is to-day. The ads 
said nothing, and they said that nothing 
so repeatedly that if any one ever read 
them the advertiser was unable to find 
it out The ad -smith has come with 
a hurrah and has changed much of this, 
and as a result much of the newspaper 
advertising pays, and pays extremely 
well. 

Seigel, Cooper & Co.. of Chicago, and 
Bloomingdale Bros., of New York, and 
Wanamaker, of Philadelphia, use a dif- 
ferent advertisement every time they in- 
sert an advertisement in a newspaper; 
and every ad brings back its cost several 
times over within forty-eight hours, and 
the portions of tlie ads that do not pay 
are known very early in the day, and the 
reasons are carefully looked for. 

The ordinary one horse dealer at once 
exclaims: "Oh, yes, these department 
stores have everything, and can sell a lot 
of things below cost to draw a crowd!" 
Well, I- will leave the department storek 
then, because life is too short to convince 
some people that they make a profit on 
every article they sell, and let's look at 
Refers, Peet & Co. They have a thor- 
oughly legitimate clothing store, and 
they use a small ad, and a new one every 
day; afld they know before bedtime 
every night whether that day's ad paid 
or not 

The Columbia Bicycle is a good adver- 
tiser, and no one ever accused Colonel 
Pope of seUing at a loss ; the Columbia 
newspaper advertising is seldom re- 
peated. I don't remember of seeing the 
same ad twice this year, unless in differ- 
ing publications. 

Is it practicable to adopt these plans 
in bill posting? Will the returns justify 
the expense of getting up a new poster 
every week, or twice a week, or every 
other day? Old nevpspaper advertisers 
claimed that they could not afford to pay 
five hundred, one thousand, or five thou- 
sand a year for new ads, to say nothing 
of the added expense of putting the new 
ads in type, but they don't now. It 
would cost a great deal of money to get 
up a new poster every week or oftener, 
and the bill posters would want extra 
pay for the extra work. But if it has 
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paid so extraordinarily in newspapers, 
why shouldn't it with posters? If I had 
a million and wanted another, I think I'd 
try it. 



Sir. Campbell's paper, the so-called 
"official organ," but which in reality is 
merely the mouthpiece of Stahlbrodt, 
Campbell & Co. comes out later "each 
succeeding month. It would not sur- 
prise a few of the knowing ones if it 
failed to appear entirely at no distant 
date, for despite the brave show of pros- 
perity which it makes, it is only a bluff. 
It is whispered that the advertisers, who 
make its existence possible, are tired 
that the Riverside Show Printing Com 
pany of Milwaukee is tired ; that the A. 
B. P A. is tired ; that Campbell is tired— 
in fact everybody connected with it is 
tired except McManus, and even he in 
spite of his snap also gets tired occasion- 
ally, especially when Campbeljlets out a 
few bellows in the editorial sanctum. 



The meeting of the Inter-State Bill 
Posters' Protective Association, which 
takes place at Chicago, 111., on- July 21- 
23 next, promises to be the largest gath- 
ering of bill posters that has ever oc- 
curred in the history of the craft. No 
one who is not in. close touch with the 
mbvement can form any idea of the zeal 
and intense earnestness which pervades 
the new organization.

When printing houses can afford to 
keep traveling solicitors on the road at 
great expense the year round, it is pass- 
ing strange that the bill poster can not 
profitably solicit his local trade. He has 
no expense in the matter of railroad 
fares; no hotel bills, none of the thou- 
sand and one incidental expenses that 
the traveling solicitor is under, and he 
does have the same commission and the 
added inducement of the profit on the 
bill posting. Retailers are not only will- 
ing to use posters, they are anxious. 
This, combined with the fact that the 
pictorial posters now issued by the lead- 
ing poster printers are so apt and strik- 
ing, makes the task an easy and inviting 
one.

That term "hoardtng^ used by the English to 
designate their bulletins and billboards is a 
very convenient word, and we do not see why 
it is not adopted here.

We often find our- 
selves somewhat at a loss for a word to express 
in a fully comprehensive way just what this 
word • "hoardings" comprises. "Billboard" 
doesn't always fill the bill, because that im- 
plies paper and does not include painted signs. 
"Bulletin-board" applies, more especially, as 
we understand it, to single stands, and is not 
properly used in that connection either. 

"Fence" is not appropriate; our spaces for dis- 
play are not always fences, and the term is not 
technical. Then we have .■'boards, •• "stands," . 
and all the rest, but they do not cover the 
ground as "hoardings" does. For our part, we 
say, let ns adopt the word "hoardings.*' We 
shall in these columns. 

The same journal also announces that

Col. ALBERT WEBER. 

On page 5 we present an excellent por- 
trait of Col. Albert Weber, the well- 
known city bill poster and distributor of 
New Orleans. He was bom in that city 
on July 9, 1852, and is the son of Sylves- 
ter and Catharine M. Weber. His par- 
ents were bom in Alsace, Germany, and 
were married in that place. They came 
to the United Statesiin 1842, locating in 
New Orleans, where Mr. Weber estab- 
lished himself in the grocery business. 
He built up a good and profitable trade, 
which continued up to the time of his 
death, in 1854. 

Albert Weber in his youth was of a 
wild disposition and could not brook the 
restraint of life at school. He soon gave 
up school life and ran a-way, thus de- 
priving himself of the advantages of a 
good education. Despite his general dis- 
inclination to attend school he was of a 
very studious disposition, .and' sought 
every opportunity to store his brain with 
useful knowledge. At eight years of age 
he was selling newspapers on the streets 
and earning a livelihood for himself, and 
at that time he obtained considerable at- 
tention by reason of his unusual bright- 
ness and shrewd business ability. When 
but twelve years of age he engaged in 
bill posting and the distributing of ad- 
vertisements, being at that time the 
youngest person in America engaged in 
that line. This justly gained for him a 
national reputation, and he became fa- 
mous from the Atlantic to the Pacific. 
He is conceded to be the most expert in 
this country; he is an accomplished 
linguist, and speaks English, German 
and French with great fluency ; he is a 
great believer in secret and fraternal or- 
ganizations, and is a prominent member 
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Rkv. O. B. Caref-cl — "Gracious me ! -what a 
sacrilege. It must he hidden from view at once. 
Oh dear ! here comes Sister Smith, she must not 
see it." < Proceeds to stand before it). 

of fraternal societies ; he is Past-Dictator 
of Columbia Lodge No. 2546, K. of H.; 
Past-Archon of Crescent Conclave, Order 
of Heptosophs Seven Wise; member 
Alpha Home Lodge No. 72, F. & A. M^; 
meinber Kenilworth Lodg^ No. 59,: K. of 
H., and Orleans division No. i. Famous 
Battle Ax's Cross, K. of P.; member 
Crescent Lodge No. 22, -4..

X would like to make a statement in answer 
to Mr. Talbert's spicy interview in the May 
number. So not understand tliat I wish to find 
fault or lay all the blame on Mr- Talbert, for I 
believe from what I have heard that Mr. Tal- 
Iiert is a gentleman who wants to treat the hill 
poster fair, and in return expects fair and hon- 
est worlc, which I have no doubt he did not get 
from a number of the Associated bill posters. 
But I do blame him for not tracing up the work 
after the inspector had sent in had repc ts, 
which were absolutely false, no truth or foun- 
dation for his lying, as he did in my placre as 
. well as others in the different States. I will 
agree in one way with Mr. Talbert, as he said 
to me in hisj letter of March 19. that all he had 
to go by at that time was his inspector. But on 
the other hand when he was sent good respon- 
sible business men— men that also had an in- 
terest in the work on account of selling the 
goods made the reply, and still will say that 
the Fig Syrup Company was well advertised on 
good located billboards, and not on she<!s as 
was reported. Then it was Mr. Talbert's duty 
to either come or send a responsible man here 
to see and judge for himself, as I offered to pay 
him for it if he would come and not find post- 
ing done satisfactory and according to contract. 
I will say myself there is too much dishonesty 
with some Assoidated bill posters, a^dng for 
more paper to post than their town or city will 
use to good advantage^ and after posting one- 
half or one-third of the amount, the balance of 
the paper— which we all know cost big money- 
is burned up in some back alley. Now, as I 
said, I can not fully blame Mr. Talbert for 
speaking as he did of some places billed with 
his paper, but I do blame him for not tracing it 
up after the inspector sent in bad reports. I 
will now speak for my own city, only of the 
work . put out for Mr. Talbert. Mr. Talbert 
wrote his letter to me asking for prices and 
amount of paper used to good advantage. In 
answer I gave him my prices for «ight twenty 
foui-sbeet stands and one hundred one-sheets, 
which in another letter from him of February 
2o he accepted my contract. Still another letter 
of February 24. he states that the shipment 
would be late on account of change in size of 
stands: also that he ordered the Calvert litho- 
graphing .Company the paper to be shipped me 
prepaid. The bill of lading arrived to me 
about twelve- days before the paper arrived; 
the paper only came in four days ahead of the 
inspector. These four days were very bad 
weather, raining most of the time; so that when 
the inspector came to toivn only two stands irere 
up to show him. The inspector then in the pres- 
ence of Mr. H. CAyers, oneof our best and most 
prominent young druggists and opera-house 
manager here, jumped on me by saying I had 
no billboards in the place, only bams and sheds. ' 
Said he was an old billixsterin a smalltown 
in Michigan and knew a billboard when he saw 
one. 1 then pulled out ten dollars and^Iaced in 
Mr. Ayer's hands and told the inspector to put 
up five dollars against my ten, and I would then 
show him' more and better boards within three 
squares of our court-house or post-office tlian 
any town in Ohio for its population. He re- 
fused to cover my inoney. 1 then requested 
him to go with m^ and see where his paper was 
to be posted. That he refused,, he claiming he 
did not have the time, although he had a little 
over t-wo honrs to lay in our place and drink to 
the health of his trip. Now that was the in- 
spector sent here. I then got the different 
druggists, wlio are all good, responsible busi- 
ness men, to certify that the work was put up

Mig;ht Hurt the Sigfn Btisiness. 

Some years ago, while I was hustling 
for the R. J. Gunuing Co., that firm took 
a notion to knock out a bill poster in St. 
Iiouis. At that time they had a latge 
number of painted bulletin boards in St. 
Louis, and they skirmished around, and 
leased up most of the locations occupied 
by the bill poster, and got ready to enter 
the bill posting business. 

'About this time I had a talk with Mr. 
Gunning on the posting prospects, and 
while he realized that he might have a 
hard fight, still he believed he could win 
out In this connection, I suggested that 
he build all his boards on the same gen- 
i.ral plan that he had adopted for his 
bulletin boards, and gpin a portion of his 
hoped-for success by meriting it The 
various advantages and disadvantages of 
building with tongue-and-groove flooring, 
six Inches -wide, instead of using eight, 
ten or twelve inch fencing were consid- 
ered, and the idea was finally rejected. 

And why do you suppose it was reject- 
■ ed? Because of the additional cost? No. 
The additional cost was shown to be very 
trifling. 

The idea was rejected because he feared 
it -would ruin his bulletin business. And 
his bulletins paid all the way from twenty- 
five cents to one dollar a foot a month, 
while all that posting could bring, at 
twelve cents a sheet a month wotdd be 
about thirteen cents a foot 

He reasoned that one of the strong aig^ 
uments to secure paint orders is the fre- 
quent ragged appearance of the billboard. 
And he reasoned further that if be made 
his billboards so perfect that there would 
be no ragged paper on them at any time, 
being no chance for the paper to break 
and tear and become ragged, then his 
main paint argument would be lost 

Gimning "won out", all the same, and 
whether this can be used as an argument to 
leave well enough alone, I won't attempt 
to say. But I believe he was right in 
thinking the improved billboards would 
have hurt bis paint business. 

But the bill poster asks, why should we 
worry about the paper getting shabby? 

Well, there are reasons why it would 
pay you to prevent it An advertiser 
made a deal with me to do some posting, 
wanting a full year's sho-wing. And he 
wants the paper to look perfect at all 
times. Under these circumstances, paper 
was ordered for as much as twenty-six 
postings throughout the year. For plac- 
ing one hundred sixteen-sheet stands, 
this requires 41,600 sheets of paper to do 
the year's billing; at a very cheap price of 
two cents a sheet, this costs I832. Sup- 
J>ose_five postings should suffice, the cost 
of the pai>er would be only ^160, leaving 
I672 difference that would be given to the 
bill poster for additional locations, or to 
some other bill poster who otherwise 
would not get a smell. 

In reading the London Sill Jester, I 
nobce an advertisement of a paste called 
Gloy; if the advertiser is to be believed a 
little bit, all that is needed to give us per- 
fection is Gloy. I hope this Gloy is all it 
IS cracked up to be, and that some enter- 
prising manufacturer will start a factory 
in America to supply our bill posters. 

And when all Uiese improvements have 
come to pass, what will this fault-finder 
find to find fault with? He'll have tojlie 
awake nigthts trying to think up some- 
thing to growl about

HONEST DISTRIBUTION. 

A correspondent wants to know how 
he should go about it to ascertain if his 
circular distributors are really putting 
his literature out in the manner in which 
he has directed. Since I have been con- 
ducting this department for Bii,i,board 
ADVERTISING, the number of letters I 
have received asking how to detect dis- 
honest distribution, makes me think that 
the average advertiser is very suspicious 
of the circular distributor. 

Of course, the newspapers are very 
hard on distributors, and they never miss 
the opportunity to unfold a harrowing 
tale as to how some fifty thousand circu- 
lars were found in some sewer entrance. 
Then the jPrinters' Ink has been slap- 
ping the distributor very hard. Of course, 
all this adverse publicity is not calculated 
to boom circular advertising ; yet it is a 
proven fact that circulars, when properly 
placed, are one of the best and most econ- 
omical business builders we have. 

The advertiser should remember that 
the newspapers and journals that run 
down circular advertising, have their own 
fish to fry, and that the less money spent 
in circulars and distribution, the more 
there will be left for the publishers and 
the newspaper advertising agencies. 

Then, too, the average advertiser is so 
short-sighted as to trust his circulars, 
which very probably cost considerable to 
print, to inexperienced and unreliable 
boys for distribution. The golden rule 
for circular advertising is : Don't entrust 
the circulars to your office boy for dis- 
tribution ; but have them carefully dis- 
tributed by a professional distributor, and 
use judgment and care as to what terri- 
tories are to be covered. 

The professional distributor is depend- 
ing on such work for a living, and it is to 
his advantage, if only for future business, 
to give you the proper service ; while on 
the other hand an office boy is unreliable 
at the best of times — even when you have 
him right under your eye — and he will be 
very apt to hide your literature under a 
pile of lumber, and then go off and play 
base ball with other office boys who are 
also supposed to be distributing business 
bringers for their respective employers. 

Now, to answer my correspondent's 
question, would say that to my way of 
thinking all distributed matter should be 
followed up by canvassers, who should 
cover each district billed about a week 
after the circulars have been put out. 
The salesman will not only be in a posi- 
tion to know if the people have received 



his firm's literature, but lie will find bnsi 
ness getting much easier than if the way 
had not been paved for him.

of those patent leathers would have also 
been .carried out — of Smith's store. 

To make the g^and total of advertising 
a success, even the slightest detail should 
be carefully watched. Many stores whose 
newspaper announcements are well 
phrased, grammatically correct, and 
beautifully arranged, display signs in 
their show -windows that would make a 
Boston newsboy shudder. 

" Ice cream and cake sold by the 
glass," stares at one from the window of 
a well known confectioner ; yet the pro- 
prietor of this bake-shop would give 
every care to the preparation of a 
booklet. 

One of Philadelphia's largest depart- 
ment stores - a store whose cleverly vi-rit- 
teu and illustrated advertisements excite 
the interest of all — several weeks ago 
displayed this sign in the midst of a win- 
dow full of women's shoes : " Women, 
while they lastj J1.75." 



CJRCULAR POSTAGE. 

"Should circulars be mailed as first or 
third-class matter?" is the question that 
is troubling another one of my friends. 

Circulars sent out under letter postage ■ 
are somewhat of a " sell ;" the recipient 
has a hard feeling for you before he reads 
your advertisement, so you stand a poor 
chance of making a favorable impression. 

There is not so very much truth in all 
this talk about circulars being thrown in 
the waste-basket unread. Of course if it 
is something that the receiver could have 
no possible use for, he is going to throw 
your circular away without giving it a 
second glance. But if he saw the same 
ad in a newspaper or magazine, the result 
would be the same he would never give 
it a moment's thought if it was something 
foreign to his wants or taste. But, on the 
other hand, if a man receives a circular • 
of some article he takes an interest in, if 
the advertisement is well and attractively 
printed, he is going to read it, and put it 
aside for future consideration. 

If your circular is well -written, tastily 
printed, and interesting, a one cent stamp 
hould ba sufficient to carry it right into 
the pocket-book of the recipient 



OCULAR ADVERTISING. 

There are too many near sighted win- 
dow displays It is seldom that one sees 
a show window in unison with the firm s 
newspaper and street-cax advertising. 

Thei- street- cars and. newspapers are full 
of Joh'nSmith's grand reduction sale of 
men's patent leather shoes, while his 
window contains a display of women's 
russet Ox^rd ties. 

It's a little common sense in these mat- 
ters that makes advertising pay to its full 
limit. If John Smith's window had been 
full of those self same shoes that he ad- 
vertised in the morning paper, many a 
man, in passing on his way to business, 
would have had his attention called back 
to that ad as he casually glanced iu at 
Smith's window display, for there would 
be a large sign in the center of the dis- 
play with the identical heading that 
started off his newspaper ad, and around 
that sign would be grouped the very 
thoes he read about that morning in the 
paper. The law of association would 
have been carried out, and many a pair 



ADS THAT PAY. 

A man should be very careful how he 
says, "this ad is bad;" "this ad could 
never pay,"' etc. The ad that looks any- 
thing but good, is often a small gold 
mine to its owner. Lots of good ad- 
vertising never sees the light of printers' 
link, because some self-styled "advertise 
ment expert' has condemned the proof 
or copy. To make it all the worse, these 
self-elected critics do not preface their 

remarks with "in my opinion," but say, 
"experience has proven tome that so 
and so is thus and so; five dollars, 
please." 

I know of a case in point where one of 
these know-it-alls objected to the Sweep- 
erette Co's new woman magazine ads — 
said, it was no good; could never sell a 
carpet sweeper ; that he was not basing 
his remarks on theory, but was speaittng- 
from actual experience. The ad in ques- 
tion Tvas ^vritten by Mr. Brownridge, the 
able ad man of the Sweeperette Co. ; was 
the most successful ad they had issued 
for some months, and resulted in the 
direct sale of hundreds of their carpet 
sweepers. 

.4.11 these remarks are called forth by 
the fact that D. H. L. wants to know if 
this is a good ad : 

Ever3'thing for the bath at 
Evans's— wouldn't you like to 
see 'em together? 

1106 chestnut. 
Eighth and .\rch. 
2230 Xorth Front.' 

Personally, I think it a very bad ad — 



an ad that would make a Boston youth 
swear off reading ads altogether, and 
make the average reader wonder whether 
you were supposed to want to see a man 
in the costume of Adam surrounded by 
bath requisites, or only an elaborate col- 
lection of toilet articles. 

Yet, with all its faults, perhaps this ad 
created a wholesale desire to form bath- 
ing parties. If it paid in actual dollars 
and cents, it was a good ad— even if the 
expert says nay.

I owe all of my success first, to personal letter 
soliciting (I never use a printed circular); sec- 
ond, to the International Association of Dis- 
tributors; third, doing all work I get thor- 
oughly, by employing reliable men, whom I 
look after carefully ; fourth and' last, but not 
least, advertising. Right here I want to say 
something at»ut advertising. 

I have tried almost every journal that accepts 
distributors' advertisements, and have had re- 
sults from but one, and that is Billboard Ad- 
vertising. I gave them all a fair test, most of 
them a year, but they proved no good. H has 
been quite different with (the only) your jour- 
nal, while it did not pay me in the start, I soon 
found it had the pulling qualities and reached 
the class whom I wanted to do business with, 
and now I have some of the largest advertisers 
as my customers. 

1 notice a great many distributors advertise 
only at rare intervals or do not advertise at all. 
That is where they make a bad mistake. I 
would advise them, advertise continually, Keep 
it up. or do not advertise at all. In conclusion 
will say, keep your name before the advertiser, 
by advertising in Billboard Advertisiso. 
Suliscribe and read it yourself, join the Interna- 
tional Association of Distributors, and if there 
is the making of a successful distributor.in you, 
do this with what other advice I have given 
and I'll guarantee you will succeed.

DtfFEBENT bill posters doubtless hold 
different opinions as to -vrhat sbonld con- 
stitute an ideal association of bill posters. 
There is one point, however, on which it 
would seem that they should agree unan- 
imously. We refer to the object of such 
an association— that is, its prime object. 

This shotild surely be the development 
and upbuilding oif the business of bill 
posting ; or, in other words, the popular- 
izing of the poster. 

This principle should be the founda- 
tion upon which all the remainder of the 
edifice of organization is reared. Every 
clause in the constitution, every rule 
and by-law of the association should be 
framed with this object in view. No as- 
sociation can be really great or benefi- 
cial until this axiom is recognized and 
adopted- 

* * * 
IT is needless to observe that such an 
-asso<nation would not be a "dose" asso- 
ciation, and yet it could be protective ; 
in fact, in this respect it would develop a 
degree of efficiency which a "close" as- 
sodation could never hope to attain, for 
in time 4t would embrace all bill posters 
of real worth and recognized standing, 
and having embraced them all, it could 
govern them all. The evils attending 
existing opposition wottld be reduced to 
the. minimum, and those controlling ex- 
clusive franchises would enjoy practical 
immunity from encroachment upon their 
domains, for the authority of such an as- 
sociatiott would be well-nigh absolute. 

A bill poster who could not obtain 
membership in such an organization 
would be an alien and an outcast. He 
wotdd be regarded by advertisers with 
suspicion and distrust, and would soon 
cease to be even an annoyance. 
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The Inter-State Bill Posters' I»rotective 
Association is fashioned on these lines 
and though as yet only in its infancy, its 
wonderful growth and popularity demon- 
strate conclusively that bill posters in 
general believe that the right cue has 
finally been found. They believe that 
there mtist be some good and sufficient 
reason for the reluctance on the part of 
advertisers to adopt the boards. They 
argue, and rightly too, that no other 
medium is so potent, powerful and eco- 
; nomical as the poster, and that therefore 
its worth should be generally recognized. 
The old association has had ample time 
and opportunity to prove its; value as a 
means to effect this end, and has failed, 
consequently they are anxious to give 
the new organization an opportunity 

At this writing 112 bill posters have 
written us, assuring us of their intention 
of attending the Chicago convention, and 
this number will probably be augmented 
considerably by the time the convention 
assembles. 

*** 

It is difficult to predict just what the 
result of the Associated BUI Posters* con- 
vention will be. While there is no deny- 
ing the strength of the Liberals, and 
their disgust with the manner in which 
the Association is now conducted, there 
is a probability that they will not muster 
their full strength at the meeting. Many 
are strongly disposed to abandon the 
fight, and go over bodily to the Inter- 
State, and this will weaken the move- 
ment materially. To offset this, however, 
the gang will suffer a corresponding fall- 
ing off in their supporters, who, fearing 
a stiff assessment will be levied on those 
in attendance to meet the large and 
pressing indebtedness of the organiza- 
tion, will also be missing. It seems im- 
possible for the two factions to avoid a 
clash, but the outcome in either event 
excites but little interest.

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HAND PAINTED POSTERS. 

WHAT SHALL WE CALL THEM? 

The many awkward ways we have of 
expressing this unique and comparatively 
new commodity we think calls for a 
special name. Siebe & Green call them 
"lithograph paintings," which is rather 
a misnomer. "Hand Painted Poster" is 
lengthy and does* not "tell it all." I 
offer the word Pttintograph, which I 
think is simple, appropriate and expres- 
sive.

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In regard to the questiou as to whether 
fakirs should be obliged to pay in ad- 
vance, it seems to us that there is too 
much leniency on the part of secretaries 
toward traveling or transient fakirs. 
Secretaries of County Fairs as a rule, are 
goodnatnred, easy going men, while the 
fakir is generally speaking, a man who 
will do yon if he can. They plead 
poverty and poor bnsiness, and just at the 
last moment, like the witches in Macbeth, 
they make themselves air. 

They are used to it Many of them 
come to a fair never intending to pay a 
penny. With local people buying privi- 
leges, credit may go. But if the secre- 
tary wants to do bnsiness in the right 
way he will make the foreign fakir fork 
up in advance. 

Don't be unmanned if a cheap Johnnie 
protests his poverty. "If you have tears" 
don't let them get the better of you. 
Insist on the coin before you let his royal 
fakirship on the grounds, and' you will 
get it. Nine out of ten of them will go 
down into their pockets and fish up a 
roll of bill that will surprise you, and 
rather than go away, pay in advance. 
. The experience of the many .secretaries 
is, that these fellows do them year after 
yeiar, and unless they get the money in 
the first instance they never get it at all. 



^The General Admission Ticket. 

.. One of the most important questions 
requiring a correct solution is the General 
Admission Ticket. 

What style of a ticket shall it be? 
Where will it be had ? What assmance 
is there that duplicates will not be struck 
off? 

And on the question of tickets it may 
be said that a ticket which may give 
entire satisfaction to the committee for a 
chicken pie sociable, is likely to prove 
unsatisfactory to the secretary of a fair. 

In the fair business it is necessary to 
have a ticket that can, first, be counted 
quickly; second, be sold quickly. 

The ordinary country printer has not 
got the facilities for furnishing this kind 
of a ticket To be sure he can print 
"Admit One," etc. on any number of 
pieces of card board, but this is not what 
the fair manager needs. He needs a 
ticket that he knows is accurately counted 
when he gets them.

-"^ One of the things that every fair man- 
ager ought to have is a self-locking, self- 
registering turnstile, such or similar to 
the ones in use at the World's Fair. One 
of these turnstiles is su£5cient for the 
ordinary county fair, and with its use 
there comes to the secretary a peaceful 
feeling of security that can be obtained 
in no other way. 

A turnstile makes a dishonest gate- 
keeper-into a useful and honest man for 
a week at least, and will more than pay 
for itself the first year. It is a sure cinch 
on ticket brokering by the gatekeepers. / 




The above cut represents a ticket that 
cannot be surpassed. It is the notched 
strip ticket, manufactured by the Globe 
Ticket Co., of Philadelphia, Pa. 

These tickets come in rolls, each roll 
containing exactiy 1,000 tickets, consecu- 
tively numbered from 1 to 1,000, and so 
rolled that ticket number 1,000 reels off 
first, thus enabling the greatest possible 
accuracy and convenience in accounting 
for tickets. The roll of tickets revolves 
on a reel which is screwed to the table or 
wall. They are a good thing. The old 
style of ticket wants to be laid on the 
shelf as out of date. 



The following is an extract from a pa- 
per written by R. A. Elter, secretary of 
the Green County (Wisconsin) Fair, on 
the subject of Premiums: 

In the various classes comptising the ladies' 



departments, I wish to make one stip^gestion. It 
appears to be the custom of most of the societies 
to pay a premium of from one dollar to two dol- 
lars for first premium and ahout fifty cents to 
onedoUar forthesecoiid premium. Thisaffords 
a splendid opportunity to professionals who 
make it a business to follow, the fairs and exhibit 
their jjoods Of late years this has been done to 
a considerable extent, and while it is true that 
they make c. splendid display, it is hardly fair to 
the local Indies It has a tendency to discourajie 
them, and thereby the real object of the society 
is thwarted. I would therefore recommend that 
all professionals be prohibited from entering: in 
these departments, and that each society offer a 
special premium for the best general display by 
professionals. In the boys and girls' depart- 
ment, I would recommend that a third premium 
be offered, even if the total premiums be not 
increased. I would reduce the first and second 
so as to make the third. ^Ve made this chantEC 
two years ago, and we found that it pleased the 
little folks very much, and that our entries in 
these departments were more than doubled last 
year. The amount of premiums in these two 
departments is not of as much importance as 
the number. Every premium received, be it 
ever so small, pleases and encourages the ex- 
hibitors, and they are the ones upon which will 
depend the display of future fairs. I have given 
you my opinion regarding classes and depart- 
ments upon which premiums should be in- 
creased, and will now endeavor to point out 
instances whereby' some of us, at least, might 
economize. 

The examination of ten premium lists of last 
year's fairs shows premiums offered to the 
amount of nearly $400 for the best displays of 
farming implements. Now, while I do not con- 
tend for a moment but that it is perfectlj- proper, 
and in fact an essential feature, to have a dis- 
play of farm machinery at an agricultural fair, 
I do insist upon a display. Many of you will no 
doubt agree with me, that since the manufac- 
turers of threshing machines, engines, harves- 
ters and binders have agreed among themselves 
hot to exhibit at any of our fairs, our displays in 
this line have been a farce. The few plows, 
drags, etc., which are usually exhibited by the 
local dealers, are not worth a dollar to the fair. 
And, under these circumstances, I would abolish 
the caish premium and offer diploma in place. 
The same ten premium lists also offer abont $400 
in premiums to manufacturers of carriages, 
buggies, etc. This is another instance where 
we might economize. The manufacturers of 
these goods can afford and will exhibit them 
without the cash premium. Likewise can the 
merchants, with their various display.s. also the 
manufacturers of pianos, organs, .sewing - ma 
chines, etc. The society that erects and main- 
tains a building for their use ana furnishes from 
i.coo to 10,000 people daily during the fair to 
examine and inspect these goods, does more for 
them than the small cash premium that -me can 
afford to offer. They, themselves, I believe, are 
willing that we should use this money elsewhere 
especially so if we can demonstrate to them that 
we can use it to increase the attendance. I am 
also of the opinion that the various societies of 
the state pay out annually quite a large sum of 
jnoney to articles that are really unworthy. I 
find that in fifteen classes of our premium list 
last year, consisting of 513 different lots, there 
were 112 lone entries, without any competition 
whatever. It goes without saying that each of 
the 112 was awarded first premium, regardless 
of merit. It is fair to presume that somewhere 
the same ratio will apply to the other fairs of 
the state. If so, this demonstrates the fact that 
thousands of dollars in premiums were paid last 
year by the fairs of Wisconsin to articles that 
were not compelled to compete. Some of the 
societies have adopted a rule instructing com- 
mittees to pass without award all articles which 
in their judgement are unworthy. All who 
have tried this rule are ready to pronounce it a 
failure. The committees will not enforce it, 
and it is hardly fair to except it of them. In 
view of this fact, I would recommend that one 
of the conditions of entrj- in all classes where 
no entry fee is charged be that all articles with- 
out crompetition Ije entitled to 50 per cent, of 
first premium only.

Dear Sir— I have been a xubscriber to your 
magazine for some months. I like it. Think it is 
the best thing of the kind in the United States. 

I enclose short contribution to your "Fair 
Notes" and may send others from time to time. 
I hope this feature will produce a decided suc- 
cess. 

1. We allow one owner's and two helpers' 
tickets to each horse, but require payment of 
stall rent before ticVets are issued. Even with 
this liberal allowance horsemen sometimes kick 
and clamor for more. I think that one, or at 
the very most two tickets for each hotse 
would be sufficient. If a rule of this kind was 
enforced mauy of the "hangers on ■ who are 
objectionable to the fair managers as welt as to 
the better class of horsemen, might be gotten 
rid of. 

2. My opinion is that none but active working 
officers of the .Association should be admitted 
free. I think it would be better for the fairs 
and for the newspapers to do away with the 
complimentary {.asses. Let the Fair Associa 
tions pay the newspapers for all the advertising 
they do, and the newspapers pay the Associa- 
tion for their tickets. This in the end would 
prove satisfactory- to both parties

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TACT IN ADVERTISING. 

wniat is tact? Webster thus defines it : 
"A quick or intuitive appreciation of 
what is fit, proper and right: fine or 
ready mental discernment shown in say- 
ing or doing a proper thing." 

At a social function, in Maine, of which 
James G. Blaine was host, an honest old 
fanner who had just partaken of some 
ice cream, for the first time, sought out 
Mr Blaine, and, taking him to one side 
»td : 

"Mr. Blaine, that there puddin' o' 
.•oum is frozen !' 

Mr. Blaine evinced the liveliest concern 
at the in'elligence, and exclaimed : 

"Can't be possible! Mr. T., I will see 
about it immediately." 

Half an hour afterwards, again meeting 
Mr. T. amid the throng of guests, Mr. 
Blaine said : 

" It's all right, friend T., that was only 
a new, fangled dish my cook has been 
getting up." 

That was delicate and discriminating 
Uct on the part of Mr. Blaine, who at the 
time was a candidate for president of the 
I'uited States, and, naturally, was solic- 
itous to gain the support of every voter. 
Had he laughed at or derided the old 
fanner, he would, perhaps, have made of 
him a life-long enemy By listening, 
with apparent concern, to the farmer's 
discovery that the pudding was frozen, 
and expressing his intention to im- 
mediately set about seeing what was the 
matter, he accomplished an opposite re- 
sult, and verified the axiom that a man 
to be great in great things must be great 
'.n small things. 

It matters not what genius, what 
energy, what business capacity you pos- 
ress, or how much vim and vigor, enter- 
prise and push are constituents of your 
making up, if you are lacking in tact you 
are deficient in one of the main levers of 
success. Tact is the tail that balances 
your kite; the governor "that regulates 
your engine ; that oils and keeps in run- 
ning trim your tnachinery; impulse, 
study, or reflection devises a plan of 
action, a method for financial advance- 
ment, a medium for bringing your man- 
ufactures, your merchandise, or your 
business ventures in touch with tbi 
public, or suggests the modus of an in- 
terview from which you are hoping to 
'ttain profitable or advantageous results ; 
but without tact your endeavors are 
futile and turn to Dead Sea fruit. Tact 
would have warded off many an assign- 
ment obviated, the necessity of many a 
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financial crisis and many a mental fail- 
ure. Tact plucks the jewel, safety, from 
out the nettle, danger, and brings victory 
out of defeat. 

These ideas could be illustrated in 
many ways, but a single illustration will 
suffice. Take, for instance, an individdal, 
firm, syndicate or corporation desirous of 
reaching the public through the medium 
of a poster. A design is selected, de- 
scriptive lines are prepared, the artist's 
genius and the printer's skill are called 
into requisition, and the developed post- 
ers are spread broadcast throughout the 
Union. The artist has done his best in 
accordance with the designs furnished 
him, and the printing and coloring are 
unexceptionable. The projector of the 
poster has been far from niggardly in the 
outlay, and he awaite with fond anticipa- 
tion returns from his outlay. Soon the 
increase in his receipts are marked and 
decided, and the utility of the poster as 
an advertising medium is established be- 
yond a peradventure. Yet, something is 
wrong, something is lacking. Mr. Jones, 
or Mr. Brown, or Mr. Smith, who is 
handling similar wares or advertising a 
similar industry or venture to his own, is 
meeting with even a greater and more 
pronounced success, and he is at a loss to 
assign a reason. 

Yet the reason is obvious. He has 
simply failed to produce a poster, as his 
competitors, that will invite or arrest 
public attention. The de.sign is com- 
paratively meagre, and lacks, perhap.-!, 
originality, there is little striking in 
the picture to cause the masses to stop 
and scan it. The descriptive lines are 
faulty, not sufficiently expressive, and 
frequently the reverse from being catchy. 
In a word, there has been a deficiency of 
tact displayed in the preparation of the 
poster, and there you are. 

The .saying is time-honored that " he 
who has himself for a client, has a fool 
for a lawyer;" and this is applicable to 
most of the walks of life. One might, in 
an emergency, be able to half-sole his 
own iK>ots, \>r put a patch on his unmen- 
tionables; but the job would be a crude 
one at the best, and altogether unsightly. 
You may be impressed with the idea that 
you are an adept in the art of designing, 
or at least in originating and suggesting 
a design, and that iii prwlucing catchy 
and attractive lines you are quite equal to 
the task. Probably you are right, pos- 
sibly you are wrong. If right, vou can 
not fail to interest the public in your 
poster, provided you call the adventitious 
aid of tact into requisition. If, on the 



contrary, you have too highly rated your 
abilities, a failm-e is within the bounds of 
probability. 

In the United States are several persons 
who make poster designing and preparing 
a specialty. They are men fertile in 
ideas, and quick to intelligently giasp 
the requirements of the poster they are 
considering, and able to produce that 
which will unquestionably command the 
attention of the passer-by. There are 
others, adept and practical advertisement 
writers, who can make a sermon out of a 
comic song, or a comic song ont of a ser- 
mon. If you would succeed, beyond a 
question, with your poster, and bring 
plethoric returns, to your treasury, ex- 
pend a few dollars in patronizing these 
gentlemen, and the result vrill be a fore- 
gone conclusion. 



NO BETTER WAY. 

There is a possibility that the present 
popular poster may figure in politics. It 
is now used to advertise everything from 
a variety show to a magazine, from patent 
medicines and beer to Sara Bernhardt, so 
it really seems as if there were a chance 
for " I'affiche " on the walls of the politi- 
cal arena. As yet the advance agents of 
the great parties have not adopted the 
idea, but an ambitious printer, who thinks 
he sees an opportunity in this line, has 
submitted a proof of a highly colored 
poster to the Republican Congressional • 
committee, setting forth in red, blue, and 
maroon letters of the largest display type 
the claims of Maj. McKinley and the Re- 
publican Party for the suffrage of the 
people. 

But this is scarcely up to the artistic 
standard of the times, and it is possible 
that the pictorial poster may yet do duty 
in advocacy of the respective candidates. 
It has been suggested that the Republi- 
cans might use the N'apoleon posters so 
plentiful during the past year, represent- 
ing Ua]. McKinley astride of a '• sound 
money " horse, or leading the way across 
the Alps of adversity into the pleasant 
Italy of good times. On the other hand 
the Ueniocrats might represent the Boy 
Orator of the Platte standing on the silver 
deck of a prairie schooner, " whence all 
but he had fled," or as an equestrian per- 
forming the perilous feat of riding two 
horses. Democracy and Populism, around 
the political arena. 

There is a wihl-eyed Washington artist 
at work on these and other striking de- 
signs, and he promises to submit the 
drawings to' the respective Congressional 
committees within a few weeks.

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THE POSTER CRAZE. 

TAe Fourth Estate, in a recent issue, 
make a gentle kick in this manner: 

The poster craze is responsible for more 
free advertising than any scheme ever 
devised by the shrewdest worker for pnb- 
licity-withont-payment, who has played 
"donkey" with the confiding publisher. 
Advertising by using the poster craze is 
an easy thing, a delight and a fascination 
for the man happy only when he has all 
the best of it and a great deal more than 
he deserves. 

The saw-dust, gold brick, how-do you- 
do, glad-hand, thimble rigger and bunco 
games are tame compared with the policy 
of the poster sharp in securing space for 
nothing. 

The original outlay is considerable, but 
it is simply a trifle when compared with 
the free space secured. It is an ill wind, 
etc, and the good that comes to some- 
body is very sure to be with the fellow 
who buys posters. 

The signs that shout, posters that one 
can see through a fog, and the various 
other manifestations of eccentric genius, 
running now in poster form, do more thaii 
desecrate the landscape, for thereby is 
gained unlimited free advertising. 

The scheme is simple and effective. 
Somebody has something to advertise. 
He has a poster made. To quote the 
Hibernian, who is always clever in his 
disregard of the ethics of language : 
" The worse the poster is the better it is." 
The poster craze being a living issue, 
the advertiser sees his poster reproduced 
in the papers and magazines as specimens 
of poster art Sitting back he must smile 
to himself. His grin is generous and self 
satisfied, for he has secured thousands of 
dollars worth of advertising in the news- 
papers which have even paid to have his 
poster engraved. 

Is there anything simpler? Could there 
be any confidence game more perfect? 



Profitable Advertising has this to say 
in regard to the value of a fence : One of 
the most successful sign painters in New 
York was, a few years ago, an under-paid 
clerk in a bank. He was told one day as 
a joke that he could have the use of a 
fence on Fifth ave if he wanted it. He 
did. The rental of it. for advertising, 
brought him in more money yearly than 
he received as salary. That opened his 
clever eyes and he started in for himself. 

The value of fences in big cities for ad- 
vertising signs (painted) has only been 
appreciated of late years. Now the man 
ownug one on a popular thoroughfa~ 
gets big rental for it.

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The Convention. 



A GREAT BIG SUCCESS. 

Large Atteotlance, Much Enthusiasm, and 

Perfect Kannony Characterized the 

Proceedings. 



It was exactly 11.35 A. M., Tuesday, 
July 21, when President P. F. Schaefer 
rose, gavel in hand, and rapped for order. 
He looked out upon the greatest and 
most thoroughly repres=ntative gathering 
of bill posters that had ever assembled in 
this or any other country. 

The big club room of the Leland House 
was packed to overflowing with members 
of the Inter State Bill Poster's Protective 
Association. They came from far and 
near. The East, the West, the North 
and the South were thoroughly repre- 
sented, as were also cities, towns, and 
even villages. At the president's left sat 
Treasurer C C. Maxwell, of Lincoln, 111. 
At hi* right Vice President Stout, of St. 
Louis, was esconced, and next to him sat 
Clarence E. Rnney, secretary of the or- 
gapization and the official stenographer 
of the. convention. 

Thie scene presented was dignified, im- 
pressive, and imposing. 

As soon as the president had secured 
order, he resigned the chair in favor of 
Vice-President Stout, while he himself 
took the floor" and delivered his annual 
m.essage in which he reviewed the pro- 
gress and principal events of the year 
just past, and pointed out matters and 
measures which needed the consideration 
of the convention. 

He spoke rapidly, but evenly and 
clearly. ^. . 

The delivery of the message consumed 
nearly an hour of the preliminary session 
which adjourned at 12.45 P. M., after the 
Committee on Credentials had been ap 
pointed. 

The first regular session was called to 
order at 2.20 P M. The report of the 
Ccmniittee on Credentials was read, and 
adopted, after which business was taken 
up in the regular order. The roll was 
called, and seventy-one members an- 
.swered present. (Others came straggling 
in, until at adjournment eighty-two mem- 
bers were in attendance. This number 
was increased on the second day to one 
hundred and sevsiteen, and fell off 
Thursday to a trifle over fifty.) The 
minutes of the prrrioas meeting at 
Springfield were rcad,--and approved. 

Under tlie bead of ** Communications ** 
a vast deal of correspondence was read, 
consisting in the main of letters and tele- 
grams of regret from members unable to 
attend, inquiries, comp'aints, and invita- 



tions from local theaters and opera 
houses. The president hurried through 
with them with commendable prompt- 
ness and dispatch. 

Applications for membership were then 
taken up, and a lively debate which pro- " 
mised to last until the end of the session, 
was nipped in the bnd by the adoption of 
a motion to refer the matter to a special 
committee. 

It became evident at this time that the 
vast amount of routine work on hand 
rendered it imperative to suspend the 
rules and take np the more important 
matters first. After a brief debate, a mo- 
tion to this effect was carried with but 
three dissenting votes. The revision of 
the constitution and by-laws was taken 
up, and all changes and alterations out- 
lined and discussed. The matter was then 
referred to a special committee to frame 
the various articles, and, it being after 
6 P. M., the convention adjomned. 

SECOND DAY. 

MORJflNG. 

The members were late in getting to- 
getlier, and it was long past 10 o'clock 
before the convention was called to order. 
Vice-President Stout was in the chair, 
but President Schaefer arrived shortly 
after 1 1 o'clock. The report of the Com- 
mittee on Constitution and By-Laws was 
read and accepted, after which the vari- 
ous articles were taken up section for 
section for discussion. 

This consumed the remainder of the 
session which came to adjournment at 
12 35 P. M. 

SECOND DAY. 

AFTERNOON. 

Convention was called to order with 
President Schaefer in the chair, and the 
constitution and by-laws were again 
taken up. There was considerable di- 
versity of opinion, and the debates were 
stubborn and tedious ; but the president 
had the members well in hand, and held 
them to the work under way, until a mo- 
tion to again suspend the rules again pre- 
vailed, this time to take up the election 
of officers for the ensuing year. It re- 
sulted as follows :

The question of changing the name of 
the organization was taken np, and upon 
motion it was unanimously decided to 



call it hereafter " The International Bill 
Posting Association." 
.\djourned at 6.45 E. M. 

THIRD DAY. 

MORNING. 

President Schaefer rapped for order at 
10.75 .^- ^I- It became evident that the 
chitf interest of many members in the 
proceedings had come to an end with die 
elictioh of officers on the preceding dny. 

But fifty-one members responded to 
roll call. The others, knowing that the 
remaining session must necessarily be 
given over to hard, conscientious work, 
gave themselves over to the allurements 
of the summer gardens and sight-seeing. 

The workers buckled to -wilh a will 
however, and finished a great deal of 
routine work. Morning session adjourned 
at 12.35 P. M. ; 

' THIRD DAY. 

.A.FTERNOON. 

Called to order at 2 P. M., sharp. The 
ranks of the workers were still further 
depleted, but a quorum was secured, and 
by hard, persevering efforts the remainder 
of the routine work was dispensed with. 
A vote of thanks was tendered to the 
Chicago press, the out-going officers, Sam 
T. Jack, the Schiller Theatre, and the 
Masonic roof garden for courtesies ex- 
tended, and the Goodrich Steamboat Co. 
for their proffer of an excursion to Mil- 
waukee and return.

Through my advertisement in Bii.r.- 
BOARD Advertising, I received an 
order, the other day, from a new man 
in the field of advertising, who wanted 
me to write a one page, single-leaf cir- 
cular for his newly discovered dyspepsia 
cure. I did not write the circular, and. 
the reason I did not will form a good 
text for a sermon I am going to preach 
to some other advertiser. 

I told our dyspeptic advertiser that a 
single-leaf, cheap-looking circular, such 
as he had in mind, would kill the sale, 
rather than increase it. of his remedy ; 
that the public would "size up" his 
medicine by the "get-up" of his cir- 
cular ; that a circular, such as he wanted, 
would never be read anyhow, for two 
reasons. Firstly, it would be so com- 
mon-place and unattractive that it would 
never meet a dyspeptic's eye. Secondly, 
if some one, by chance, should happen 
to pick up one of these circulars (which 
were to be 5x8 inches, and- printed on 
very cheap and common paper), the 
cheap look, the smell of the common ink, 
and the mean feel of the poor paper 
would give him anything but a favorable 
impression of the remedy advertised. 

1 wanted to originate for our dyspeptic 
advertiser a neat and attractive four-page 
folder of odd shape, containing on the 
first page nothing but a bold catch line. 
.4nd I stipulated that these circulars must 
be printed, artisticaly, on good paper. 

The dyspeptic advertiser said, he could 
not afford to circulate a circular gotten 
up on such an elaborate and expensive 
plan. I said, I could not afford ,to write 
for him the kind that I Jtuac; beforehand, 
would never pay him. 

The d3-S[>eptic advertiser went his way. 

I went mine. 



A CASE IN POINT. 

A month ago I wanted to find the best 
water route to Bloch Island. The steam- 
boat company who has the shortest and 
most direct route, sent me a miserable 
little circular, 6x9 inches, printed in the 
' ' dodger " style. I reiasoned it out that a 
company who would send out such a 
cheap circular, would run their steam- 
boats on the same plan, and that they 
would contain no accommodation worth 

speaking of. As a result, I decided on 
the Stonington line, although they get 
you there by a much more roundabout 
way. Afterwards I found out that the 
company which sent me the poor cir- 



cular, had very fine boats, yet, through 
their cheap circular, they lost a patron 
that I know of, and I have no doubt but 
that thousands of others are each j-ear 
being warned against their boats by their 
own circulars.

ONE FOR THE POSTER. 

The there's -only- one-kind-of-advertis- 
ing-that-pays-and - that's - newspaper - ad- 
vertising man is going to disagree ivith 
me when I say that the small poster, or 
"hanger," rises head and shoulders above 
the newspaper adlet at the summer re- 
sorts. 

The hotel people walk around the office 
and waiting rooms by the hour, reading 
all the wall signs that may be hung there, 
while the newspapers lay unopened upon 
the reading tables ; and, as for the local 
newspaper, half the guests don't know 
that one is published, and the other half 
believe that there is a paper published, 
but have never seen it. 

The reason for all this is very simple ; 
you go away for recreation, and take with 
you that restless feeling that won't let 
you settle down to read, while it will let 
you wander around the office from poster 
to poster, reading as you run.'

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SiKCE our last issue, two impoTtant 
national conventions have passed into 
history : that of the International Bill - 
PoBting^ Association (formerly the Inter- 
state), at Chicago, and the Associated 
Bill Posters' Association, at Cleveland. 
The former enjoyed a very large attend- 
ance, in fact, it is said to have been the 
largest gathering of bill posters that ever 
took place. At the second day's session 
a careful count revealed the fact that 
there were one hundred and seventeen 
members of the organization on the fioor. 
Ittey came from all sections, the £ast, 
the West, the North, and the South, big 
cities and small towns, all were present. 

It was a representative gathering in 
every sense of the word. The proceed- 
ings were characterized by admirable de- 
corum and business-like dispatch ; the 
discussions were thorough, and the de- 
bates exhaustive and dispassionate. 

For this reason the findings of the 
meeting will cany great weight, and ob- 
tain madi consideration at the hands of 
the craft at large. 



The price schedule, already low, was 
made lower. This action was the direct 
result of bringing forth an expression of 
opinion from those most chiefly con- 
cerned—the bill posters in the smaller 
towns. It is certain that these men know 
what they are doing. It cannot be de- 
nied that they fully realize what it costs 
them to maintain their plants, and have 
well-defined ideas of what should consti- 
tute an adequate profit on their invest- 
ment. Therefore, when they declare, as 
they have in this instance, that the prices 
adopted are not low, but only fair and 
equitable, their brothers in the larger 
towns must needs accept their decision. 



Strangely enough, too, it ^vas the inem- 
bo-s frbin the smaller towns who were 
directly responsible for advancing the 
commission of agents and middlemen to 
twenty per cent. The members from the 
cities combated this measure vigorously, 
and are even yet constrained to believe 
that the action taken was unwise> 

* * 

Among the many other commendable 
features of the deliberations were the 
ringing declaration that the organization 
be an "open" association in contra-dis- 
tinction to the so-called "close" asso- 
ciation ; the change of name from the 
Inter-State Bill Posters'Protective Associa- 
tion to the International Bill Posting .As- 
sociation ; the institution of an absolutely 
guaranteed service ; the establishment of 
a board of arbitration, and the decision 
that the price on purely local work was a 
local issue and a matter with which the 
association as a whole need not concern 
itself. This latter is important because 
many bill posters have been in doubt on 
the point heretofore. Some have coii- 
tended that the price schedule applied 
only to circuses and general advertisers, 
while others insisted that it applied to 
local work also. 

It is well, therefore, that the associa- 
tion shqtdd go on record in the matter, 
and it is also expedient to allow a bill- 
poster the utmost latitude in this respect, 
especially just at this time when a special 
rate is liable to secure a trial order from 
some local merchant who may possibly 
prove a steady patron thereafter. 



By far the m<»t important action taken 
by the convention, however, was the cre- 
ation of a permanent Board of Promotion, 
which has for its object the establishing 
of bill posting plants in isolated cities 
situated in sparsely settled districts. 

It was the sense of the convention that 
small towns, suburban or immediately 
adjacent to cities having an established 
service, would, in time, be added to the 
plant in question, and that t'e Board con- 
cern itself only with the class first men- 
tioned. 

We do not know as yet what means 
will be utilized, or what plan the 'Board 
will adopt ; but we do know that if it sue 
ceeds in solving this problem, ^e busi- 
ness of bill posting will be incalculably 
benefitted. The greatest drawback which 
the bill posters of the country have to 
contend against to-day, is lack of service 
in the very small towns. Advertisers have 
to abandon whole sections of country on 
this account, or reach them through other 
mediums. Correct this state of affairs, 
and instead of hundreds we will have 
thousands of advertisers on the boards. 



.\i.THOUGH little interest was felt in the 
proceedings of the Cleveland convention, 
the unexpected happened, and the out- 
come proved a thorough and pleasing 
surprise. O. J. Gude and Edward A. 
Stahlbrodt buried the hatchet, and shook 
hands. There is an old saying that " a 
hearty hater makes a steadfast friend." 
If this be true, these erstwhile foemen 
may be expected to develope a friendship 
which, in point of depth and strength, 
will rival tliat of Damon and Pythias. It 
is said that the reconciliation is directly 
due to the good offices of R. C. Campbell. 
If such is the case, we shall be compelled 
to acknowledge that that vociferous and 
worthj- gentleman possesses a degree of 
tact and judgment which we never sus- 
pected. Seriously, though, we like to give 
credit where it is due, and the establish- 
ment of cordial relations between these 
gentlemen means much. It means the 
end of a long drawn^>ut struggle, fraught 
with turmoil, contention, and much un- 
seemly strife. It means peace in the as - 
sodation, and prosperity to the princi- 
pals of a most remarkable feud.

A Few Oiservations by $am W. Hoke. 



At the junction of 7th avenue, St. 
Nicholas avenue and 11 6th street. New 
York, there are a number of billboards ; 
and as the location is among the best, 
they are usually always filled with live 
paper. 

Among the boards is a portion of one 
belonging to Van Beuren, that had been 
faced up for a painted sign. Six inch' 
tongue - and - groove flooring, free from 
knot ho'es, was used, and it was perfectly 
put together; it has had a number of 
coats of paint. 

Some six weeks ago, this space was 
covered with a poster ; on inquiry, Mr. 
Pr^tt tells me that the English " Gloy " 
was the paste used, and that it was put 
up as an experiment. 

During the six weeks -that this paper 
ha; been up, there have been rains, and 
heavy rains at that, almost every day. 
But that one stand is as free from imper- 
fections as the paper on your parlor wall, 
while all around it the posters are ragged 
and torn after each storm. 

-$- 

In an eastern town, a few days ago, I 
saw the men with the paste brush vigor- 
ously cutting away the weeds around the 
bottom of a billboard. I stopped and 
watched. After the weeds were removed, 
they stripped the board, and then took 
some pieces of sheet-iron or zinc and 
patched up a few small cracks where the 
boards had shrunk. Then they put up 
the poster. It was a 16-sheet, and it cov- 
ered out an old ao-sheet, leaving a por- 
tion of the latter showing. But it didn't 
show for long, for the man with the paste 
quickly covered it with white paper, also 



covering around the bottom and edges, 
giving the stand an extremely cle.-n and 
neat appearance. 

I strolled around the town and noticed 
other billboards, and found few weeds 
obscuring the bottoms of the posters, and 
\-ery seldom did I see a board with a 
crack in it, or a ragged poster, 

I hunted up the boss bill poster, and he 
told me that his men always carried a 
hammer and strips of metal to make re- 
pairs with ; he said that the metal cost 
nothing to speak of, as he gets it from 
the scrap pile of a tinner near by. He 
also has his men carry a small sickle dur- 
ing the summer to cut away the weeds 
which are so deadly to display if left to 
themselves, 

I made a mental resolve that if I ever 
had any bill posting to place, that man 
should have the work. I would give you 
his name and address, but just then I 
woke up. 

-$- 

Bii,i.BOAiu> Advertistng has had some- 
thing to say about the necessity for uni- 
formity in size of the "sheet" used in 
posters. The variations certainly do cause 
trouble. For instance, a bill poster has a 
2S-sheet stand on his boards, with other 
live paper on either side of it. The 28- 
sheet is dead, and he has another 2S sheet 
to replace it with. When he inspects the 
board after the change has been made, he 
finds that 6, 8, or 10 inches of the poster 
adjoining has been covered up, lapped 
over, by the new paper. The sheet of 
the original poster was probably 40 
inches long, and the new one 42 inches, 
making a difference of 14 inches in the 
length of the two posters. 

The difference in height doesn't affect 
adjoining paper, but it sometimes causes 
some f^nny additions to the new pdister 
that weie never contemplated by the man 
who designed it I saw a 3-sheet of Pabst 
Beer the other day, and at the bottom 
was a "Scale of Prices: 15c., 25c., 5«:. 
No higher," Until 'looked at rathtfr 



closely, it seemed to belong to the Pabst

The bill posters, the poster printers, 
and the circus managers ought to be able 
to get together, and adopt a uniform-size 
poster sheet. And I suggest 30x40, in- 
stead of 28 X 42. Why ? Because it is an 
easy matter to add a foot to the top of a 
billboard, at small expense. But if you 
have a board on a 25 foot lot, you can't 
widen that lot a foot or two without the 
consent of the owner of the adjoining 
property. See? 

-I- 
A man who has tried it, told me the 
other day that when a board is build up- 
right instead of horizontal, and a crack 
comes, and the paper breaks, and the 
rain falls, that the rain slides right down 
that cracic. With a horizontal crack, how- 
ever, the rain slides right down under the 
paper, and, after a while, gets most of it 
off the board. He didn't tell me what 
happened when there was a horizontal 
wind to drive tee rain against the upright 
cracks. 
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Attention is directed to a lettei; from 
Mr. Edward Arlington, excursion agent 
of Ringling Bros.' Shows, which we pub- 
lish in another coluuin. 
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tag'of this character prevents the loss of 
articles by an association, as only the 
holders of checks can take articles from 
the buildings at ih-^ close of the fair. The 
fine wire used in their constniciion, is 
esp.-ci.illy handy in fastening tjigs to 
aniclv-s on cxliih:lion. Fine wire i.s a 
linndy thing, wlielh-.-r usi-d to tag a 
cliick<.ii co<'i> or a lace han<lkcrcUicf. 



In the managem.-nt of privileges at a 
county fair, nothing will tend to lessen 
the work more, and to make things run 
along smoothly, than to have the grounds 
accurately platted by a surveyor. After 
drawing is made have it reduced, and 
then have the plat printed, so that each 
person buying a privilege can have a plat 
of the grounds.twith the space he is to 
occupy marked off on it: How many 
tickets should go with a privilege ought 
to be decided at the time contract for 
privilege is made. Don't wait until fair 
is on, and then have disputes with first 
this man, and then that. Have it out 
■ when contract is made. If you don't, 
yon will be unjust to some, and will be 
"done" by others. 

For privilege department, the party in 
charge should have a duplicate numbered 
certificate book. Let him keep a record 
of each privilege sold, on a stub, to whom , 
how inuch, location and -what rights sold.- 
Let him give party purchasing, a certifi- 
cate, correspondingly filled out, which is 
evidence of party's right to be on the 
grounds, and doing business. Anyone 
not having purchased one of these certifi- 
cates, can be promptly spotted and fired 
from the grounds, in a way that they will 
remember, when they get into the same 
locality on the following year. A lack of 
proper, systematic management in this 
department is tlie cause of many an asso- 
ciation being hoodwinked by a lot of 
irresponsible and itinerate peddlers, that 
it is time fair managers got onto. The 
privilege department is the most import- 
ant department of the fair, save the ticket 
department. 



Everyone has heard of checking a 
satchel at a hotel. What would be the 
matter of checking vehicles at the fair? 
During the fair there are hundreds of 
parties who desire to hitch their teams. 
Hitching facilities are often inadequate, 
and tlien too, theie is no little danger of 
whip stealing, a misdemeanor which a 
farmer often fears will be practiced upon 
him. 

Several hundred good hitching posts, 
numbered, to correspond with brass check 
and fenced in, if under the management 
of a good reliable man, and a crew of 
boys to help him, would prove a great 
convenience . to the public, and a source 
of revenue to the society. No one would 
object to paying ten cents to have his 
horse checked, and thus be relieved from 
worry. People would jump at the chance. 
Solicitude for the welfare of his horse and 
buggy, often spoils a man's afternoon. 

One of the most visionary advertising 
schemes that has yet come to the surface 



is to have a moving bill board, running 
along the top of the fair ground fence, all 
the wav rou;id. This certainly eclipses 
the old cust inj of paintirg signs on the 
fence. 

It is a great source of convenience to 
an exliibitor of live stock, to be able to 
know exactly where his stalls are located, 
so that when he reaches the grounds with 
his show he will be subjected to no em- 
barrasing delays in the matter of getting 
located. All barns ought to be lettered, 
and all stalls numbered ; plats should be 
made showing the ground plan of the 
different barns, and when an exhibitor is 
assigned stall room, one of these plats 
should be mailed to him. with the stalls 
or pens which his show is to occupy, 
checked off. \ drawing caa be made, 
and then a cut made from it, at a very 
slight cost. These matters cost but little 
money; they require foresight. The same 
is "true ill the" mtfchinery" and manufac- 
turing departments. Exhibitors like to 
learn early exactly where their space is. 
-A. pr nted plat is the cheapest and most 
satisfactory way of imparting this infor- 
mation. 

Lookout for the water supply. Nothing 
will reflect worse on the management, 
than a lack of good cold water. 



People get weary during their days 
tramp around the grounds. They will 
look for places to sit down, and the ordi- 
nary person objects to sprawling out in 
the dusty grass. Plenty of benches ought 
to be provided, and distributed ab )ut, so 
people can rest when they get tired. 



.\n old exhibitor tells us of the times 
when in Kentucky, the farmers used to 
rent booths during fair week, and feed 
all their friends free of charge. How the 
fair ground meal has degenerated. Now 
a man must pay a fabulous price for a 
rank lunch. Then he got an oUl-time 
meal like mother used to cook, free of 
charge. 

The Weary Willies must have been the 
cause of this oyster like change in the 
hearts of the farmers. 



.\ good form of entry tag is the one 
manufactured by the Sackett Wire Tag 
Co., of Garden Prairie, 111. This tag, in 
shaj)e is like an ordinary shipping tag, 
but is i>erforate<l through the center. The 
lower half of each tag is torn off bv the 
secretary, and given to the exhibitor, as 
a claim check for the article placed on 
exhibition, after the fair is over- while 
the corresponding part answers the jmr- 
pose of the ordinary entry lag.

One of the best annexes to a fair is a 
good dog shew. Many of the leading 
state fairs make the kennel show an 
annual feature of their fair, and there is 
every reason why it should be so. 

A dog show in any fair properly run 
will be a drawing card, will more than 
pay for itself, and please the people. It 
is an attraction second to none. 



Chas. F. Kennedy, secretary of the In- 
diana State Fair, is to be congratulated 
on the issuance of a very neat 3><x6 inch 
pamphlet, containing a complete list of 
the names and addresses of parties who 
exhibited at the Indiana State Fair in 
1S95. Lists of this character are very 
valuable, and, doubtless, other fairs will 
follow Indiana's example in this regard. 



Catalogue of Live Stock Exhibitors. 

A catalogue of live stock exhibits is 
a book published between the date of 
closing the entries, and the first daj- of 
the fair, giving the pedigrees of all 
animals on exhibition, and the names 
and addresses of their owners. Each 
animal named in this book, bears a cata 
logue number, which enables the reader 
to locate the animals described therein, 
the same as he would locate the works of 
art in an art collection, by means of a 
catalogue. 

To publish a catalogue of stock exhibits, 
requires the presence in the town where 
issued, good printing facilities; a lino- 
type machine is especially desirabl-j for 
this work, owing to the fact that it must 
be gotten in circulation so quickly after 
copy is given to the printer. 

On the secretary's part the first step is 
to arrange the premium list properly; 
each class should bear a number, and 
each prize offered in the class should bear 
a number, for instance: say, Poland China 
swine are class No. 15, and a Poland 
China boar "over one year and under 
two," is prize No. 331; as the entries come 
in, all entries for a Poland China boar, 
"one year and under two," must be filed 
together under No. 331,. and so through 
the entire list of premiums offered. .-Vf ter 
all entries received are filed together in 
this manner, they may be copied and 
numbered, commencing from No, i, con- 
tinuing to as high as there are entries. 
This number is the catologue number. 

Two duplicate sets of catalogue num- 
bers should be issued, one printed on 
bristol board, to le tacked up over the 
auinial as it stands in the hall, the other 
on thinner paper, to be stuck on the 
animals side -as it is led into the show 
ring, so that people can know what they 
are looking at. Put a little dab of paste 



on the animals side or hips, and then 
slap the number on. 

A catalogue of this character may be 
is.sued either in a fine .souvenir form and 
soUl, or in a cheaper form, with adveitise- 
nients in, and given away. It is a lietter 
advertising medium than the premium 
lis», for while the latter is sent to p.irties 
who m.nj- come to the fair, the form -r is 
given to parli^-s who are at the f.iir; a 
difference which advertisers will readily 
nolice and appreciate. 



Seven Things Brie&y Stated, which I Tfcinfc 
Make a Successful Fair, if Adopted, or a 
Poor Fair, tf Neglected. 

First— Pay every and all premiums and race 
purses awarded in full, ereryyear, at the time of 
the fair, or soon after, even if compelled to bor- 
row money to do it. 

5«oiirf — Do not offer larger premiums than 
you are able to pay ; for a smalt premium, paid 
in full, makes no enemies, but a large pre- 
mium, partially paid, makes an enemy in every 
case. 

rA/rrf.— Have something going on each day, 
every day, and all day, on the exact time ad- 
vertised. If in a rural district, call your races at 
one o'clock, so that the farmers can .see tht races 
finished, and, therefore, go home well pleased, 
and certain to return again ttie next day. 

.Pku^M.— Advertise extensively in every con- 
ceivable way. Have everything you advertise, 
and be very sure to advertise everjthinj; you 
have. 

/=Jr/?A,— Make your ticket .system as liberal 
as possible. Demand that your gate keep- 
ers always act the gentleman ; that they 
have no quarrels vcith any patron of the fair, all - 
ways remembering that a twenty-five-cent mad 
is the meanest kiud, and win stay by a man 
much longer than a five-doUar mad. 

Sixth.— -Be sure that every exhibitor, jace- 
horse owner, and privilege taker goes away in 
good humor, and he will l>e a living advertise- 
ment for the following year. 

Seventh — i^llow no gambling or intoxicating 
drinks of any kind upon your grounds, aUhough 
the inducements be ever so tempting. 

The above rules, closely foHowed. have lieen 

the means of developing our town fair here in 

Central New York from an exhibition of iusijj-

As the outgrowth of this 1 have a 
suggestion to make that cannot but be of 
mutual benefit if acted upon. 

Our work and thatof the county fairs are akin, 
iu so far as they are educational and have to do 
with the same people. In the plan which 1 have 
to submit to you there are educational possibili- 
ties which if developed will strengthen this kin- 
ship and be helpful in widening the sphere of 
utility of our work and of your work. 

If we c:an arrange to have some of our trained 
stude'nts act as judges of live stock at oui county 
fairs it will add greatly to the practical work of 
the training of our college, and I btlieve it will 
help materially in assisting the county lair in 
accomplishing its educational mission. 

To indicate the advantage that would come to 
you through the employment of our students as 
judges, it is hardly necessary for me to voice 
any disi^atisfaction with the present system. 
You can do that in a more sincere manner than 
1 can, and it only remains for me to say that it 
would be an improvement to have the judges 
selected because of their ability and fairmind- 
edness, and not because of their friends and 
good fellowship 

For sotne time past our college has made a 
special effort to train students for live stock 
judging. During the first year, taring every 
afternoon of the week, they areiengaged in 
judging some class of stock. During this time 
they are being trained with score cards. When 



» 
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the student begins his course he has a few lec- 
tures on the merits of different classes of stock, 
and th* metho<^s of procedure in jud>;injs: them. 
Then follows instruction in a. practical way. 
The work is started with light horses. A section 
of the- class goes to a lively stable, a horse is 
brought out and tied, and each student goes over 
him carefully filling out the card. The latter 
. has on it a list of all the desirable fefitiires per- 
taining to theclass of horse under review. Oi>- 
posite these is a column with the perfect score 
_ for each part emimer»te-d, and then n<:xt to this 
.. is a column reserved for a €M>rrected scorinfr, 
which i-i made by the instructor in charsie of the 
class. The blemishcrs of the horse are noted, 
unsoundness passed upon, action criticised, 
form .scored, so that not a single feature of the 
animal escapes notice. For three weeks or so 
this work goes on every afternoon, and then 
draft horses are scored in a sintilarminner with 
score cards prepared for the purpose Then 
follow beef and dairy cattle, anil finally sheep 
and swine. The first year in this work is spent 
by the students in this manner. The outcome 
of this is that he falls into a system of criticnl!y 
examining all classes of stock, and by practical 
cnntact with them he becomes familiar with the 
pointsof real merit. 

In the second year the score card tmining is 
made the foundation of the regular system, of 
judging, just suciv as takes plac:e in every show 
ring, and this may be termed comparative judg- 
ing The score card used in the fiist year may 
bccompared to the alphabet. . At first one spells 
out words, but acquaintance with the words 
enables one to tell at a glance .what, it i^-. So in 
the judging of stock. The score card enables 
the boy to criticise Ihe parts of an animal separ- 
ately until he becomes so proficient that he can 
see at a glance its merits and demerits. When 
this becomes so then he is prepared for the 
training in show yard judging. In the second 
year when this work is going on, the c1a.ssifica- 
tions as used at the county fairs, are used as far 
as possible. To illustrate in the inst-ince of 
light horses. Thestudentismadefamiliarwith 
the difference between *the types, .roadster, car 
rtage, etc., and classes of these are made up 
-with three or so animals in a class .The student 
is given a blank on vrhlcb he states wh:ch ani- 
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mal he would give first, swond or third with a 
full stitement of reasons for the award. lu 
other classes of stock the same plan is followed. 
In sheep, cla.sses of different seices are filled, 
and those of different ages that usually com_pete 
at the fairs, are bi-ought together. During the 
second year, three afternoons a week are^spent 
at th=s work. 

Each year, fot- the past three years a gold 
medal donatrd W Mr. Rohert Ogilvie, of Madi- 
-son, is a->arded lo the student showing the 
greatest proficiency in j'ldging draft horses and 
sheep of the mutton breed. The .students each 
year h.-ive h id to j-id ;e cias.>es of all the mutton 
hret ds. including Southdowns, Shopshires, Ox- 
fords and toLswolds. and among horses all the 
ages and .-.exes in Clydesdales and Perchecons. 
As a rule the students competing forthis medal 
have to go over from forty to fifty sheep and 
report them, and fr jm twenty to forty stallions 
and inaresof the different breeds. Thestudeuts 
have been examined by such mea as >fes5is 
George McKerrow, Frank Harding, of Messi^ 
Geo H.irding & Son, Alex. Gaibraith and others 
well versed in the technical details of sibck 
judging: Examined by meii of this character, 
who have spent their lives in handling and 
breeding stock, it would seem satisfactory en- 
dorsement to know that the students that have 
competed during the years mentioned, have 
obtained from 60 to nearly So per cent. 

Last fall thsre wertten^ofonr students judg- 
ing at different county fairs throughout the 
state, and as far as I can learn, their work was 
satisfactory. _T,Ve had students judging at fairs 
in the fbllowitigcjunties: Juneau, Dunn, Brown, 
Jackson, Iowa, Grant, Eau Claire, Manitowoc 
and Dodge The only point against the young 
men sent out was their youthful . ajipearance 
It is perhaps unusual for young men to show 
ability in the directions me.nti9ned at.so early 
an age, but it is not exceptional when the facUi- 
lies they have had for informing theqisjsives are 
considered. I can easily understand how a 
fi*nner who has spent his life iii ac^jniring a 
knowledge.of.the,merits of stock, would find it 
difficult to believe that a young man' can learn 
in a few months what took him years. to acquire. 
Our facilities in the stock wc have on onr station 
larm, and the stock farms of our state afford us 



the means of instructing our students in a prac- 
tical and forcible way. There is one feature <jf 
this VEork .that-cannotibuf help;tlie Uv.e^stocfe 
interegu of our state.' These students liave'.ail 
been educated alike, carefully and s)-steiuuti- 
cally, And they have substantial reasons for 
.such decLsions as they give. They kinow why 
they dp as they do without any personal preju- 
dice qr whim, and I believe that their work 
caunot.but be felt on the stock interests in each 
county in which they act. 

We have alxiut fifteen students that are able 
and willing ro act. They will agree to do su fur 
their ej^penses It is of ten ea.sy to get a student 
'""HJ','.'^^J9''>Jng county, and thus the expense 
is lesseued. ILis",not advi.>a1>le to have a young 
man act in Jiis own cQuuty, for when brought 
from a distanbe there is^^to^gosMbility of .the 
a.ssertion being made that undue pattiaHtyjiras 
shown. ^ 

During the summer I shall prepare a Kst of 
the students competent to act, and send one to 
each secretary, and as far as I can I shall be 
pleased to assist you in securing sc.lections from 
^.WB them. I would suggest th^t those that ' 
may be chary about trying this single judge sys- 
tem to write to the ^ecirsta.ries who have had 
so{ne of our students act at their fairs, and in 
this way an opinion may be formed of the prac- 
ticability of the suggestion which Ihavehadthe 
pleasure of laying before you for consideration ." 
The delegates exhibited a. deep interest ifl the 
^Wfe?!9.»''.s address, and a general disctession 
followed. Secretary Harvey said they were Jrell 
satisfied with the work of the student judges at 
the J>odge County pair, last year, other mana- 
gers that ^d .s?eii the students vrork at fairs 
tsp^esf^ themselves as being well satisfied 
with their work. M. J. Cantwell, of the Dane 
County Fair, had Seen the students judging on 
several occa^piis, and could vouch lor their 
wprk. A ntunberof the maoagers present said 
that thpir tairs would tty. the student judges 
this year. Those that .had tried them said they 
would have them again if they could be got. It 
was generally conceded that the youUiful ap- 
pearance of the students made the farmers mis- 
5™?* .tfteir abiHO^tomaite good judges, but 
the scientific kiiowledge displayed by the young 
m.en dispelled the fears and prejiidices of the 
farmers.

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Tlu^rcus guild was the first to adopt 
and utilize the billboard. The observer 
:d66s not have to retrace the years of the 
• present century beyond the forties to 
■ ^Mipte the earlier billing of peripetetic ex- 
hibitional enterprise, and to associate the 
' iimEOTelous advancement of the art of post- 
ing with that of poster printing. 

Crude indeed was the early show 
poster. A single double-medium sheet, 
printed in one color, on a Franklin or 
Ramage hand press, on a form composed 
.'of the most primitive of type, was then 
- the acme of. poster printing. From far 
. an^.near the populace gathered 'round to 
scan the wonders and marvels of .which 
^';thiS' poster was an epitome. It was a de- 
Cparture from the handbill, the circular, of 
l the newspaper advertisement, and man- - 
agers were quick in discovering their util- 
ity. They found that by using the poster, 
their receipts were more than doubled, 
and ttj^ttheterseness and conciseness of 
' ' the:lmes,''aiid their prominence on the ' 
walls,' at the post-office, or under the 
fl'S^," porch of the village inn, invited the at- 
'.vf!^;-^ tention of a major portion of the popula- 
'-^l tion'tliat could be drawn in no other way 
equally efiScient; 

These circus men, reasoning from anal- 
. ogy, said to themselves, "If a one sheet 
bill, in one color, proves so efficacious, 
{'.'whynot two;<>r more, bills in two or more 
Xl^MloTS?" -To think was to act : nor was 
.v-uie printer less zealous in seconding and 
- ;;i-4^effecting the idea thus advanced. De- 
;,.,v;iinand creates supply; and in a marvel- 
'^'diisly brief time the arts of poster print- 
. ing and of posting grew apace. It is now 
^' by no means an occurrence unusual to 
1 .':9ee a single poster of thirty -two sheets, 
J-v ;' amd in six or seven color?, associated with 
ij ''Numberless others of greatei- or less di- 
. '.' 'mensions on the walls, advertising a 
..single enterprise or attraction. Within 
the experience of the writer of this, 
screed— an old circus advertiser -a hun- 
dred-foot billboard was a marvel of bill- 
posting achievement, to cover which 
. duplicate and even triplicate bills were 
often necessary. Yet the effect of this 
hundred-foot board in increasing re- 
ceipts was such that managers were quick 
to take .advantage, and now boards of 
seven hundred feet in length and twelve 
feet high are every-day affairs. 
. ' . ' The desideratum thus attained by the 
.' ', judicious use of the poster, has not been 
'lost on the shrewd and enterprising ad- 
vertiser of many other guilds, or profes- 
: sions, than that of the circus man. Thus 
■ they reason : 

" If the use of the poster ^has beeii one 



of the main levers in accumulating colos- 
sal fortunes to such men as Seth B. 
Howes, W. W. Cole, John Robinson, P. 
T. Bamum, or James A. Bailey, why will 
not the poster be of equal advantage in 
■bringing my wares, my merchandise, my 
manufactures, my railroad, my gold, or 
coal, or copper mine before the public? 
What is sauce for the goose is sauce for 
the gander, and if post%r work is so extra- 
ordinarily profitable to exhibitional enter- 



fore the public. And, as demand creates 
supply, the bill 7 posting organizations 
throughout the Union are ably and effect- 
ually supporting their efforts. There is 
scarcely a town or city in America but 

'has its pe-manent billboards of more or 
less extent, controlled and managed by' 
energetic and capable men who, as a rule '. 

' with scarce an exception, can be relied 
on to faithfully and intelligently perform 
the work entrusted to them.

prises, there can be no valid reason why 
it should not be equally profitable to my 
enterprise." 

To bill like a circus is, therefore, day 
by day, increasing in custom with others 
than those of the circus profession. Self- 
evident propositions can not be ignored, 
and practical manufacturers and manip- 
ulators of important enterprises are pull- 
ing out of the old rute of Advertising, 
and are adopting the' posterys the most 
efficient and remunerative means of bring- 
ing their commodities or veui'^sres be-

One of Mr. Asbury's first ~experien'csa 
with sign advertising was way back in the ■ 
seventies (or ^ as it in the sixties?) when 
he secured a contract from Blaickwell's 
Durham Tobacco Co. for signi' covering . 
the entire southern country ;' after wliicli 
he joined the Pearline forces and painted 
Pyle's Pearline from Nova Scotia to 
Mex'co. 

Then came Mail Pouch Tobacco, cover- 
ing the railroad lines of ten States. This 
order required two years in its'exe£utipn, 
and at its completion more territory was 
contracted for. Afterward the entire or- 
der was duplicated foi: renewal,' and so. 
well was the painting done, and so strouf^' 
were the leases on the locations that thou- 
sands of the signs still stand in almost as 
perfect condition as if just painted.F 

So satisfactory was the experience of 
the Mail Poii'ch people with sign adver- ' 
tising as originated for them by Mr. 
Asbury, that they adopted the system' on 
a large scale, and have, for a ttnmber of 
years, employed their . own- ■ force ■ of 
painters. •.-.-r' /.--■■. 

Mr. Asbury's more rieceht work has 
been mainly for the Admiral Cigarette 
and the I. W. Harper Whisky, and our 
New York Notes for the past few issues 
have told of the splendid showing that he 
is giving Harper Whisky in New York 
City at the present time. 

Mr. Asbury's thorough knowledge of-, 
the business, gained t>y hard knocks at 
the scaffold itself, has peculiarly fitted 
him for handling men, and for judging 
of the quantity of work each employe 
should be capable of putting up under 
-varying circumstances ; and he can figure 
almost to the cent of the exact cost of the 
material required in doing the work. 

As a usual thing he takes only one 
article at a time to advertise, and then 
gives that article his undivided attention. 
He makes it a rule to drop down unex- 
pectedly on his men, no matter where 
they may be working, nor how far away 
they may think him. And whenie^es- 
sity arises, be can dun the overaUs and 

grab a paint brush., and knock out as. ^.

OFFICE HOURS. 

The circns agents will tell you that 
while there is scarcely a man in town who 
is better :known than the bill poster, no 
one on earth is so hard to find. This, of 
course, refers to the towns and cities of 
the second class where the bill poster, is 
compelled, to hang his own paper, either 
in whole or in part, which makes his 
going and coming a matter of great un- 
certainty. 

The circus agents do not mind the in- 
convenience that this state of affair en- 
tails. They have put up with it for so 
long that they have become inured to the 
accompanying loss of time and exasperat- 
ing delays. 

Now that the commeraal firms are go- 
ing on the boards, however, the easels 
quite different. Agents and inspectors of 
large mercantile concerns cannot afford 
to lose even a fractional part of a day and 
will not brook such conditions. 

Every bill poster owes it to himself and 
the rest of the craft to remedy this evil. 
It can be effectually done in avery simple 
manner. Follow the ^lan in use by phy- 
sicians. Adopt a schedule of office hours. 
Have them incorporated into a neat sign 
for the office door and then— rfwvfe to the 
ioffice during office hours.

EARLY BILLBOARDS. 

Speaking of billboards now so extens- 
ively used by managers of theaters, cir- 
cuses, patent medicines, and by all large 
advertisers, an Exchange says: "Bill- 
boards came into use as articles upon 
which announcements and proclamations 
were pasted in London about the year 
1740. A man by the name of Ijoomis who 
had been a street cryer, obtained permis- 
sion from the authorities to erect on 
vacant lots a number of boards upon 
which he placed official advertisements 
of the city, and he received a small 
stipend from the municipal authorities 
for the service. The erection of these 
boards, and the matter placed upon them, 
of course, attracted the attention of the 
populace, and they were constantly sur- 
rounded by crowds reading the ahnonnce- 
ments. This fact struck the fancy of a 
Jew clothier as being an admirable plan 
to get an advertisement of his goods and 
place of business before the people, and 
he applied to Loomis for permission to 
have his proclamation pasted on the same 
boards with the official announcement. 
Iioomis, being under the direction and 
in the pay of the city authorities, could 
not agree to this proposition without con- 
sulting his supervisors, and this was done. 
The council debated long and seriously 
over the matter, and at last gave their 
consent on condition that the Jew pay the 
city so much a year for the privilege 
This was agreed to, and the billboard and 
its covering was brought into existence 
as one of the necessities of commerce. 
The Jew's example was followed by other 
uierchants,' and as Loomis received a com- 
mission on all the new contracts made for 
billboard work, he soon had a flourishing 
and profitable business, and his boards 
could be found in every quarter of the 
city. The idea, being new and novel, 
spread as such things do, and it was not 
long mitil the billboard was found in 
every civilized countrys. The idea, which 
originated with Loomis, has been' enlarged 
and expanded until . now there are no 
cities but what have their bill posters, 
with miles of boards, the whole forming 
valuable and profitable incomes to those 
engaged in the business.

A BILLBOARD CENTRE. 

It is doubtful whether any of the 
metropolitan cities can outrival Chicago 
as a vantage ground for the billboard 
advertiser. The number of \boards in 
Chicago may not be proportionately 
larger than that of other and smaller 
cities, but it is the location of the boards 
that gives the Garden City its preenii- 
nence. The billboards that are seen hy 
the grreatest army of people, are the best 
for the avdertiser — loc.ition is the chief 
factor. 

In Chicago, along the trunk lines of 
the surface street railways, within the 
heart of the city almost, are acres of sign 
boards. The thousands of people who 
daily patronize the systems, must neces- 
sarily pass them. There is no escaping 
the sign board, and the average Chica- 
goan knows the names of the more pro- 
minent advertisers by rote. 

There is much railroad property in the 
centre of the city which is enclosed by 
high fences controlled by the bill posting 
people. Here and there is a bit of unim- 
proved property which is preempted bj' 
the billboards, while along the main 
thoroughfares not a few are not averse 
to renting billboard privileges on their 
buildings in these stringent times. There 
^ is always a number of buildings in pro- 
, cess of renovation or demolition in the 
down-town district which are seized upon 
for poster and sign display. 

As an illustration of the billboard 
advantages possessed by Chicago, the 
" south side " may be mentioned. There 
are three trunk lines of street railways 
which run into the city's heart. They 
are the Wabash Ave. and the State SL 
cable and the Clark St. electric line. 
These systems receive the" " transfers " of 
innumerable lines. Everyone who comes 
down town, traverses one of the three 
streets. Along State and Clark, the rail- 
road tracks give exceptional opportuni- 
ties- for paint and poster, inasmuch as 
the tracks are fenced in along the streets. 
On Wabash Ave there is unimproved

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property, to say nothing of houses, com- 
pletely fenced in and plastered with 
boards. 

This is within a mile or two of the 
court house Further out, the signs and 
bills are more rampant, but there *' cir- 
culation ■' is not so large, and so they are 
not so profitable as those farther in.

You certainly may consider yourslves business 
men, but you are not gentlemen. You ask us to 
do some vrork for you which we did with neat- 
ness and dispatch. "We waited the usual thirty 
days, and sent statement. We waited two weeks 
more, and as the matter came up among other 
unfinished business, wrote you courteously and 
in a business way callingyour attention to U, and 
this you say, " makes you tired," so you write us 
an insulting letter. . What was there in our tet- 
ter to call for any such expression from you ? Xf 
your business is of such magnitude that you want 
an extension of time for j>i.8o, why did n*t you 
say so ? What you did say was, "when the work 
is done, send us the bill, and it will be promptly 
paid." We simply carried out your instructions, 
and supposed in the rush of your " vast " (?) bus- 
iness you had possibly overlooked It. We cer- 
tainly had no intention of " making you tired," 
overtasking your business capacity, or impairing 
your capital. To the extent tnat we have uncon- 
sciously erred in this respect, we crave pardon.

consisted of 5 6-sheet dates, 15 3 sheets, 
50 i-sheets, 100 j^-sheets, 150 ^-sheets, 
200 X-sheets, and 200 ^-sheets, and there 
were 171 days to do. In an ordinary 
printing office this would be a long job to 
execute as the 6 and 3-sheet dates had to 
be pasted before shipping ; but the Great 
American Co. executed this order, and 
shipped the same within three days, with- 
out working an hour over time. If a 
printer will take out his pencil and figure 
carefully on this order, he will readily 
see the magnitude of the same, and the 
expense of it also.

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CONSTITUTION AND BY-LAWS 

OF THE 

INTERNATIONAL. 

Bill Posttnd JI$$Qciation 

OF THE 

UNITED STATES AND CANADA. 



ARTICLE I. 

The name of this association shall be 
the INTERNATIONAI, BlLI, POSTING ASSO- 
CIATION OF THE United States and 
Canada. 

ARTICLE IL 

The object of this organization is the 
mutual protection of bill posters, show 
printers, and advertisers ; to protect the 
bill posters from doing work for irrespon- 
sible advertisers, and to protect the ad- 
vertisers from being SMrindled by men 
who call themselves bill posters, but who 
are in reality only after a few paltry dol- 
lars that rightfully belong to bill posters 
who depend upon their honesty, honor, 
and integrity for a living. 

Furthermore, our object and aim is to 
protect one another, and to secure the 
reputation and good name we all deserve, 
and shovf the country at large that there 
are none whose work and results show up 
as well as the International Bill Posting 
Association. 

First object. To maintain prices. 

Second object. — ^To secure work for the 
sn^allir towns, which have been over- 
looked by other associations. 

Third object. — To band ourselves in a 
. union for protection of one another — as 
an' injury to one is then an injury to all. 

Fourth object.— To weed out the ones 
who advertise they own and control all 
the billboards in the city, when in fact 
th' -y don't own a board. 

Fifth object. To furnish the advertiser 
with a bona fide list of responsible men, 
with their facilities, prices, etc., which 
saves them lots of trouble aiui annoyance. 

Sixth object. Listed service to include 
a special inspection by the bill poster, 
and a rep 'rt to our solicitors and the ad- 
vertiser who they are receiving work 
from, each week during the time as-, to 
tlie actual condition of their stand work ; 
blanks to be furnished fOr that purpose 
by the secretary. 

Seventh object. — A recognition of the 
right of any advertiser lJ> place bill post- 
ing in any city with the bill poster who 
does it most satisfActorily, providing the 
opposition does not cut prices. 

Eighth object.— To influence members 
to a realization of the importance of using 
better paste, greater care in posting, bet- 
ter boards and better locations, caution- 
ing them against the taking of more 
paper than the f)ill poster can handle. 

Ninth object. — To furnish members 
with a list of advertisers whose credit is 
not gTod. 

Tenth object — To ftmnsh members 
with, a list of all advertisers who intend 
to do work in their city. 
. Eleventh object.— To secure members 
who are willing to have their work in- 
spected by our traveling inspectors, and 
will treat them with due courtesy and 
respect. . 

Every branch of btisiness, as a rule, is 
banded together for the purpose of bene- 
fiting themselves and- their associates. 
" In Union there is strength ;" our motto 
IS, " Vim, Vigor, and Victory " 

ARTICLE III. 

."Vny poster printer, bulletin painter, 
advertising contractor, or any bill poster 
of good reputation and recognized stand- 
ing (of any city), who owns (or leases) 
boards, may become a member njKJn the 
payment of the sum of three dollars 
membership fee and dues (Art. xviii) and 
a bond in the sutn of one hundred dollars 
with good sectwities, signed by at least 
one good, responsible business man, and 



a resident of his own city, and approved 
by a two-thinls' \ote of the officers, ap- 
plication signed by three good men 
recommending him as being in the bill- 
posting business, and recommended by 
the cashier of his city bank as good and 
sufficient securities, and agrees to abide 
and be governed by the laws and rules cf 
this association, shall be eligible to mem- 
bership therein. 

ARTICLE IV. 
ELECTION OF MEMBERS'. 

Sec. I. Any person eligible for mem- 
bership, haying complied witli the re- 
quirements of the constitution, and 
having obtained the consent and en- 
dorsement of the members in said town, 
provided the association already has one 
resident therein, sheill be accepted on 
probation by the secretary, and his name 
published in the official organ of the asso- 
ciation. 

Sec. 2. If no objection is received 
vrithin thirty days from date of publica- 
tion thereof, he shall become a member, 
and as such be entitled to all rights and 
privileges of membership. 

Sec. 3. If any serious objection is en- 
tered, tlie name shall be withdrawn from 
publication, and the matter referred to 
the next regular meeting of the associa- 
tion for action. 

ARTICLE V. 
. OFFICERS. 

The officers' of this association sha>I 
consist of a president, three vice-presi- 
deuts, a treasurer, and a secretary. 

ARTICLE VI. 

The directorate of. this association shall 
consist of twelve members in good stand- 
ing when elected. 

ARTICLE VII. 

EXECUTIVE committee. 

The Executive Committee of this asso- 
ciation shall consist of four members and 
the president 

ARTICLE VIII. 

BOi^RD OF PROMOTION. 

The Board of Promotion and Publicity 
of this association shall consist of forty- 
five members, more or less, and shall be. 
apportioned throughout the country in 
such manner as to have as nearly as pos- 
sible; one member from each State and 
Territory. 

ARTICLE IX. 

DUTIES OF THE PRESIDENT. 

It shall be the duty of the president to 
act as chairman at all meetings, and con- 
duct all business according to parliamen- 
tary rules, to sign with the secretary all 
orders upon the treasurer, to call all 
meetings, and to carefully preserve all 
documents and valuables of any kind left 
in his charge. 

>i ARTICLE X. 

DUTIES OF THE VICE-PRESIDENTS. 

Sec. r. In the event of the president's 
absence, the first second, or third vice- 
president shall preside, taking precedence 
in the order named. 

Sec 2. They shall assist the president 
to the best of their ability in the dis- 
charge of his official duties. 

ARTICLE XL 

DUTIES OF THE SECRETARY. 

Sec I. The secretary shall keep a com- 
plete and accurate record of the proceed- 
ings and deliberations of each and every 
meeting held by the association. 

Sec. 2. He shall also keep a complete 
and accurate record of all business trans- 
actions and accounts of the association. 

Sec. 3. He shall keep a true and accii- 
rate set of books for the association, and ' 
shall submit to the Finance Committee 
all accounts presented for payment, and 
have all books and documents open" for 
inspection at all times. 



ARTICLE XIL . 

DUTIES OF THE TREASURER- 

The treasurer shall receive and take 
care of all the funds of the a.ssociation, 
and receipt therefore. He shall pay on 
presentation only those accounts which 
have been ordered to be paid by the pre- 
sident and secretary. He must at all 
times be ready to give a^ full account of 
the condition of die treasury. His official 
bond is' fixed at $2,000. At tie end of 
his term he shallmake acomplete report 
of all moneys received and disbursed by 
him, and all the property of the associa- 
tion remaining in his hands. 

ARTICLE XIII. 

DUTIES OF MEMBER?. 

It shall be the duty of all members to 
obey strictly the constitution and by-laws 
of the association ; to be prompt in the 
payment of dues and assessments ; to at- 
tend regiilarly the meetings, and to aid in 
its welfare and prosperity by taking an 
active interest in its business by inducing 
all honorable members of the trade to 
join this association. Also, to maintain 
- the standard of the bill posting business 
on a p2ir with any other reputable in- 
dustry, and create a fraternal feeling 
■which •will never die out 

Sec 2. It shall be compulsory upon 
each member of this association to per- 
form his work in an honest and straight- 
forward manner, creditable to the asso- 
ciation. 

Sec. 3. 'Whenever any member has been 
imposed upon, defrauded or swindled, or 
has good reasons to believe that any ad- 
vertiser is trying to defraud any member 
of this association in any way, he shall 
immediately notify the president, giving 
full particulars, and the chairman of the 
directors shall investigate the matter and 
report his opinion to all members in good 
standing, and a record of all such parties 
kept for further reference. 

Sec 4. All members of this association 
are required to sign the constitution, by- 
laws and regulations, and pledge them- 
selves to comply with the same. 

ARTICLE XIV. 

DUtAeS of THE EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE. 

It shall be the duty of the Executive 
Committee, of which the president shall 
be chairman, to decide all questions of 
dispute arising between members, or be- 
tween members and advertisers ; to pass 
on all applications for membership, and 
on all suspensions for non-payment of 
dues or breach of contract or faith with 
advertisers ; and to sit in judgment in all 
cases where members are accused of con- 
duct that will be calculated to bring the 
association into disrepute before the pub- 
lic. They shall also provide a suitable 
form of application for membership for 
the use of persons who wish to become 
members of chis association, and this form 
shall contain all the lequisites enumerated 
in this constitution, together with all 
other matter that may seem wise in the 
eyes of the Executive Committee. 

ARTICLE XV. 

DUTIES OF THE BOARD OF DIRECTORS. 

It shall be the duty of the Board of Di- 
rectors to attend all meetings called by 
the president; to deliberate on all pre- 
liminary measures' which are likely to 
engage the attention of thd members in 
convention assembled ; and to watch and 
promote the interests of the association 
at large. 

ARTICLE XVI. 

SCALE OF PRICES. 

Sec. I. The official schedule prices for 
bill posting shall be as follows :

ARTICLE XVII. 
guaranteed SERVICE. 

Sec I. The service rendered adver- 
tisers by this association is guaranteed to 
be absolutely reliable by the members at 
laige. " ■ • 

SEC. 2. In the event of a member be- 
ing detected in violating his obligation to 
this association by reason of dereliction 
of duty or non-performance of any stipu- 
lation of contract or agreement which he 
has entered into with any advertiser, and 
it shall be proven, upon investigation, 
that said advertiser has sustained a loss 
at the hands of the aforesaid member, 
this association shall take immediate 
steps to reimburse said advertiser for said 
loss. 

Sec 3. The president shall request the 
advertiser to file a claim, duly sworn to, 
with the secretary, which shall set 'forth 
the true value of the advertising matter 
entrusted to the offending member, to- 
gether with the amount of freight or ex- 
press charges and the sum paid to said 
offending member for his service in this 
particular instance. 

Sec 4.' The Executive Committee, hav- 
ing satisfied itself that the claim ;s rea- 
sonably true and just, shall, through its 
chairman, immediately notify the mem- 
ber chiefly concerned, to send the amount 
called for in the claim to the set rstary, 
who shall remit it to the advertiser to 
whom it is due. 

Sec. 5. In the event of the member 
failing to comply with the demand with- 
in thirty days after it is issued, the secre- 
tary shall so inform the Executive Com- 
mittee, who shall declare his name to be 
dropped from the roll of membership, and 
publish the fact. 

Sec 6. When a member failed or re- 
fuses to make restitution to an advertiser 
when so ordered, the secretary shall order 
the treasurer to pay the amount out of 
the general funds of the association. 

DISQUALIFICATIONS. 

SeC; 7. Any member claiming that an 
iujustice had been done him, may appeal 
to the secretary of the association at least 
. thirty (30) days prior to the next regular 
meeting. The secretary shall notifv the 
president of this association of said ap- 
peal, and transmit all papers and informa- 
tion for investigating the same, and the 
decision of the officers shall be binding 
on both parties, and the party found 
guilty shall be subject to a fine of twenty- 
five dollars ($25.00), reprimand, suspen- 
sion or expulsion, according to the 
decision of the officers. 
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ARTICLE XVIII.

All officers of this association shall 
sei ve gratuitously save the secretary and 
treasurer.

The 
secretary will receive a salary of $365.00 
annual'y. 

ARTICLE XXI. 
EXPENSE ALLOWANCES. 

The officers and inspectors of this asso- 
ciation shall be allowed all expenses in- 
curred in the discharge of their duties 
toward the association, after s.inie have 
been audited by the Board of Directors. 

ARTICLE XXII. 
AMENDMENTS.

In 1S93 I went into St. Louis with an 
advertiser, expecting to post and paint 
the town for him. We had just made 
contracts in Chicago aggregating about 
$12,000, about equally divided between 
paint and posting ; as we rode from the 
depot to the hotel, we passed numerous 
billboards, all excellently located, but all 
were so ragged, and presented so woe- 
begone an appearance that my client 
refused to bill, and painted exclusively. 
Since that time I have spent upward of 
$120,003 for this concern in paint, and 
not as much as $5,000 for posting. 

The memory of those shabby St. I.K>uis 
billboards seemed to cling to this man, 
and no amount of argument could con- 
vince him that boards elsewhere were 
looked after better.

I mention this as an argument in favor 
of stripping the boards of dead paper, and 
of blanking in. 

Many a bill poster, in soliciting work, 
tells his customer that while his price is 
twelve cents for a month, he will leave 
the paper on the boards till he gets some- 
thing to cover it with, and in this way 
" some of your paper may show for 
months." 

I believe this is all wrong. The ser- 
vice is worth the price for the nionth 
only, and if the advertiser does not want 
to pay for a longer time, the bill poster 
should cover his paper. In anj- case he 
should cover that which has become 
shabby, and which is therefore a detri- 



painted boards always look clean and 
neat. - Make your posted boards look 
clean and neat at all times, and it is a 
matter of only a short time when you cm 
command a higher price than other bill 
posters ask. • 

The L roads here in New York keep 
their advertising boards stripped as clt-an 
as possible when paper is dead ^ and new, 
clean, white paper is pristed over the 
boards. No dead paper is allowed to 
stand a week, or even a day. 

And these people get two DOLfJVRS a 
sheet per month, on yearly orders, and 
seventy-five cents a sheet on orders of a 
single week. These figures are authentic ; 
and at these prices you have to "take 
them as they come." You can't pick 
some of the best stations and leave the

luent to the billboard and the other ad- 
vertisers thereon. 

The bill posters that I have spoken to 
on this subject all claim that the improve- 
ment would cost too much, that they 
can t afford it, that their customers would 
pay no more on account of the improve- 
ment. 

Pofsibly no one would pay more at 
first ; but there is really no earthly rea- 
son why bill posters should consider that 
three cents per week is the utmost ih it 
can be gotten out of bill posting. At this 
rate they get $3.38 per nionth for a 28 
sheet stand (25 feet of bo;ird.) L. E. La- 
Tour & Co., of New York, and The R. J. 
Gunning Co., of Chicago, get all the way 
from $7.50 per mouth to $7.50 per \yeek 
for painted signs on the same size spices, 
usuallj- on yearly contract. 

This is a big difference in price, and 
the difference is secured because these 



others. .\nd you can't pick the special 
location on each station. If you want to 
do any of these things you must pay 
more. 

Just think of $2 while you are bustling 
around to get 12c.

Last month I spoke of a poster that 
had been pasted onto a smooth billboard, 
the English paste "Gloy" being used. 
That paper is now ten < r twelve weeks 
old, and it still looks as fresh as a daihv.

Jimmy Curran, of Denver, when in the 
city a few days ago. told me that he is 
now building all of his boards upright, 
and that he finds it better than the other 
way in many respects ; he claims that he 
can remove a board now in sections of 
four feet or more, without damaging a 
pi,:ce of lumber in it, and set it up at an- 
other place without a flaw. The billboard 



without a flaw is usually the billboard 
that contains paper without a flaw.

Folks that have been in New Bruns- 
wick, N. J., recently, tell me that the 
billboards of that town, belonging to 
B. W. Suydam, are the best Icoking in 
every way of anything seen in a month's 
journey. I have never seen the boards, 
and have never seen Mr Sua dam. but 
they say that his paper ii always liord- 
ered ; that the boards are carefully built, 
and not slung together by any one that 
can drive a nail without mashing a 
thumb ; that the paper looks clean, and 
free from cracks and breaks; that the 
boards are elevated slightiy above the 
ground, and banded, top, bottom, and 
sides. I hope this is all true, and if it is, 
I would advise Mr. Suydam to mention 
himself and his plant in the advertising 
columns of Billboard. .

Do business in a business like manner. 
It pays. Do not expect clients or patrons 
to hunt you up at your residence. Do 
not expect that a bargain made in a hotel, 
saloon or on the curbstone will prove as 
creditable as one executed under proper 
conditions. Have an office. If you can- 
not have an office you can at least aflonl 
desk room. Let it be in the heart of tow n. 
Let every person in town know where it 
is by having the address appear on every 
board you own. 

Follow this rule and you will be sur- 
prised at the augmented respect that will 
attach to your assertions and opinions. 
Nothing that you can devise will prove 
such a source of satisfaction. 



If you can not change the poster, at] 
least order the locations changed as often j 
as once a month. An old poster in a new I 
place will yield infinitely better 'retumsiy 
than one kept standing in one particnlar f

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There is a row and nunpus in the Inter- 
national Bill Posting Association. It all 
arose over the action taken at the last con- 
"" vention in advancing the official commis- 
sion paid middlemen to twenty per cent 
The m ax imnm rate in vogue np to that 
time was sixteen and two-thirds per cent. 
Much dissatisfaction has ensued in con- 
sequence. The objectots are abusive, 
even threatening, and are making life a 
burden to the officers of the new organ- 
ization. 

We have no desire to take sides in the 
controversy. We believe that it is a mat- 
ter which concerns only bill posters and 
middlemen, and as such should be set- 
tled by them, i 

At the same time we can not refrain 
from observing that those members who 
are writing such rabid letters are making 
a mountain out of a mole hiU. If they 
will just cool down long enough to look 
at the matter dispassionately, they will 
see that the matter is a very small one at 
least. 



The difference between sixteen and 
two-thirds and twenty per cent is exactly 
three and one-third per cent On a bill 
of twenty-five dollars the bill poster pays 
but eighty three cents more than he did 
under the old scale. If the bill amounts 

\, to fifty dollars, the increase will be but 
one dollar and sixty-seven cents, while 

t on a hundred dollars it comes to only 
three dollars and tbirbr-three cents. 

This proves conclusively that, as far as 
the amount of money involved is con. 
cemed, the matter is absolutely insignifi- 
cant, and viewed in this light, the rancor 
and bitterness manifested is, to say the 
least, surprising. 

On the other hand, if those who objec 
so strenuously to the advance aie actuated 
by motives of principle, it would seem 
that their position is scarcely less tenable ; 
for while the authorized association rate 
has nominally been sixteen and two- 
thirds per cent, heretofore, it is a well- 

I known fact that fully ninety per cent, 
of the bill posters of the country were, 
and still are, allowing twenty per cent. 
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A casual glance^over the various letters 
bearing upon this subject, which jwe have 
received, reveals the fact that mc4t of the 
objections emanate from members who 
were not in attendance at the Chicago 
convention. 

For their benefit we will state that this 
subject viras long and careftdly considered, 
and thoroughly and exhaustively dis- 
cussed both pro and con. When it finally 
passed, the vote was practically unani- 
mous. 

It was the opinion of those present that 
the agent, or middleman, was capable of 
exercising a direct and beneficial influ- 
ence upon the business at large, that, be- 
ing in touch with the large advertiseis of 
the country, he could divert many thou- 
sands of dollars annually into the hands 
of bill posters which would otherwise be 
expended in other mediums, and, finally, 
that a liberal commission was the best, if 
not the only inducement they could offer 
him in order to enlist his aid. 



Twenty per cent may be liberal, and 
then again it may be only fair and equita- 
ble. That is a matter with which we 
have absolutely nothing to do. We are 
concerned, though, with the spirit which 
animates some bill posters, and which 
leads them to regard the middleman with 
suspicion and distrust. If we are to be- 
lieve their vaporings, they have persuaded 
the^iselves that the agent is their natural 
eneniy. iHiaJnrtjforhisefFortsingetting 
one or a ntunber of large advertisers out 
of the newspapers and on the boards, they 
frequently extend him every insult and 
indigiufy that a rabid ingenuity can de- 
vise. No petty annoyance is too small 
for them to offer him; no letters too 
churlish to write him. Why they do so 
is past all understanding. If they are 
pressed for reasons, they are utterly un- 
able to advance a single one. 

Taken altogether, their attitude is — 
well it 's damphoolish. 



Despite these boors, the middlemen 
still keep np the fight, and their number, 
owing to the wonderful power of the 
poster, is steadUy increasing. Shrewd 
advertising agents are everywhere fast 
finding oiit that they can sectu-e for their 
clients more publicity per dollar ex- 
pended on the billboards than through 
any other known medium. This keeps 
those already estabEshed. in line, besides 
adding a new one to their ranks every 
now^ and then. 

It will not be long until their efforts 
wUl begin to tell, and while it is a pity 
that they are hampered by a parcel of 
adleheaded ignoramuses who do not know 
an opportunity when they see one ; still 
it's gratifying to know that these latter 
are a very small proportion of the whole. 
The great majority of bill posters are in- 
telligent and sensible. They are with the 
middlemen almost to a man, and are 
ready at all times to support and encour- 
age any and all efforts to extend the scope 
and widen the influence of the poster. 



The general advertiser— he who de- 
pends on persistent repetition for efficacy 
—where can he find a medium that will 
yield anything like the billboards? 



NEW YORK NEWS. 

Rmnors of rate-cutting still continue ; 
one cut, however, has been made openly, 
the Agent of Snider's Catsups being 
allowed regular advertising agents' com- 
mission by all the bill posters here. This 
is one of the things that the New York 
City Association was organized to pre- 
vent It is said, however, that two of the 
members overruled the other, and insi»ted 
on the concession, on the ground that if 
they did not give in, the work would be 
placed through some regular soliciting 
agent, who would divide with the cus- 
tomer. The dissenting member held that 
while some dividing might be going on, 
that the soliciting agents were the best 
friends the bill posters had, as t' ey were 
constantly producing new business ; and 
for that reason he held that the solicitor 
should be protected and rates adhered to. 



" H-O " is getting out a number of dif- 
ferent-sized posters, and will cover the 
country between the Mississippi and the 
Atlantic for an extended run. It has not 
yet been decided whether the posting will 
be done direct or through an agent ; 
Hoke, Hote, and Gude are all after it 



The Siegel-Cooper Co. have given their 
posting to Gude, and the bill posters are 
accusing him of splitting commissions. 
This order will be considerably more than 
ever before put out by a dry goods house 
or department store, and instead of the 
ordinary one week run, it will go for at 
least three months. Just as this immense 
store is bending every energy toward a 
brilliant opening, the announcement is 
made of the failure of Hilton, Hughes & 
Co., successors to A. T. Stewart, probably 
the most widely known dry goods house 
in America. For the past year or two 
this house has enjoyed the distinction of 
employing probably the highest-priced 
advertising manager in the business — 
Mr. Manly Gillam, who had formerly 
held a similar position with John Wana- 
maker. Mr. Gillam certainly was past- 
master in the art of newspaper advertis- 
ing, but he used no other mediums, and 
in these bustling times out-door display 
advertising, and all other legitimate 
methods must be considered, and tised 
judiciously. 

^m W. Hoke is getting out a magnifi- 
cent l6.sheet poster, lithographed in four 
printings, for the Cupid Cigarettes. The 
design is all pictorial and shows Cupid 
leaning over a bank fishing his package 
of cigarettes out of the river beloyir. This 
advertiser has, in the past, used the bill- 
boards very sparingly, the main part of 
his expenditure having gone to the news- 
papers; the posting that has been done 
has usually been small paper only. 



Golden Rod beer is a Brooklyn pro- 
duct which is now being advertised there 
on the billboards ; a few stands have been 
placed in New York. " The makers claim 
that this beer is not related to Forty-Rod 
whisky. (Don't shoot, please.) 



The Admiral Cigarette electric sign at 
Madison Square has been relinquished, 
and the New York Journal now occupies 
the space. 
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The H. Koehler Brewing Co. is getting 
out a poster, advertising their Fidelio 
beer. It will be on the boards soon. 



Iv. E. LaTour caught a good big slice of 
Siegel-Cooper Co.'s paint appropriation, 
and he is putting out some of the most 
beautiful signs that New York has seen 
for many moons. 



J. G. Asbury is still painting Harper 
Whisky throughout the city ; during the 
heated spell. August loth to 15th, his men 
begun work at dayh'ght and stopped at 
noon. Jack says, there is nothing like a 
dip in Old Ocean on a hot afternoon to 
make a man fit for business next day. 



J. L. Street & Co., bill posters of King's 
Bridge, New York City, are doing an ex- 
cellent suburban business in the north 
end, along the various railroads entering 
the city. They have now some fifty or 
sixty latge stands and a great many three - 
sheet boards, and all fairly well filled with 
live paper. 

Booth's Hyomeia, a preparation for 
catarrh, vrill probably be seen on the bill- 
boards soon, a number of poster designs 
having been got up for approvaL 



Filbrick, of Buffalo, and Curtan, of 
Denver, visited New York recently, and 
carried away considerable business. 



McElroy Bros., of Flushing, have a 
constantly growing suburban business; 
they usually have a share of any paper 
that shows in the city. 



The Journal is refusing to post in future 
unless allowed agent's commission. They 
say they are more entitled to it than are 
Snidet's Catsup that has just come to 
town, and that was allowed commission 
at the very start The bill posters are be- 
ginning to realize that this cut was a mis- 
take.

Old-line painters.may assert that ben- 
zine or petroleum naphtha is only good 
enough to vrash out brushes with, but they 
cannot deny the fact that it is to be pre- 
ferred in place of fatty or adulterated tur- 
pentine, because it will evaporate and 
thereby allow paint to become hard and 
drj-, while the material aforesaid retards 
the drj'ing, and, in some instances, keeps 
the paint from drying at any time.

Dear Sit: — Please aUow me space in the paper 
of papers for bill posters and distributors to offer 
some suggestions to our members and at the 
same time to offer a few reasons to those who 
arc not memt>ers to show them why they should 
1>ecome so at the earliest possible moment. 

The idea seems too prevalent among the mem- 
bets of all associations of distributors that the 
officers of the association are a sort of Infallible 
superhuman class of beings who have soft jol>s 
of work at their command all of the time and 
that alt the members have to do is to ask the 
Secretary tor work and he is ready to say "Yes 
brother, I have it and am only waiting to have 
you come up and ask for a fat slice. Why did 
you not call sooner'" 

No member can make a success of the business 
until his mind is disabused of this idea and he is 
ready to devote some of his own time to securing 
the work. In the first place many advertisers 
advertise in only one state at one time, while 
others advertise in only certain seasons of the 
year, and others still advertise in cities only as 
they are reached by their traveling men. Many 
firms prefer making their own contracts with 
the distributor and in such cases the most that 
the solicitor can do is to furnish the members 
with the names of such advertisers, and Ut the 
contract l>e made direct. ~ 

Where the traveling man places the contract 
for the distribution the surest way to succeed is 
to keep in touch with your local merchants who 
handle that particular line and thus be posted as 
to the time when the traveling man may be ex- 
pected to come your way.

for your spending any more^inoney in such 
frauds •- 

It is a part of my business |to keep our mem- 
beis posted as to such associations as wen as 

fraudulent advertiserswhowiU not pay for work 
done honestly. 

When some "Smart Alec" sends you an offer 
to "get np 1000 attiactive drculais with your 
name at the bottom of the same in bold type and 
to give you a certificate of membership for life 
in the association." just tell him to go to the— 
and let him severely alone. 

Now as to your stationery. 

By all means use good stationery and have it 
gotten np in good s^Ie or don't use any for if 
you use poor stationery the chances are ten to 
one that you will not only fail to get the work 
you are after and that you will also make it 
harder on men who do use good stationery to 
get work from the same firm, becauseof the bad 
impression you have made on the minds of the 
advertisers.

work and if yon can afford the expenseof a tyv^ 
wntten letter so much the better 

I do not mean to encourage extravagance, but 
a few dollars out of your earnings each month 
will purchase a good typewriting machine, and 
yon can soon learn to operate it nicely, and In the 
long run I beUeve it wiU pay. One other thing 
about your correspondence and that is always 
enclose a stamp for return postage with every 
letter you send out soliciting work. 

Another item requisite for the success of the 
distributor and that is promptness and fullness 
in replying to all letters that need a reply i 
find that one of the greatest troubles with the 
average number is that he is in too great a hurrv 
to close his letter and the result is he often ov^ 
looks some important pointin theletterto which 
he should have given his attention.

Fair management is a science not a pas- 
time for a secretary to indulge in two or 
three weeks during the year. 

The great need at the present time is a 
good strong organiz ition of Fair Managers 
in each state and these in turn entifled to 
representation in a National Association. 

The Fair season for this year is now- 
pretty -well on J at its close let some secre- 
tary in each state, who may chance to 
read this article, take the matter up and 
perfect an organization in his own state, 
repcTting anything done in this line to 
this department, in order that it may re- 
ceive any encouragement within our 
power. 

For years Fairs have existed, each run- 
ning along in its own little groove. What 



we want is an organization for the ex- 
changing of ideas, in order that manage- 
ment of Fairs may be brought to a higher 
level, and Fairs receive tl e consideration 
at the hands of the public and the adver- 
tisers to which they are entitled. 



There is a lack of up to-dateness in the 
departments in which premiums are given 
at Fairs. Of course live stock, dairy and 
agricultural departments at Fairs remain 
pretty much the same year after year of 
necessity. But there ought to be new de- 
partments added from time to time There 
might be poster shows in connection ; 
exhibits of printing, ruling, embossing, 
e'c Give the laboring men a chance, for 
instance, get a good quantity of brick and 
stone and give a liberal prize to the best 
bricklayer, the b:!St stone cutter. Let 
jewelers compete for a prize offered for 
the best sample of engraving. 



And what would be the matter in giv 
ing a diploma or a cash prize at a County 
Fair for the best milker. 

In the speed department, or. show horse 
department, let a prize be offered for the 
best groom. 

The idea being to give the artisan en- 
c<»uragement, no matter in what line his 
talent runs.

One of the perplexing questions arising 
du ing Fair Week is how to get the results 
of the awards to the press accurately and ■ 
early. Fair managers, as a rule, leave 
this matter to reporters, who fumble over 
the records and on account of their un- 
familiarity with the system of entry, send 
in inaccurate and meager results for pub- 
lication. IiCt the judge have press slips 
on -which he will write out the result of 
each decision and every little while send 
them to the secretary's office, which a 
clerk will get out manifold copies for the 
reporters. 

One of the most attractive premium 
ribbons that will be issued this fall is now 
in preparation for the Wisconsin State 
Fair. Each winner in the live stock de- 
partments at this Fair will receive a fine 
quality satin ribbon, two feet long and 
three and one-half inches wide, appro- 
priately embossed in pure gold leaf.

Do not let a complimentary or any other 
season ticket be good for the grand stand 
and at the same time issue return checks 
at the grand stand. In this case a party 
shows his ticket goes into the stand, after 
a little time goes out and on his way out 
takes a return check. He gives the re- 
turn check to a friend who comes in on it 
while he gets in again on his ticket. 
This he can keep up all the afternoon and 
let in any number. This mistake will 
give the Fair a full grand stand and a 
small gate receipt. More than one Fair 
has been skinned in this way. Return 
checks at best are a nuisance, and many 
of the leading Fairs are doing away with 
them.

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THE "PICTURE HABIT'

I believe in illustrated advertising. I 
do tnore than believe in it I'll back it 
against the other kind every day in the 
week. 

My conviction is based on experience, 
careful observation and the recognition 
of a universal habit of humanity— the 
" picture habit." 

Some place in the medulla oblongata 
of.evtry man there is "a cluster of brain 
cells that brings him to a ds;ad halt every 
lime his eyes encounter a picture. The 
brain cries "What? Why? What is it?" 
and the man is incapable of stirring hand 
orfoot until the questions are answered. 

Watch a hurried business man glance 
through a magazine. He is too busy to 
read any article in its entirety. He flips 
over page after page of solid type,, with 
forefinger dampened to facilitate speed, 
until he strik.s an illustration. Then 
the "picture-habif cries- "Hall ! "• And 
he halts. He scans the j icture. He reads 
Ihe lii:e under it. It doesa'l fully explain, 
lie runs hurriedly through the article in 
search of the quoted sentence unjler- the 
picture, in hopes of finding a brief but 
fuller explanation. He finds the sentence, 

— reads it, — reads a paragrapli— two para- 
graphs three. The man's fi refinger" gets 
dry- he forgets his hurry- and in slang, 
"he's stuck." He ends by riding ihe 
entire article. 

You've done it. I've done it. Every- 
body's done it. It's the irrepressible 
"picture-habit." 

It's a habit easily explained. It is 
ground into the fibres of every human's 
brain in childhood. Take your baby's 
first book. What do yon encounter first 

- a picture. Baby knows what a cat is. 
Here you find a picture of "kitty" and 
under it a line - "C-a-t— Cat." 

There's the "picture-habit" for you,— 
. right at the first mental plunge. 

And still you haven t struck the t)ed- 
rock of the habit. It go;s further back 
s'nran babyhood. It's bred in the brain of 
the entire race. It was there before there 
was an alphabet— it wag. the alphabet 
The first writing was picture-writing. 
The first alphabets were picture-alphabets 
—those of the Egyplians and Phoenicians. 

Of all the mental habits of humanity I 
do not sup)x>se there is a more inveterate 
one than the "picture-habit." Just watch 
yourself some day. You have finished 
cutting the leaves of a magazine and are 
taking a careless trot through the adver- 
tising pages before getting down to the 
serious business of reading. You flip 



over page after page, catching maybe 
only a confused blur of type until you 
strike an illustrated page and — stop. 
You may be going so fast that you get by 
two or three pages before the impression 
strikes that cluster of brain cells. But it 
gets there, and not only stops but reverses 
you, and makes you ttirn back the two 
or three pages, look^t the illustration, 
and read all or part of the ad, according 
to whether^it is well or badly written, or 



picture— the right kind of a picture — 
will do. 

Speaking of the right kind of a picture 
reminds me that there are illustrations 
and "nilltistrations." Almost any kind 
of picture will stop a min, but only an 
illustration "illustrates." Engli.sh adver- 
tisers are satfsfied with any pretty or 
s'riking picture tiiat will make a man 
stop and read. I believe in going a step 
further and having the picture if pos-iible.

That's the "pictui^ habit." A steam 
engine couldn't do more. 

I don't believe in leaving a force like 
that out of an ad. If a picture in my ad 
will bring a man to a standstill, button- 
hole him and hold on to him until he 
hears what my ad has to say— why I want 
a picture in my ad. And that's exactly 
what my experience shows me that a 



"Seeing's 
believing" 

The value of an illustration in an ad is 
pretty well understood nowadays by city 
advertisers. < It is in the minor cities and 
towns that it doesn't appear to be appre- 
ciated. If anything, the picture ad should 
be more indispensable to the country than 
to the city advertiser. The city news- 
paper has innumerable fonts of display 
type, enabling the merchant to have his 



ad displayed so unique and striking that 
an illustration may be dispensed with. 
With the newspaper of smaller places ii is 
different It has only a very few fonts of 
the most commonplace display type. The 
sniall city advertiser has but little show 
to have his ad strikingly displayed. That's 
why an illustration comes in especially 
strong for the smill city merchant. It 
takes the place of striking display and 
Uuttonholes the reader. 

What I have said about newspaper ads 
applies equally well to booklets, circulars, 
catalogues, postal cards and posters. 

The ' 'poster-craze' ' is simply a develope- 
ment of the "picture-habit"— an illustra- 
tion of its tremendous hold upon the 
mentality of humanity. It is the result of 
Ihi "picture habit" when emphasized by 
an artistic educ-ition. 

The modern poster is supposed to be 
always artistic. There can be no question 
about its artistic quality in the land of its 
birth France. The artistic excellence of 
the work of Cheret and Grasset cannot be 
disputed, but I question whether it would 
prove to be successful advertising in this 
country. The artistic completely over- 
shadows the practical. The business ob- 
ject is disposed of iii a line. 

The American poster, while it is usually 
inferior to the French poster from an 
artistic standpoint, is to my mind its 
superior as an advertisement It isn't all 
legs and bosoms. It tell something about 
the article advertised. It is cleaner, and 
doesn't repel the straightlaced by giving 
them the idea that the advertiser is a little 
bit too gay. It doesn't bump too harshly 
against Anglo-Saxon prejudices. It falls 
short of the magnificent color-blending 
of the Cheret and Grasset but" is steadily 
improving; r 

The American poster will be the poster 
of the future. It is decent and will soon 
rival the French poster as a work of art 
It is practical and advertises. As an aid 
to other forms of. advertising, where it 
can be afforded, it Tias an undisputed 
field. Its usefulness is based on a mental ; 
custom inherent in every human brain — 
the "picture habit." It has come to stay. 

Illustrated booklets do not go into 
waste-baskets. Pull put the drawers of a 
business man's desk, look in the pigeon 
holes, and there you'll find the illustrated 
booklets. There's something hypnotic 
about pictures, even bad pictures. People 
keep thern, save them, put them awav 
Cold type may be consigned to the waste- 
basket, but pictures never. Even a postal 
card that's neatly illustrated will in some 
way stick around in full view on a man's 
desk for weeks, and even then be care- 
fully tucked away in some nook or corner. 

When you advertise, don't forget the 
"picture-habit" "^^ 
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LETTER WRITING. 

While most of the bill posting establish- 
ments in the larger towns leave nothing 
to be desired in points of business like 
methods, there are many bill posters in 
smaller towns who are sadly" deficient in 
this respect. Nowhere is this more appar- 
ent than in their correspondence. It often 
happens that the first, last and only time 
the advertiser hears from them after he 
sends the paper, is when he receives their 
bill. Now this is all wrong. It hurtsthe 
bill poster who is guilty of it, it hurts the 
craft in general, and it hurts agents, 
printers and everyone connected or identi- 
fied with bill posting in any manner what- 
ever. 

Bvery contract calls for at least three 
letters from the bill poster. They are in- 
dispensable to the proper conduct of his 
business. 

The first should acknowledge the 
receipt of paper. It uhould also convince 
the advertiser that the package has been 
opened and properly counted by specify- 
ing the number of stands, three-sheets, 
etc., contained in the shipment. 

It should always be mailed the day the 
paper is received. A printed form on a 
postal card akin to the following, is a very 
handy and convenient method to adopt. 



There is danger that this will be carried 
to extremes. Colors and bronz=s can be 
utilized to advantage in many instances, 
but on the whole it is well to remember 
that nothing is always in such good taste, 
nothing so thoroughly business like as 
good white paper and plain black ink. 
Every bill poster should have a neat letter 
head and envelope. They should be lith- 
ographed if he can afford it but in any 
event the design should be special and 
distinctive.

The second letter which should be 
mailed the same day that- the posting is 
completed should notify the advertiser or 
agent in courteous terms that the paper 
is pot-ted and ready for inspection. If 
contract calls for listed service, the list 
should be enclosed in this letter. 

The third letter containing bill for the 
service rendered should not be mailed 
until the time covered by the contract has 
expired. If renewals have been necessary 
a new list specifying the locations recov- 
ered, and the amount of renewal paper 
left on hand should accompany it. 

These three letters are of vital import- 
ance. No service, however good, -will 
afford entire satisfaction without them. 



The American Advertising and Bill 
Posting Co., of Chicago, handled 113.290 
sheets for the Record of that city during 
the week of September aSih.

Something about their Advertising Manager. 

Some time ago I wrote of the enormous 
sill cess of the A'i'jf York Journal, caused 
mainly by its methods of advertising — 
almost exclusively posters. 

This wonderful record in favor of bill 
posting has been eclipsed. The Siegel- 
Cooper Co's., big New York store has 
been opened to the public ; the announce- 
ments of the opening have been almost 
exclusively on the billboards of New 
Yoi k and surrounding towns. The news- 
papers have been filled with announce- 
ments of the big rivals of the new store, 
and the new store used only small space 
and that very seldom. 

The posters announced that the big 
store would open for business at 9 o'clock 
Monday morning. September 14, and 
"would sell better goods for less money 
than any other store." 

At four o'clock in the morning, a few 
people had congregated ; at five there was 
a line of a hundred formed ; at seven the 
streets were almost impassable, and at 
8:50 the tremendous pressure broke in the 
doors, and the crowds stormed the build- 
ing. A mad scramble began for the bicy- 
cle departihent. By this time the force of 
police had been largely augmented, one 
hundred and twenty-five being scattered 
throughout! the building to preserve order. 

But the bicycle rush was too much for 
them, and oiie of the policemen, OflScer 
McKenna, of the City Hall squad, was 
forced against one of the pillars and his 
ribs were snapped short off; other police- 
men were knocked down in all directions 
and men and women were trampled under 
the feet of the pushing thousands. 

The bicycles fared no better than did 
Officer McKenna. The table that held 
them was knocked down, and thewheeels 
in less time than it takes to tell it were 
reduced to what might be called kindling 
wood. 

Order was restored in about ten minutes, 
and the bicycle sale was indefinitely post- 
poned. 

While this was going on in the bicycle 
department the other portions of the store 
were jammed with buying thousands. 
The grocery department was patronized 
so heavily that at noon signs were dis- 
jilayed that no more purchases could be 
delivered. (And this in the face of the 
fact that their deliviry system excels any- 
thing ever attempted in its line here or 
elsewhere.) 

The only newspaper announcement 
made during the week was an apology for 
their inability to properly attend to all 
iliat had called, and asking the forbear- 
ance of the public a little while. 

The first week of the big store has just 

I losed, and the sales each day haveaggre- 

Kated over f loo.ooo.oo ; not $100,000.00 

for the week, but more than a hundred 

housand each day for the entire week. 

How did it happen? 



Take your hat off and ask Mr. Jones, 
their advertising man. 

Heretofore we have imagined that all 
the good a poster could do a dry-goods 
store was to di.<:play its name prominent- 
ly, and so keep the name before the public, 
but that the newspapers were needed to 
give columns and pages of descriptive 
matter, prices, etc. 

But not a description, and not a price 
have been named in any of the big store's 
ads, so far as I have been able to discover. 

Possibly this very innovation, this 
change from the old routine, may have had 
something to do vrith its instantaneous 
success. 

And so far as I can figure it out, from a 
very thorough observation, their advertis- 
ing is costing them not exceeding $5,000 
per week, or less than one per cent of the 
sales. 

Of course this amount does not include 
the salary of the advertising manager ; 
I have no idea what that salary iS; but 
the probability is that Siegel-Cooper Co., 
would consider another $5,000 a week as 
extremely reasonable if they could not 
retain Mr. Jones otherwise. 

Mr. Jones' first name is Charles F., he 
used to run a shirt store on Fourth Ave., 
Louisville, one of the proprietors of Sharp 
& Middleton's "New York Store," located 
across the street, noticed Mr. Jones' great 
advertising ability, bought out his store 
and made him their advertising manager. 
The -Rothchilds, of Chicago, when about 
to launch their immense department store 
enterprise, carried him off to Chicago, 
where Mr. Jones pulled Siegel-Cooper & 
Co's.. Chicago trade away from them and 
to the store of the north side of Van 
Buren Street. 

Mr. Jones then started an advertisement 
writing bureau, and for some time had 
practical charge of the advertising of a 
number of Chicago's laigest and best 
houses. 

In June he came to New York, and has 
spent his time since in a study of the 
people and the methods of the vicinity. 
He seems to have learned his book.

ALL'S WELL AT HOME 



Condensed for 3ii.x.board Advb&tisino 



The writer left the shores of the United 
States a month or two ago for a little con- 
tinental jaunt, primarily for pleasure and 
recuperation, but with a secondary idea ; 
namely, that of routing out a little inform- 
ation on the subject of advertising. 

After some weeks of hopping around 
from one point to another, the conclusion 
has been arrived at that all's well at home. 
We can give the Continent cards and 
spades and then sweep the deck in the 
matter of publicity. 

In common with most observant citi- 
zens, I have noticed the booming of the 
posters— the posters we got from the Con- 
tinent, France in particular, I expected, 
naturally enough, to find Paris just about 
plastered all over with the most erquisite 
specimens of this recently developed art. 
I got very badly left. I saw more to ad- 
mire in the second rate collection of for- 
eign posters gathered together at the 



Atlanta Exposition, than 1 have been able 
to discover in the French capital after a 
week of diligent search. 

There are a few posters to be seen, it is 
true; but, good gracious! they are few 
and not very high up in the scale of excel- 
lence. What is more, they all seem to 
have been hanging -in the places they 
occupy for s'ach an indefinite period that 
one is forced to speculate upon the date 
of their first appearance, and to wonder 
whether the boom has not long since 
bursted and the period of poster creation 
passed by. 

A few bicycles — mainly English, by the 
way — one or two medical specialties and 
household requirements are represented 
in the scattering sheets about town, but 
there the matter ends. Out of town one 
may seek, but not find. Perhaps the best 
evidences are still to be found among the 
announcements of the variety shows. 

Taking the out door advertising as a 
whole, it is decidedly "off"— a remark 
which applies to the principal cities of 
Belgium and Holland as well as of France, 
as far as I have visited them. 

Advertising in street cars is done on a 
comparatively small and very unsatisfac- 
tory scale. As a rule, it takes the form 
of labels posted on the windows of closed . 

.cars and of cards nailed to the roofs of 
open cars. In the one case you see the 
ad. when you want to see something else, 

*and try your best to dodge it; in the 

lother, you fear to look at the ad., owing 
to the risk of dislocating a very important 
part of anatomy ; to-wit, the neck. Per- 
haps this kind of advertising pays : and 
then, again, perhaps it doesn't. 

- What there may be money in is the 
advertising done outside the street cars. 
This is brought to perfection (?) in Eng- 
land^'and may be seen in all its glory in 
Brussels for example, where the des- 
tina^qn of about every car would seem to 
be''"Chocolat Luchard," just as at one 
time the Frenchman making his first visit 
to London reported every railway station 
of a certain local line as being named 
" Coleman s Mustard." 

In the matter of street-car advertising, 
especially, there is nothing here worth 
copying. We prefer to see the destination 
of the car on the outside thereof rather 
than to be obliged to pick that same in- 
formation out of a jumble of ads., and 
certainly we are right in putting our ads , 
inside, in such a position that they can be 
read and not furnish a source of irritation 
to the passengers. 

We are a nation of advertisers, and, as 
I can see, we have many points to give 
away and few to gain from outside 
sources. 

We took some poster notions from the 
"Continong" and we have added to 
them. . Now it is safe to say that we are 
running away with all the poster honors. 
The other honors we have held for a long 
time. 

As to progress in the art of advertising 
on the continent, that must have been 
arrested and thrown into the deepest 
dungeon long ago, if we except the little 
poster spurt already too frequently alluded 
to. Taking Paris as a point with which to 
make comparison, I can see no advance 
since my first visit of nearly twenty years 
ago. The same old announcements in the 
same old style prevail, changes in the Une 
of improvement, for which there is ample 



room, apparently being about as frequent 
as earthquakes in the locality mentioned. 
Even the tickets in many of the show 
windows bear signs of coming dissolution 
owing to the length of time they have 
been in service. Probably some bright 
idea may be born and incorporated into 
those 'which mil some day take their 
place, and thus a return to the scene a few 
days hence may reveal something worth 
copying. Meantime, Americans may con- 
gratulate themselves upon the fact that 
they are past masters in the art of adver- 
tising, and that their supremacy covers 
about the entire field.-- riJ/»V/o» J. Piall in 
Fame.

Munson and Regan & Clark are not 
saying a word, but it is reasonable to sup- 
pose Uiat they are happy, for Van Beuren 
is to^ose that fence at Broadway and 
Thirty-seventh St., on account of new 
building. As Van |>ays $5,400 a year for 
the fence, it is possible that he may be 
happy too.

A. VanBeuren & Co., have recently 
adopted a form of imprint board that is 
superior to anything heretofore used in 
that line. It is of enameled iron, blue 
and white, and practically indestmctable. 
They tell me that its first cost is very high, 
but that they consider it cheap, because 
it will never need renewing. 

Siegel Cooper Co., the big department 
store, has a big showing on the billboards; 
in fact the billboards seem to be their 
main dei>endence, very little other adver- 
tising being done by them. The posters 
have not been up to the standard expected, 
but the results have been all that could 
have been expected from the finest print- 
ting on earth.

The food products are coming to the 
front again for their regular lall and 
winter run. Franco- American Soups being 
among the foremost with the smiling 
little (jief . An impossible Scotchman on 
a three-sheet says, " Eat Breakfast with 
me.

iCatsups continue; Joseph Campbell's 
Beefsteak Tomato Catsup threatens to

One of the advantages of the City Asso- 
ciation has been the protection against 
extortionate fence rents, an agreement 
being that if one bill poster is bidding on 
a location, neither of the other two shall 
offer or pay any more. There are wild 
rumors afloat however that one of the bill 
posters: has evaded the spirit of this rule, 
by itfducing one of his theatre customers 
to rent a board at Forty-third St., and 
Broadway at $too a month, $25 being the 
amount offered by the member to whom 
it was first offered. A splendid fence on 
One Hundred and Twenty-fifth St., is 
awaiting a similar fate ; Van Bauren 
formerly controlled it, and sublet it to 
LaTour for painting. The owner got the 
idea that there was a fortune in it, and it . 
is now on the market at $1,500 a year.

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AxD still it's commissions. This month 
though, it's the Associate 1 Bill Poitsrs' 
Association that is wrestling with the 
problem. It appears that a Cincinnati 
firm. The X. A. Snider Preserve Co., is 
placing a twenty sheet stand and dealing 
dir;:ct with bill posters. They claim the 
usual twenty per cent commission allowed 
to middlemen, on the ground that they 
Ihetnse' ves are. working out the detail in- 
cident to apportioning and distributing 
the paper. Now the constitution and by- 
laws of this organization expressly stipu- 
I-ite that commissions- shall only be paid 
to certain official middlemen who are 
named. Bill posters, who are members 
of the. association are also allowed com- 
mission on business that they work up, 
. but this has no bearing on the present 
issue. ■, ._ 

Despite the stipulations of the constitu- 
tion, members everywhere are pretty 
generally accepting the paper and allow- 
ing the commission, which excites the 
wrath, not only of theofiScial middlemen, 
but also of thoie members who are making 
an effort to be consistent by living up to 
the rules and regulations of the order. 



These latter are saying " what in the 
name of reason is the sense of enacting 
laws if they are forgotten or ignored the 
moment the convention is over?" And 
the middlemen I — well they are trying to 
figure out what advantage they derive 
from their appointments. There efforts 
have not been crowned with any consid 
er<ible degree of success up to this writing, 
and it is unlikely that they will fare much 
better in the future. These middlemen 
pledged themselves in consideration of 
their -appointments, to patronize only 
associated members in cities where com- 
peting bill posters existed. In return, 
the members pledged themselves (for it 
virtually amounts to a solemn promise) 
to protect these particular middlemen's ■ 
commissions. Tossibly the bill posters 
really want to live up to their agreemtnt, 
but it i p^jears that the Snider people are 
firm. If they cannot secure the commis- 
sion they pass the town and — well they 
rarely fail to bill a town.. 



Conditions like these are much to be 
deplored. To a large extent they have 
their origin in hasty and unconsidered 
action in conventions. -A well "known 
writer recently observed: "A wise man 
lift to himself will remain a wise man 
still. Put twenty together and. they will 
be a parcel of fools and proud of it. Add 
twenty more and you have a convention." 
While this is unduly severe, it cannot be 
denied that bill posters' conventions as we 
' have known them in the past, have been 
sadly defii i nt in point of careful reflection 
and painstaking consideration of the mat- 
ters and issues that have been brought 
before them. There has been too much 
precipitate and unthinking enthusiasm, 
too much of a tendency to go with the 
crowd, and far too little thought of the 
future. Matters that should be carefully 
weighed and exhaustively discussed be- 
fore de.i ion is passed upon them, are 
rushed through.. As a consequence the 
members have scarcely returned to their 
homes after adjournment before they repu- 
diate the obligations which they assumed. 
Dissention and confusion ensue, bitter- 
ness is engendered and turmoil continues 
iu the ascendent. 



The adoption of measures that are not 
practical is futile, nay worse, its puerile — 
utterly beneath the dignity of any trades 
a.ssociation. Just why grown men in full 
possession of their faculties, will indulge 
in the practice, is past all understanding, 
but they do and it is owing to this facf_ 
more than anything else, that those de- 
crees of the association which are feasible 
and valuable are rendered inoperative. 
I'or this same reason the Associated Bill 
Posters' Association will fail of its object 
so long as it is conducted on "close" 
association lines. The "close" associatidn' 
affects to set at naught the law of supply 
and demand, and ignores the fundanieBlal 
principles of all trade and commerce. 
The greatest government on the face of 
the earth, with all the wealth of its people 
to back it, would be powerless in such a 
contest. WTien a portion of the members 
of one particular craft attempt it, they 
only succeed in making themselves and 
their organization ridiculous in the eyes 
of sensible men. Their usefulness there- 
after is merelv nominal. 



, Coming back to the Catsup ' incident, 
we might say that if the bill posters had 
unanimously refused to allow commis- 
sions to the Snider people. The John 
Chapman Co., of Cincinnati ( members of 
the A. B. P. A.) who worked up the order, 
would have secured .the distribution and 
at the same time the commissions to which 
they were justly and fairly entitled. As 
they did not, the Chapmans lost iiot onlv 
the commissions but the chance to post 
Cincinnati as well This gives rise to 
several questions. The first is, how did 
The Chapman Company benefit by memt 
bership in the association ? The second 
is, to what extent did they benefit the 
other members by taking tlie stand they 
did? A third is, if "you slick to me and 
I stick to yon," what is the matter 
with the glue in the present instance? 
Still another, if the official representatives 
are going to fare as the Chapmans did, 
what are they.going to do about it? 



For the Good of the Order. 



A Few Remarks from $ain \7. Hoke. 



I was I'eminded of the advantages of 
belonging to the Association, or to an As- 
sociation, no matter which, the other day, 
and as I so frequently hear the query from 
bill posters, "what good will the associa- 
tion do ine? "I want, to tell all of j-ou • 
about it. 

I was negotiating with a large adver- 
tiser with the hope of introducing him to 
switch off from newspapers, or at least to 
switch off a portion of his advertising ap- 
propriation from newspapers and put it 
into posterSjWhen the old objection was 
offered, the same objection that has been 
offered by this same man for the past 
three years :— that he can't tell that he is 
getting service. 

I then called his attention to the list of 
names of Association members, and west 
over the by-laws with him to show that 
these members are all under bond and 
direct obligation to the Association of 
which they are members, tc do full jus- 
tice to every order entrusted to them. 

He had never before hi ard of an associ- 
ation of bill posters, and was much inter- 
ested, and promised for the first time, to 
seriously consider the advisability of post- 
• ing, at least in towns with association 
members, 

-$- 

For years it has been the custom of 
some up-to date bill posters to send out a 
postal card to the retail trade in their 
town, notifying the trade that such an 
article is to be advertised on their boards, 
and that the demand will undoubtedly be 
stimulated, so that "it will pay to replen- 
ish your stocks." I notice that the habit 
is falling off with many of the bill posters, 
and am sorry to see it. In the first place 
the card does good in reminding the 
retailer of the goods and where to get 
them ; and it does the bill poster good in 
the sight of the advertiser, who if a new 
one, is not aware that the custom is an old 
one. But good customs are none the less 
good because they are old. 

If you have not yet sent out these 
reminders g.t into the habit right away. 

-I- _ 
Last month I put airaStJin Biti.BOARD 
asking for a letter from "every bill poster 
in America," I have not yet heard from 
all the bill posters, but I think I have 
had letters from every one that has oppo- 
sition. It is a singular thing that as long 
as a man has no opposition be thinks that 
it is unnecessary for him to make an 
effort ' ' They've got to come to me any- 
how," he says, wlien the fact of the mat- 
ter is that in many instances "they" 
don't know he exists ; as a result this 
man's town is frequently overlooked. A-' 
good circular letter would be serviceable, 
and one should be sent to everyone that 
uses posters. It might also be sent to 
those who are using other methods of 
advertising in your town or vicinity. 

' When your customer, who is new to 
posting, comes to you- with a thousand 
sheets of paper, and wants a display of a 
month, the temptation to post the entire 
lot and so charge for a thousand sheets, is 
strong. But when a few days later a 
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heavy rainfall ruins a lot -of the paper 
right where your customer will see' it a 
dozen times a day for the rest of the 
in.onth, you will wish th: t you had advised 
him to post only 800 sheets, keeping the 
other two hundred for renewing. This 
little oversight on the part of bill posters, 
has been the cause of killing of many be- 
ginners. 

An anti-sniping law is a good thing for 
the legitimate bill poster. Some years 
ago, Chicago was overrun with snipers ; 
all the theatres had dozens of them, and 
the bill posters had them, and sonieof the 
business houses had several ; ash boxes, 
barrels, telegraph poles, curb stones, 
everything suffered ; a procession of snip- 
ers started down State St., and Wabash 
Ave., every Sunday morning, covering 
telegraph poles ; in an hour the freth 
paper was an inch thick, and the bottom 
sheet not yet dry. By night the wad 
would be a foot thick, and the same thing 
obtains now in New York. The bill post- 
ers in Chicago began to see that this was 
setting a great many people against bill 
posting, and the council was appealed to, 
with the result that sniping there is a 
thing of the past. Bill posters there now 
furnish the Chief of Police with a list of 
every board,, fence, wall or daub, on 
which they have a right to post, and the 
man caught posting on anything not so 
listed, is arrested. The law furthermore 
says that the fact of a man's poster being 
found on a prohibited space, is prinia- 
facie evidence that he posted it there, 
and no claim that " I didn t do it " goes. 

-*- 
In New York the other day the demo'- 
ishers began tearing down the St. James 
Hotel, on Broadway. As s-on as the old 
building was down one story, and before 
the adjoining wall could be seen from the 
street the bill posters of the Empire 
Theatre got into the old building and 
pasted John Drew all over the wall of the 
adjoining building. The owner of this 
building called upon Mr. Frohman to 
have the posters removed, but, I under- 
stand that Frohman claimed he didn't do 
it, and consequently he shouldn't be asked 
to remove them. In any case he didn't 
remove the posters, and the owners of the 
building called upon me to do this for 
them at an expense of several dollars, 
which they threaten to collect from the 
Empire Theatre some way.

By far the easiest 
and best way to reach them is through the 
medium of fence signs on the roadways. 
Give a merchant good seivice on his first 
trial, and yon are pretty apt to retain him 
as a permanent patron thereafter.

The "dead walls" of New York City are bloom- 
ing as dead walls never bloomed before ; and all 
on account of the handiw^ork of some expert 
sign writers. The signs that are attracting par- 
ticular attention are those advertising the virtues 
of a certain brand of whisky, named probably 
after a iKreU-l.nown firm of publishers.

One of the most important works, and fruitful 
too, if it can be secured by the reliable distribu- 
tor is "theatrical work"; by that I mean the 
"hangers, hand bills, circulars, pamphlets, cards 
and books" given out to advertise shows that 
appear during the theatrical season in each 
town from September to May. The service gen- 
erally rendered is execiable in the extreme. 
The idea is this : the printing house who has the 
contract for printing that Company's work gen- 
erally sends a batch of advertising matter to each 
house where the show is to appear, wrhen the 
bundle arrives, generally the house manager be- 
ing oftentimes bu^ with other work, geU a few 
boys, who for a free pass to the galleiy, do the 
distributing, and what dixtributing ! I know of a 
town where a barber is supplied with ail the 
lather paper necessary out of those heralds. 
They get, say from 800 to woo pieces each to put 
out for the magnificent (?) sum of 15 cents or 25 
cenU (actual value of a gallery ticket). Of course 
any reliable distributor would not do work at 
such prices, but then look at the service done. 
It is practically money thrown away to have dis- 
tributing done like that. The expenses of print- 
ing, freight, etc , are useless expense. Better 
throw the money away at the beginning as it is 
the same thing at the end. The boys hired have 
no idea to work very hard. And the moment 
the manager's back is turned, down go the 
heralds in some convenient "sewer hole." This 
fact any "Sewer Hole Cleaning Brigade" can 
testify to as being absolutely truthful. Some- 



times the advance agent follows them, but his 
duty must be done in such a huriy that he never, 
has overonc day in one city to see the work done, 
and then generally six or seven hours only at' 
that. What distributors must do is to convince 
and try to get these managers and proprietors of 
travelling shows to see how the work is done, 
and the difference between that and the honest 
service you ivant to give them. Take everything 
in consideration, the fight is hard« because they 
are used to that kind of work, and then the local 
manager will no doubt use his argument pro- 
testing against it, as it would prove a doubt 
against his honesty (?). But as "A feint heart 
ne'er won a fair lady," we must not give up the 
fight, but keep every one of us at it continually 
until success is perched on our banner, which 
will be soon if we go at it with a vim and will of 
getting there.

Dtar Sir; — Kindly allow me space for a few 
remarks regarding the clerical duties of a bill 
poster. This appears to be a matter to which 
the average bill poster devotes little thought. 

As it is well known our firm deals with the bill 
poster direct, thus saving to him the commis- 
sions which would otherwise go the middle man 
or solicitor. We use a form of proposition that 
is simplicity itself, yet it is surprising the num* 
ber we are obliged to return for corrections. AH 
of our propositions ask for terms for a full 30 
days guaranteed showing, but some people will 
persist in erasing the 3oand substituting "15, 20" 
or "25" without offering any reason for the 
change. If paper is properly posted it .should 
withstand the ordinaty elements, with a renewal 
here or there, for 30 days Then why should one 
go to the expense of re-billing in 15 days when a 
few renewals will serve the purpose ? 

As to renewals. 

We are always anxious to furnish renewal 
paper and would in all cases include same vrith 
original shipment, thus saving transportation 
charges, except that on numerous occasions 
when shipping renewals with regular billing, 
although we state that the shipment contains so 
man^ extra stands for renewals, the bill poster 
has presented us with a bill for that number of 
extra stands. In many cases we have paid these 
rather than have unjust statements made regard- 
ing our method of doing business, for no one 
can truthfully say that this firm ever turned 
down a claim that had a semblance of justice. 
As to whether we further favor these firms with 
our patronage is another matter. 

Again. When making shipments of paper we 
enclose with the notification a form of reply 
postal, asking the bill poster to give ns date of 
receipt, posting and expiration of paper. This 
request is often not complied ^th, 'though the 
card is self-addressed and -would require less 
than one minute to fill out This failure to re- 
turn the reply postal prevents us from knowing 
just when paperexpiresandallowingustomake 
prompt shipment for re-billing. On the other 
hand some bill posters seem to construe the act 
of returning the postal, stating wJien paper was 
posted, into a bill and wonder why we don't re- 
mit on the strength of their stating paper is 
posted. Acknowledgement of posting docs not 
constitute a bill. We have no regular inspectors 
of posting, though all of our salesmen act as such, 
and do not require that paper be inspected before 
bill is presented. 

The majority of bill posters do not use a bill 
head, which they should do, but often incorpor- 
ate their bill in the middle of a letter. Use | er- 
sonal stationery, gentlemen, if possible, and in 
sending in your bill, if you have any remarks to 
make, make them on a letter-head and not on 
your bill. A "sloppy" looking bill or letter 
causes the impression that one is possibly get 
ting a "sloppy" display while a neat one has the 
opposite effect.

Any fair manager however small and 
insignificant his fair may be who will use 
copies of posters sent him as samples is 
deserving of the severest censure. It is 
downright dishoncs y. 



Mississippi has but one fair this year. 
It is held at Vicksburg, and will be called 
an exposition. The premium lists are 
out and the buildings are rapidly ap- 
proaching completion. The feature of 
the open air attractions will be the Inter- 
collegiate foot ball games. 



Mr. Bumham, of the B. G. Bumhani 
Co.. of New York, in a recent inttrview 
regarding the value of exhibits at fairs, 
observed: "They are good In their way. 
Showing food products and beverages is 
one thing. Having people buy them is 
another thing. It Is easy to give away 
food and drink, but you cannot say it is 
going to bring you any retumH." 



The fair at New I^exington. O , was a 
most unqualified success. There is little 
doubt but that it was the best fair they 
ever held. Unfortunately however, on 
September i8tb, the Sheriff swooped 
down and attached gate receipts and 
everything in sight on a claim against the 
former society. Mucli confusion and an> 
noyance ensued in consequence besides 
considerable anxiety. Secretary James 
E. Curran, however assured every one 
tliat their claima would be paid in full 
and they left fully satisfied that they 
would recover in full in November. Tom 
Grinley and Wm. J. Schram, the aeron- 
auts are among the claimants who re- 
covered amounts due them in part. 



The season of 1S96 has been the worst 
that has been experienced in a decade, 
yet it is worthy of note that good fairs 
have enjoyed prosperity. Of course, new 
ventures and mediocre affairs have ex- 
perienced uniformally poor business 
which in many instances has amounted 
to disaster, but those socie iis of establish- 
ed reputation that have been managed 
by men of experience, and conducted on 
sound business lines have fared exceed- 
ingly well. 

Nearly all of them have held up to the 
record of former years, and not a few 
have beaten all previous records. The 
few who have fallen behind can trace the 
cause to local conditions which could not 
be anticipated or avoided. 

Fair management is exacting. It re- 
quires a man of ability, brains and experi- 
ence to properly conduct its intricate- 
details. We hope that this fact will soon 
be generally admitted and recognizedr 
The sooner it is, the sooner the annual 
fairs becoxe the means of benefitting the 
communities in which they are held. 



ADVERTISING AT FAIRS. 

One of the leading Western manufacturers of 
machinery last year spent $S,ooo in advertising 
material used at the county and State fairs of 
the Western States. This year he will not spend 
anything. The result was not what he looked 
for and the reason he attributes to the manner 
in which he put out his money. The chief Item 
of his expenditures was a line of little booklets 
that were given to the people as they passed his 
exhibit. But there were in the paths of the 
grounds hundreds of these which the recipients 
had thrown away after receiving them. Other 
hundreds and perhaps thousonds were never re- 
ceived by the people who could or would read 
them, while a vast amount more were thrown 
away on the way home and so never made a con. 
vert. 

This experience is by no means a strange one. 
The firms that have made the closest study of 
the art of advertising at the fairs are almost un- 
animous in the opinion that there is a great 
waste of material in such work. The character 
of the crowds may be of the kind to seize the 
propositions presented, but there is not the dis-. 
position to study the mass of books and pamph- 
lets given out by the exhibitors. 

" I have noticed," said a prominent plow man- 
nfacturer, " that the children are the ones that 



gather the advertisements at the fairs and we 
have ceased to give out any. The children keep 
the ones that have the brightest pictures and 
take them home to play with, but it does not 
pay. Too much of this kind of material is put 
out an j the people are burdened with It I in- 
structed my agents to give the mateiial only to 
the grown folks ai'd to see that they put it in 
their pocket— but it was a failure So we decided 
to give only to those who had interest enough to 
come to the exhibit and examine what we had 
to .sell. Then we were sure that we had given 
the stuff to persons who would appreciate it. 
That is the only way not to waste a great por- 
tion of it." 

One advertiser estimates that fully three- 
fourths of the advertising matter put out at the 
fairs is wasted. The plans to make the recipi- 
ents read the matter put into their hands have 
been many and ingenious, but none has been 
entirely successful. It may be considered that 
the old way of giving out unlimited supplies to 
every passer in the crowd is both expensive and 
unprofitable. The big motto which urges the 
visitor to "ask lor descriptive pamphlets" is one 
of the best ways to get the right people inter- 
ested, but it is found that only a small portion of 
the crowd will stop for such an errand. 

Probably one of the best devices is the small 
puzzle that is of sufficient attractiveness to cause 
tlte recipients to take it home. If it is too easy, 
however, it will be solved and thrown awav. 
One firm that secured a large amount of these 
was grieved to find the walks and drives of the 
grounds at the first fair where they were used 
strewn with them. Theysenttothehome office 
the rest of them and had the lot sent to the 
stores with the shipment of goods. 

Whether signs and {rasters do any good at fairs 
is a question that is not settled yet. That they 
are very much in evidence is patent, but some 
advertisers are of the opinion that they are not 
read, as the people are too busy sight-seeing. 
Many committees will not allow these signs and 
the modest ones over the exhibits are the only 
addresses to the public eye that the exhibitors 
can secure. By far the best advertisement is an 
exhibit that the passer-by will remember. They 
go home to talk of it, as did the Centennial at- 
tendants about the "Butter woman."' Monev 
spent oa the decoration of the exhibit Is usually 
belter used than In printed matter to be given 
away^.— C, it. H.-lRGEJf, in' Printers' Int.

Poster printers will do well to circular- 
ize our list of bench shows, racing meets, 
poultry shows, etc.. everj' month. Many 
especially unimportant affairs are pnb- 
lislted but once, 

A German firm has taken out a patent 
for the preparation of printing surfaces of 
plaster in place of those of zinc, copper, 
etc., in common use. X metallic base is 
used for each block, the f.pper part of 
which is coated with a sheet of plaster 
about half an incli in thickness and united 
to the metal backing by a specially pre- 
pared cement. The design is engraveil on 
the plaster by a tool having a steel point. 
The plaster carrj'ing the design is subse- 
quently hardened by being treated with a 
liquid solution, having a base of silicate 
of potash, and the block is then ready for 
use. It is claimed for these plaster origi- 
nals that they are much cheaper than 
zincos. take ink well, and are easily 
cleaned.

Several small fairs were billed exclu- 
sively with seunples sent them. The 
thrifty management simply having a few 
strips printed containing name, place and 
date of the meeting. This calls for some 
action on the part of the printers. Sample 
copies have come to be quite a burden and 
expense, and it is hoped that half-tone 
cuts will' be adopted in place of them. 
Where sample copies are absolutely un- 
avoidable, the words "S.\MP1,E COPY" 
shoiild be printed across the face in some 
tint strong enough to deface them for 
advertising purposes, but sufficiently 
transparent to show the design.

At an early hour On the morning of 
. September i6th, the greater part of the 
working plant of the Winterbnm Show 
Printing Co., 158-160 Clark Street, Chi- 
cago, was destroyed by fire; 

rcrtnnitely the books of the concern 
and the finished stock of printing on the 
shelves, were saved intact. This fact 
saved their theatrical patrons a world of 
inconvenience, and insured their being 
able to continue on their tour without in- 
terruption, which wotdd have ensued if 
they had been unable to procure paper as 
usual. With commendable promptness, 
the Winterbnm Co. notified their patrons 
of the state of affairs, and by the evening 
of the i6th, had an entire new equipment 
for their plant ordered, a new location se- 
lected, and were running as usual on 
September a7th. 

Poster printers who obtain, contracts 
with commercial houses intending to 
cover large sections of the country, would 
do well to refer their customers to one of 
the recognized middlemen, to place the 
posting. Few printers have either the 
time or the inclination to work out the 
detail necessary to a proper distribution 
of a large amount of paper and the ad- 
vertiser, especially if he be new on the 
boards is utterly unfit to undertake the 
task. Men like Hoke, Gude, Houghtaling. 
Munson, Rragan, Van Beuren. Fulford, 
Schaefer, Hood or Plato make a business 
of this particular part of the work. They 
not only possess wide and varied exper- 
ience, but also know how to appoition 
the quantities for each town to a nicety. 
They can do the work economically, and 
what is more to the point, they can do it 
right Often times a new firm on the 
boards abandons, them after the first at- 
tempt, solely on account of the difficulties 
they experienced in apportioning and dis- 
tributing the pa;per» whereas if it had been 
done by a man of experience, they would 
have continued to use the boards indefi- 
nitely.

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POSTER THOUGHTS. 



By Charles Austin Bates. 



The first impression on the human 
brain is a picture through the lens of the 
ej-e a picture of a new world. 

All the lessons of sea, sky and land — 
all of Nature's direct teachings - are pic- 
ture-lessons. 

The "eye ii the xvindow of the soul." 
It is the telephone to the mind, the mem- 
ory and the emotions. "Glances are the 
first billetdoux of love." 

Is it any wonder then, that illustrated 
advertising — picture advertising — is the 
best advertising? 

It is so much the best that I will cheer- 
fully, in almost every case, cut my adver- 
tising in half in order to put a picture 
that is .striking, attractive and apropos in 
the other half. It is the same with a 
booklet 

There are not three men in ten who can 
deliberately trample on and walk over a 
booklet lying on the pavement, after 
their eye has been caught by a good pic- 
ture on it-5 cover. They must pick it up. 

I do not, by any means, commit myself 
unreservedly in favor of the present 
poster-ad. I believe it has its field and 
has come as a fixture in advertising. 

It is valuable to advertisers of high-class, 
costly, artistic articles that appeal to 
people of artistic tastes. 

For instance, the poster ad is one good 
way to advertise a high class magazine. 

In the American poster of the future 
the artistic will be greatly subordinated 
to the practical features. The striking 
color contrasts and effects will be retain- 
ed, but the poster will also tell a story of 
tacts. Americans read and dissect adver- 
tisements. 

I should like to put the striking color 
effects of one of Cheret's posters, if such 
a thing were possible, into every ad that 
I wrote, but— I should still want the com- 
nionsense pleading of the letter-press to 
predominate. 

I do not see the use of button holing a 
man unless you have a story to tell hi«n. 
A striking picture will stop a man -an 
artistic picture will please him -but it 
takes talk, straight f rom-the-shoulder- ' 
talk, to make him put his hand in his 
IJocket and spend money. 

When the poster-people recognize these 
facts when they realize that the artistic 
feature of the poster only stops people and 
pleasas the eye- but that it takes special 
pleading to actually sell goods -the field 
of poster advertising may be greatly ex- 
tended. 

I I may tlien take its place as a thorough- 



ly business-like, practical form of illus- 
trated advertising, and cease to be "a 
craze." 

As "a craze" its run is necessarily limit- 
ed. Those who are interested in it must 
get down to business principles if they 
want it to maintain its place in American 
advertising. 

All the striking and artistic features 
may be retained, but— artistic features 
<7/o«^ won't sell goods. To a large extent, 
the poster must come off of its exclusive- 
ly-artistic-perch, and talk business in type

equally as catchy, and language equallj' 
emphatic, as its color scheme. 

I do not think it necessary that it should 
be spotted all over with lettering. 

The facts — the story of the article must 
be told -but with any article that can be 
successfully advertised by poster— that 
stoiy can be told by an expert in brief, 
catchy sentences.

A LEADING QUESTION. 

St. Louis. Mo., Oct. 28th, 1S96. 
BII.I.BOASD Advkrxisiso, - 

Gentlemen: — lam thinkinjr seriously of putting 
a veiy considerable portion of our appropriation 
for 1897. into posters, and in order to frame my 
schedules intellieently. I would be under many 
obligations to you, if you will advise me how I 
can find out what quantity is necessary to bill 
the variou.4 cities of the country. ' By this 1 
mean the rule generally observed' in apportion- 
ing the quantity of sheets, to the population of 
the town. 

Very respectfully,

Divide the population of the town by 
one hundred, and the quotient will be the 
number of sheets required for what is 
generally known as ordinary billing. This 
rule however, does not always hold good. 
In certain cities where the boards have 
been intelligently handled and a fi-st-class 
service maintained for years past, adver- 
tisers are very partial to them, and conse- 
quently the boards are not only well cov- 
ered but there are vast numbers of boards 
to cover. In order to get a prominent 
showing, considerably more paper is re- 
quired than will answer for towns in 
which like conditions do not prevail. 

Then too, there are different grades of 
billing. They range all the way frot 
ordinary to extraordinary. Light billing 
may suffice in one section of the Country, 
whereas the very heaviest may be neces- 
sary in another. In the smaller town.-", 
especially those of five thousand and un- 
der, it is very difficult to keep within 
the limit by reason of established pre- 
cedent. The paper for instance consists 
of a twenty-four sheet stand, a three sheet, 
a one sheet and a half sheet snipe. In the 
ordinary course of billing, one three sh«t, 
three whole .sheets and eight half sheet 
snipes ought to be enough for a village of 
one thousand inhabitants. But wherever 
the circus has penetrated, over billing 
has been the rule, and the precedent once 
established mtist be maintained. As a 
consequence the village not only gets the 
ten sheets of small paper, but a stand as 
well, and mayhap additional small stuff. 
Better entrust your initial appropriation 
-to some one of the numerous agents who 
make a business of this sort of thing. It 
is impossible to answer your query fully. 
It embraces the alpha and omega of the 
science of bill posting and no one has yet 
completely mastered that science.

We are fi -mly 
convinced that it has been newsy, a id we 
know that while we have ever been fear- 
less i^ defense of our own convictions, 
we have always been fair toward those 
who entertained opposite opinions. For 
the future we have no promises to make, 
no hackneyed platitudes to offer. We will 
only state that something totally unex- 
pected and nulooked for will have to 
develope, before ewe wiU alter or depart 
from the methods and editorial policy we 
have hitherto pursued. 



November brings Thankskiving Day. 
This affords us an opportunity to celebrate 
our anniversary with a Thanksgiving 
special. Colored cover, etc We have all 
of us much to be thankful for this year. 
All America can give thanks that the 
most trying, exasperating and disquieting 
presidential campaign that the country 
has ever experienced, is finally over, and 
that that momentous issue, the currency 
question, is laid to rest for at least four 
years to come. Bill posters, sign painters, 
Idistributors and managers of fairs also 
have much to be thankful for. The dead- 
ly dullness that has almost asphyxiated 
other lines of business has indeed dealt 
gendy with theirs, and they are conse- 
quently now in vigorious condition finan- 
dally to take up the battle for business 



under the improved conditions which are 
certain to ensue shortly. 



Many complaints have reached' us of 
late from bill posters in the smaller towns 
on the Pacific Coast. It seems that here- 
tofore the Beeman Gum' Co. has dealt 
direct with the bill posters in this region, 
but this year decided to place their paper 
through the agency of the California Ad- 
Signs Co., who are bill posters in San 
Francisco. The consensous of complaint 
seems to be that in consequence of the 
change, the small towns are receiving but 
one fourth the customary quantity of 
.paper and the San Francisco people are 
blamed for it. Some intimate that they 
have received the customary amount of 
paper with which to cover the coast, but 
are posting the major portion on their 
own boards. We know nothing of the 
merits of the dispute but if the accusations 
are -well founded, we have no hesitation 
in stating that the Ad Signs Co. are pur- 
suing a very short-sighted course. 



If there is one thing that bill posters in 
the large towns need more than another, 
it is— bill posters in the small towns. 

Once assured of first-class reliable ser- 
vice in towns and villages, advertisers 
would adopt the boards almost to the 
exclusion of every other avenue of pub- 
licity. Where there is one on the boards 
now there would then be a hundred, for 
they could then cov>a- the entire country 
without recourse to other mediums. 

At present though, tJie' bill poster in 
the small town does not find^his boards 
overly remunerative. Very few of them 
even when devoting considerable time 
to distributing can make a living in this 
manner, and have to combine other pur- 
suits with bill posting in order to make 
both ends meet. 



This is owing to the fact that he gete 
the lowest price for his service, and also 
by reason of the increased cost of check- 
ing work in the small towns. Tllis at 
present deters the middlemen from work- 
ing the small towns for the expense to the 
advertiser is materially increased in spite 
of th^ lower rate charged. Increased cost 
of transportation also operates against 
them. ' 

But nevertheless there are many of them 
struggling to build up a business, and 
their efforts should meet with every en- 
couragement that their brothers in the 
cities can give them. So important is it 
that they should succeed that it has even 
been suggested that subsidies be made 
them. This of course is not practical, but 
those fool craftmen who make a practice 



of treating them unfairly, speaking slight- 
ingly of their- efforts and offering them 
needless affronts should be promptly and 
effectually called down. 



What is the Middleman's Excttse 
for Existence? 

Why does a middleman ask and receive 
commissions, and why should the bill 
poster refuf e to give these commissions to 
the advertiser who posts direct? Why 
isn't the advertisers money just as good 
as the middleman's? 

These are some of the questions that 
are worrying the fraternity just now, and 
they are questions that have worried 
other classes of business in the pa.st, and 
that will worry " posterity " in the future. 
The newspapers have contended with 
this question since long before I can 
remember, and the strong ones have set- 
tled it very decidedly to their satisfaction. 
There are newspapers that never cut their 
rate, and these papers make very careful 
and searching inquiries regarding the 
middlemen before they allow even him 
commissions. And the newspapers that 
allow " commissions " to the advertiser 
who deals direct is the weak sister that 
cuts the rate to anyone ; and the expert 
agent or middleman usually knows bot- 
tom h re and is able to not only get 
ordinary agents' commission but a large 
excess as well, which he can turn over to 
the advertiser. 

But why should bill posters pay middle- 
men a commission? In the first place, 
because it is cheaper for them to do this 
than to have a representative call upon the 
advertiser and induce him to give that 
particular bill poster a few sheets of paper. 
■ And, because the middleman has probably 
been the first, the second, ihs sole cause 
of inducing the advertiser to do bill post- 
ing, or to even remotely consider the 
matter. And, because the middleman is 
in position to know of the advertisers' 
responsibility, and to steer clear of those 
who are not responsible. And, because 
he guarantees (or should if he don't) the 
payment of the bill, and promptly, no 
matter whether the advertiser ever pays 
him or not. 

There is probably not a bill poster in 
existence that don't lose more in bad 
debts in a year than he pays in commis- 
sions to all the middlemen combined. 
The middlemen can't afford to take chan 
ces with every fly-by-night that comes 
along and offers a little paper to him ; he 
knows that if the bill isn't paid it means 
solid cash out of his pocket to the bill 
poster, while the bill poster reasons when 
the same man comes to him that " Oil 
well, wot the 'ell, -the boys are sitting 
around anyhow, and he »iay pay some- 
time ; and if he does I'm so much ahead." 
But there are advertisers with financial 
records that are well known and beyond 
question, and whose promise to pay is 
known by everybody to be as good as the 
cash in hand ; now why should this ad 
vertiser be refused the agent's commission? 
Because, no business can get along with- 
out help of some kind ; every store-keeper 
of every kind, has one, or two, or more 
clerks or salesmen, and these cl rks or 
salesmen have to be paid, and the store- 
keeper must add a certain per cent, to the 



c )st of his gootls to pay for this help ; he 
possibly might get al n.; in a way without 
any of this help, and find that some few 
people would core along and irsist on 
helping themselves; but the vast majority 
of the people would cease to kn-jw that 
he exits, and in time some competitor 
would have his business. The middle- 
man acts as the clerk or salesman, with 
the difference that he doesn't get any pay 
till he sells a bill of goods, while tlie 
clerk or salesman gets his pay whether 
he sells anything or not. 

Now, the middleman is expected to pay 
all bills he contracts, and to take all the 
chances with the unknown pe p'e, and 
if from no oth r leason than that of 
justice alone, he should be protected 
when the gil - dge article comes along, 
and his customers should be sure that no 
one is getting a better rate by dealing 
direct. 

Another reason : The advertiser that 
receives a cut-rate is almost sure to brag 
about it, or if not to actually brag, to kt 
the matter leak out and become public 
talk. It is then a very little while til 1 the 
general advertiser becomes accustomed to 
saying to himself on seeing that man's ad. 
o- poster, "Aha, that publication (or that 
bill poster) cuts rates ; I'll get about fifty 
per cent off there, when I get ready to 
use the same medium " 

Which is best? To protect advertising 
agents by refusing commissions to adver- 
tisers who deal direct, or t > place the 
latter upon the same footing as the former. 
This is a topic upon which B llboard 
would like to hear from bill jjosters.

Autumn, with its many dull, gray days 
and early twilight has arrived, and the 
painter can perform no duty calculated to 
better serve his needs than that of win- 
dow cleai ing and a general shop over- 
hauling. The average paint shop is at 
best a poorly lighted establishment, and 
during the summer the windows are sure 
to become smeared with windrows of diit, 
which tend to shorten the effective work- 
ing hours of a day considerably. We 
visiteil a shop once which was so afilictcd 
with dirty windows that the working day 
along late in the fall was shortened half 
an hour, as results showed when the win- 
dows were finally washed. A little soap 
and water and a smart outlay of muscle is 
a comparatively insigniricant capital when 
put over against the profit realized from 
shop conditions which invite all the light 
the heavens afford instead of repelling a 
gootlly portion of it. And then the ease 
and comfort of working in a shop having 
plenty of light Surely tliafs worth tak- 
ing into account, ye rulers of color vistas 
and varnish elegancies ! This may also 
well be considered the proper tintc for 



putting a patch here and there about the 
walls of the shop, around windows, doors 
or wherever an aperture admits a tempes- 
tuous or frigid breath of weather. The 
reign of the stove must begin shortly, if, 
indeed, it has not already begun, and this 
fi.xture needs a close inspection, to the 
end that it may neither leak injurious 
gases or consume fuel immoderately. 
The stove that furnishes the maximum 
amount of heat at the minimum expendi- 
ture of fuel is a wise investment. In fact, 
the present is a fit time to clean up, tight- 
en joints and other\vise prepare to pass 
the cold months comfortably, without 
risk to the standard of workmanship and 
durability of the work turned out. 



The basis of all durable sign painting is 
a good priming coat — ^good as to penetrat- 
ing and clinching properties. A poor 
foundation is quite as destructive in bulle- 
tin painting as in ship building. Of late, 
ochre has entered largely into the prim- 
ing used in this class of work. It would 
not be far from wrong to say that a con- 
siderable quantity of the ochre so used is 
totally unfit for the purpose. Bought by 
the barrel in a dry state and dashed from 
that receptacle into the priming. pot with- 
out grinding, it makes a most inferior 
priming - practically worthless, we might 
say. A first-class priming pigment 
should, firstly, mix well with linseed oil 
without having any injurious effect upon 
the oil, and it should, moreover, absorb 
large quantities of the oil. Thirdly, the 
pigment should be ver\- finely ground in 
oil, for in this condition onlj" will it serve 
both as a filler and a primer. The very 
best ochre is none too good for sign prim- 
ing purposes — an ochre strong in silica, 
of fine grain and a powerful absorbent 
of raw linseed oil. The French ochre, 
in respect to the above virtues, more near- 
ly meets the needs of the sign painter, 
it being esspecially rich in silica, one of 
the best filler constituents known. Hurst 
gives an analysis of French ochre, which 
contains 54 per cent, of silica. Other 
analysis might be cite<l which contain 
equally high percentages of silica, all go- 
ing to show that the French product is 
especially adapted to pore filling, and 
therefore of great value in sign painting. 
.•Vn ochre strong iii silica is pronouned 
pioportionalely weak in covering power, 
so that for coloring purposes merely, an 
ochre having a less percentage of silica 
might be preferable. But for priming, 
the prxxluct highly charged with silica 
and absorbing the maximum quantity of 
oil may well l>e regarded as the best. A 
priming containing, say, one-third white 
lead, two-thirds finely ground French 
ochre, well flooded with pure raw linseed 



oil, the oil being just faintly colored with 
the pigment, furnishes a basic coat, if 
properly applied, as it should be, con- 
cerning which the painter need have no 
reason to be afraid.

LUMINOUS PAINT. 

In reply to numerous inquiries as to a 
luminous paint for signs that will glow in 
the dark we give the following formula 
for manufacture, taken from the "Me- 
chanics' Handbook ": A quantity of oyster 
shells is first cleaned in hot water and 
put into a brisk fire and left until they 
have been thoroughly glowing for half 
an hour. Take out and allow to cool 
slowly. When quite cold grind to fine 
powder, taking great care to remove all 
gray particles. The powder is then placed 
in a crucible, a very thin layer at first, 
then a thin layer of flower or sulphur, 
thus alternating until the crucible is fidl. 
Cement the cover on, and when cement is 
dry the mass is baked one hour in a hot 
fire and then allowed to cool slowly. 
When the crucible is opened it is advisa- 
ble to remove any gray particle still in the 
mixture, as they are not phosphorescent. 
The mass is then sifted through a piece of 
fine, muslin, and the jjowder which passes 
through is dissolved in lime water. This 
solution is then applied with a brush to a 
sign, two thin coats being sufficient — ^in 
fad' are better than heavy coats. Ordi- 
nary signs, if properly lettered, may be 
covered with this solution, which will not 
be visible in the daytime, while the por- 
tions covered with the above mixture will 
emit a beautiful phosphorescent light in 
the darkness. — New Ideas.

On "New^aper Advertismg.'' 

A R^ott tead at ibe Conctnent Annual 
Meetings cf Association of f/kaudzettaets 
and 'VBobsale Dealeis in Proprietary Art- 
icle^ and tfie Nattonal Wholesak Drug- 
gists' Afsnciation. 



" Owing to the great redaction in the 
cost of white paper, through the introduc- 
tion of wood pnlpt improved machinery 
and other cheapening agencies, a great 
stimulns has been afforded to the prodnc- 
tion of newspapers. The cost of these 
pnblications has been redaced, until a 
great metropolitan i6-page newspaper is 
sold for a penny. The result is that pa- 
pers are bought very freely, but many of 
them are but indifferently read — circula- 
tions are enormously increased. 

"In the olden times when a newspaper 
cost from 3 to 5 cents, and most families 



bf this process throughout the country to 
the advertiser becomes almost startling. 
The World at 2 cents had an enormous 
sale. In many cases it was the only pa- 
per that the family took. 

"But the active and ambitious Mr. 
Hearst appeared upon the field, and, for 
1 cent, put out what many believed to be 
a better paper. Down came the World 
from 2 cents to i cent. Now, it is gen- 
erally believed that although Mr. Hearst's 
paper has attained to an enormous circu- 
lation in a few months, it ha's not mater- 
ially affected the circulation of the World. 
" Therefore, the natural conclusion is 
that the circulation of the one largely 
duplicates the circulation of the other; 
but instead of pa}ring pertaape 40 to 60 
cents a line for the one in reaching a vast 
number of people who were formerly 
reached by the World, the advertiser has 
to pay double this price to reach about 
the sune number of people Bach paper 
will naturally be held at only 50 per cent, 
of its former interest in the household, 
and the poor advertiser is the one who 
■will have to suffer the consequences. The 
same is tme among the readers of weekly 



tion 'Whether under the prevailing 
prices of newspaper advertising 
such distribution of printed matter 
is not a more judicious and profita- 
ble method of reaching the general 
public than is afforded by newvpa- 
pers. Certainly, it has the merit 
that the advertiser may know what 
he is getting for his money, which 
is not always true of newspaper 
advertising. 

"While the publishers of newspapers 
have many associations, some of them 
conducting their proceedings in secret 
meetings for establishing rates, and com- 
binations of prices to be strictly adhered 
to, advertisers on the other hand do not 
generally act in concert, or in harmony 
in any of their business transactions with 
these publishers. Each of us may inno- 
cently believe that we are getting our 
advertising cheaper than any other one 
in the business, and yet whatever we pay 
we cannot be sure but that some other 
advertiser is getting his advertising for 
just a little less than we. 

" Your committee believes that if a few 
of the large proprietors, who advertise 



being the case, it would seem to the 
interest of the general advertiser to dis- 
courage, as far as possible, this system of 
doing business. 

"Original post cffice receipts have 
generally been considered jr.t'y gooti 
evidence with which to substantiate the 
circulation of such papers as are distrib- 
uted wholly or largely through the mails. 
But these, it must be remembered, are 
sometimes misleading ; the body of these 
receipts is often made out in pencil, and, 
while they may be signed in ink by the 
postmaster, it is easy afterwards for the 
figures to be rubbed out and others sub- 
stituted. 

"Affidavits given to prove circulation 
have their value, but are not always to be 
implicitly relied upon. These affidavits 
being extra judicial, and being generally 
made in the most perfunctory manner, 
have, for rea.sons already indicated, ceased . 
to be regarded by advertisers as of great 
value. 

"There is, however, usually in everj- 
newspaper office a book kept, which, if 
the publisher is truly earnest in his ex- 
pressed desire to afford every opportunity

took but one paper, and many borrowed 
from their neighbors, these papers were 
read more thoroughly. In many families 
in the agricnltnral districts, where in the 
olden times but one paper, or two at most, 
was taken, we will find t«j-day four or a 
half dozen papers, and of course the atten - 
tion of the reader is correspondingly divid- 
ed b -tw e ;n them. 

" Circulations.are duplicated to an en- 
ormous and bewildering degree. These 
circulations have increased far more rap- 
idly than the population. It is estimated 
that the average city resident takes three 
papers daily, where formerly they took 
on an average but one. Now, if the adver- 
tiser has to yajpro rata for this drcnla- 
tio-1, ani goes into all of them, it must 
coit him three times as much as formerly 
to advertise his goods as it did when one 
paper brought the news to an entire family. 

" It has been estimated that when the 
Ntw York }^or/</ reduced its price to 1 
cent it knocked something like $j,'(k>,ooo 
off the receipts from circulation. Where 
does that loss fall? ' It must be on the ad- 
vertiser. And, to follow it up, the relation 



papers. 

" When paper and other materials are 
so cheap, there is a great temptation for 
publishers to print many more papers 
than can be drcidated through hgitimate 
channels— sending them' out in ways that 
do not result in finding their way into the 
hands of readers. But in this manner 
they are able to claim large circulations. 
It seems to your committee either that 
the price of newspaper advertising must 
be reduced in the near future, or else it 
will cease to become sufficiently remuner- 
ative to encourage its employment to any- 
thing like the extent to which it has been 
used in the past. 

. " The &ct that the price of new s- 
paper advertising has been kept up 
to such a high pitch Las i. duced a 
good many proprietors to use much 
more largely than formerly medi- 
ums of their own publication, such 
as pamphlet 8, almanacs, circulars 
and advertising gotten up in the 
form of newspapers, disiri bating 
the same from house to hotiap, or 
by post. And it is a mooted 'ques- 



extensively, would establi.sh a kind of 
secret service bureau, for the special pur- 
pose of investigating circulations, many 
of the worthless mediums now represented 
to them as of great value would under 
such a system be found to be comparative- 
ly worthless, and that it would greatly 
reduce the expense of advertising and 
make that done more profitable. To do 
such work individually is naturally sotiie- 
what expensive. 

"Besides, one advertiser frequently 
comes to the knowledge of facts concern- 
ing certain publications, which does - ot 
always come to the knowledge of another. 
By 'comparing notes," what thus cinie 
into the possession of one would be con- 
sidered as the common property of all, 
and greit benefit, it is believed, would 
result therefrom. 

"The practice which many publishers 
have gotten into of farming out their 
advertising space to either special or gen- 
eral agents operates greatly to the detri 
ment of general advertisers. Circulations 
are thereby often very largely exaggera- 
ted, and prices largely increased. Slc'.i 



to investigate his circulation, will gener- 
ally, witliout requiring very much time 
for investigation, disclose the real circu- 
lation of his paper. This is the cash l)Ook. 
Knowing what the pi ice is to publishers 
and subscribers it is easy to estimate the 
number of copies so disposed of. 

"Your committee believes that a gen- 
eral insistence on the part of advertisers 
that circulations claimed sh.ill be verifie<l 
by publishers would riesult greatly to the 
benefit of all general advertisers."

There seems to be at present a pro- 
nounced feeling very generally prevalent 
throughout the country, directed against 
the "fakirs" at fairs. Though privileges 
or concessions have been sohl at fairs 
almost indiiicriminately, from the viry 
origin of fairs to the present lime, f. r.:es 
are now at work which will undonbltdly 
hnng aljout marked changes in this par- 
ticulnr, w'ithin the next few years, and in 
fact, an iron-clad exclusion rule was in 
force at one of the leading state fairs this 
vear. Unusually sharp criticism from the 
Icaihiig dailies and agricultural papers 



followed up each of the st=ite fairs that 
ran "wi le open,** so to speak, this year. 

In or.ler to show the general run of 
sentiment on the sulgect. we quote the 
following from the editorial columns, for 
three successive weeks, of the Breeder!.' 
Cazdic of Chicago, the recognized organ 
of live stork interests of the United States. 

September 30th. 1S96, in the write-up of 
the Wisconsin State Fair, this paper says : 

The Wisconsin State Fair. 
Solomon needs revision. There is something 
new under the sun. It is a **clean" State fair, 
and it was held at Milwaukee last week. Xo 
liquor, no gambling, no fakirs, no side shows. 
It was a revelation. The "nigsrer liabies," the 
cane lack, "the whale, the whale." the silk 
handkerchief and pewter-spoon fakirs, the 
educated pig, the musenm of anatomy, the 
living pictures, the petrified lady, and the snake 
lady that oueht to be petrified, were all con- 
spicnous by their welcome absence. The nnly 
"barkers" were in the dog show. All hail 
Wisconsin ! 

October 7th, 1S96, commenting on the 
Illinois State Fair : 

The Freaks and Fakirs Must Go. 

The Springfield fair is a beneficiary of the 
State of Illinois. Its new home is a gift fiom 
the commonwealth. Jlore Thau $2:0,000 of the 
peoples money has been .spent on the grounds, 
and more will doubtless be given. The object 
of this munificence on the part of the State is 
the encouragement of agriculture and its allied 
interests. The aim is educational. On no other 
ground can this appropriation of tlie people's 
money be justified. 

Last week at Springfield the annual ."State Fair 
assembled, a magnificent exhibit of the agricul- 
tural resources of this and other states. The 
public was invited to study and learn. As the 
visitors wended their way from the Dome 
Building up the broad avenue leading to the 
live-stock liarns— (he only thoroughfare to that 
part of the grounds— they came upon a collection 
of freaks and fakirs, such as had never before 
di.sgraced this ground. In the role of historian 
we bulletin the names of these "educational 
exhibits" provided for the people, by the Illinois 
State Board of AgricuUure: A Petrified Woman. 
.A Circus with Oriental "Dancing" Girls. I.argest 
Den of Snakes in the World. Oriental **r»auces" 
and other attractions. "He. She or It," {with 
n.ide views for ten cents extra— "purely for 
scientific purposes"). Black Africa. Snide- 
jewelry vender. Wild Jim, the Texas Cowljoy. 
.Twentieth Century "Dancing" Girls, and the 
Lady \* ith the Horse's Mane. Living Pictures. 
The Lion-Clawed Mexican Wild Man, and the 
Wild Double Woman. 

With what pride can the members of the Board 
of Agriculture cotitemplate this list of high- 
toned, moral, and reduv-ative* exhibitions that 
th y provided for the people of this State ! 
■|nc names are not the worst of it. Several of . 
these shows were for"Men Only," and "barkers" 
snouted into the ears of the passing people, that 
on the inside men only could see "the hot stuff' ; 
''iiothing tame like the women and children are 
permitted to see in the operii houses." And the 
worst of it is thatthese "barkers"' told the truth. 
This central section of the fair was reeking wiih 
obscenity and vnUa-ity. Passing women and 
children could nut ; escape the insinuating 
speeches of the "iKirfcprs." who wrre promising 
men sights on the i'li'side of th,; canva.s, that, 
women and children would not be allowed to| 
see. And the Illinois State Board of Agricnltuie' 
ctniipounded with this *ndcccncy and olisceiiity 
for the sake of a few paltry dollars paid for the 
privilege of fiauiiting this vulgarity in the faces " 
of its patrons ! 

It passes comprehension that such side-shows 
' should have been permitted on the grouud.s. It 
is more incomprehensible that when their 
brazen character was thoroughly revealed, the 
decent patrons of the fair were not protected . 
from their polluting presence. Imagine the 
.situation : on a fair ground fostered and sup- 
■lMrte«I by the State, shameless men were per- 
mitted ah week long, to make commerce of 
vulirar curiositv: to shout the low character of 
their exhibitions into the unwilling ears of 
pissing people I No wonder is it thpt the 
convention of the Christian Kndeavor Society, 
assembled on the grounds Saturday in response 
to the Board's invitation, by resolution de- 
nounced roundlv the indecent exhibits and 
uttered a threat of future hostility to the fair. 

I'reaks and fakiri have no legitimate place on 
the fair ground. If atnuseineut be not .sufficient- 
ly afforded by the exhibits and the races, let the 
lioanl provide attractions as clo.sely as possible 
alliett to the character of the occasion, such as 



dog shows and well-trained animals. People do 
not attend fairs to merchandise. Vendors of 
cheap goods, snide watches and "silverware" 
have no place on such grounds. The managers 
of a fair owe it to their patrons to protect them 
fiom the ^swindling operations of such falcirs. 
In the rai.sing of revenue fair managers must 
not make cuin|>ncts with indecency, nor plare 
their patrons under the wiles of smooth tongned 
.swindlers. The freaks and fakirs must go. Clear 
the atmosphere at fairs. 

Octol)er 14th, in connection with the 
write-up of the Great St. Louis Fair : 

" The "attraction.s** feature was again worked 
to its utmost at St. Louis this year. It pa.sses 
c< mpreheusion that suih ".side show.s"as were 
to be seen on the "Midway," were admitted to 
the nr.ninds. Thev were more, vile, if possible, 
than those seen at Springfield. Several of these 
.shows were "for men only." and "barkers"' 
shouted the most indecent and vile language 
about them, into the ears of passing women and 
children. Such freaks and fakirs have no 
legitimate place on a fair ground and thev 
should l>e made to go. Be it said to the credit of 
the Board of Managers, however, that when the 
brazen character of one or two of these was 
thoroughly revealed, they ordered them on 
Friday morning, to pull down their tents and 
"clear out.'* 

These three articles show clearly, the 
direction of the influence exerted by this 
paper, so generally read by fair managers. 

A similar position against the fakirs 
has been taken by all the other leading 
agricultural papers, in strong editorials, 
this season, for the first time. Even the 
horse papers have taken the matter up. 
The following from The Horseman, of 
October 20th : 

Bett'ugon horse racingis not generally carried 
on at state fairs; whether it should or should not 
be is a question for the managers to settle to 
their own satislartion and concerns no one else; 
but it is ridiculous in the extreme that a man 
may not bet on a race, yet "go up against ' all 
sorts of games and chances run on the "brace" 
plan. It is a positive shame that so manv of 
these di.sgraceful swindles should be permitted 
to tlourisli at state fairs. They entrap the un- 
wary yokel, rob him of his money, and not only 
that, but their very presence is obnoxious to 
right thinking people. The management that 
refuses to sell the privilege to auction pools ou 
the r.ices and yet sells a wheel of fortune privi- 
Uge miLst be so desperately incompetent as to 
demand removal, aud .still that has tieen done. 
There can be no excuse for the toleration of the 
wheel, either at a race meelingorat a. state lair. 
The various state boards will, when next they' 
meet to receive reports for the past and form 
plans for the coming year, do much better to 
demand the rigorous exclusion of such robber 
games of chance from the grounds than to 
inaugurate a system of economy that will im- 
pair the usefulness of the fair's chief attractiou. 

We read in the "Vicar of Wakefield" of 
the fellow who got swindled out of a 
horse by the green spectacle man at the 
fair, and the country hoys have been" ' 
swindled ever since, but the days of the 
fakir are drawing to a close. No fair 
manager has the right to sell to a part}' 
a conces-ion for the sale of articles of a 
poor quality. Things sold on fair grounds 
should be worth the money. The .sale 
of worthless knicknacks at even a nickel 
or a dime must go ; so must the cheap 
shows. 

The people have been swindled and 
insulted year after year at fairs by the 
'"barkers", but the fair managers of the 
country are beginning to look upon the 
fake problem from a correct stand-point, 
and to act accordingly.

THE CRIERS OF NANTUCKET. 

I don't know that Nantucket is the only 
American town where advertisers advertise 
largely through town criers, but that is the 
belief of Xantucketers and the visitors to the 
island. So faras Nantucket is concerned, 'cry- 
ing" is a business like any other business. 
Some people believe that the town criers are 
town officers, elected by the select men. This 
is not so. The criers both chose the business 
to make money and have followed it for that 
purpose without waiting for any appointment 
or election. For "crying"* a notice all over 
the town of Nantucket they charge twenty.five 
cents. When entertainments come along, the 
managers generally pay fifty cents a cry. and 
give the crier a ticket to the shovr. Besides 
ciyiog. the criers do a business at posting bills, 
distributing circulars, carrying mail for summer 
visitors, and other odd jobs. When on duty at 
crying. Clark, one crier, generally goes around 
with a horn ; Hull, the other with a bell. Both 
of them get over the ground at a good rate. As 

they ivalk along the horn is tooted, or the bell 
. rung. The cry is given at a standstill, and all 
within hearing stop and listen. The advertiser 
who has his ad. imed in Nantucket is sure of 
reaching almost everyone in town, and all for a 
quarter. The winteristhcfcesttimeforthecrier, 
so faras crying is concerned. All kinds of goods 
are then sold at auction, and almost every day 
has at least one auction. These are always cried 
through the town, and the criei*5 announce- 
ments are as eagerly listened to, as bargain ads 
are read in the dailies. In summer crying isn't 
so lively a business, and it's the odd jobs that 
count then. Some of the summer announce- 
nxents are of a remarkable nature. Practical 
jokers sometimes eet hold of the crier, and as 
a result some unobtrusive visitor to the island 
is startled to hear his arrival cried through the 
streets. Advertising by crier doesn't appear to

BRAIN PICTURES. 



By Charles Austin Bates. 



One of the brightest physicians in this 
country^ a specialist in brain and nerve 
'diseases, once explained to me his theory 
of the mental phenomenon called ' ' mem- 
ory". He had beensshowing me the 
make-up of human brain-tissue as revealed 
under a powerful microscope. 

" It will not surprise me," he said, " if 
science eventually demonstrates that 
every atom of brain-tissue found in the 
cortex, or intellectual brain, is an infini- 
tesimal photographic negative. By some 
process an image of not only everything 
seen, but of everything heard, is im- 
pressed upon these negatives. That is, 
the brain is a phonograph and kineto- 
scope combined. By an involuntary ac- 
tion of the will all images are diverted 
over one necve-Iine or another, to this or 
that brain-department or subdepartment. 

"Thus, when a man for the first time 
sees the City Hall Park buildings in New 
York, the impression is sent over a spec- 
ial nerve-line to the building-department 
of the brain, subdivision New York, 
apartment state and political, with a 
branch line connected with department- 
Tammany, and subdepartment Tweedring, 

* * When a man wishes to recall anything 
about the Tweed-ring, he involuntarily 
calls up and actually sees, mentally, a 
picture of the City Hall buildings, pro- 
viding they are the pictures most intim- 
ately associated in his mind with Tweed. 
Then one by one all the other pictures by 
eye and ear are recalled to bini. 

" I believe the eye-pictures, jf equally 
pertinent and impressive take the prece- 
dence, are strongest and come back first. 
For instance, every man can shut his eyes 
and recall his mother's face vividly, after 
most of her motherly admonitions have 
grown dim or entirely vanished. After 
forty years a man can return to his boy- 
hood home and go through the crookedest 
hallway without a mis-step. But he can- 
not recall all the pranks he played in that 
hallway, the words that were spoken 
there, or the sentences from this or that 
book that were read there. 

"The topography of the hall is an oft- 
impressed picture through the eye. That 
is strongest. The pranks or actions are 
jey^Hicttjres photographed bijt once. 
They.]Lake second place as to the facility 
Iwith which they are recalled. The read 
find spoken words take third place accord- 
3iig to their importance and inipressive- 
ness." 

Here is a theory that bears upon the 
value of illustrated advertising, that any 



man may test by a few trials of his own 
memory. If it is right, an illustrated 
advertisement is far and-away more im- 
pressive and effective than one that is 
not. If the human brain is composed of 
photographic negatives, a picture is about 
the best thing you can throw at it, if you 
wish to make a lasting impression. 

Mind you, there must be a striking, 
terse, impressive fact or idea associated 
with the picture, or you have accom- 
plished nothing. Once photographed on 
the brain, the picture is simply a picture, 
and amounts to nothing unless it is asso- 
ciated with som^ fact. A picture that 
isn't emphatically associated with the 



letter press for the reason that it is simply 
a reminder — a means to an end. It isn't 
in itself an advertisement, but simply a 
cry of " halt " that makes a man read the 
ad, and then helps him to recall it. 

The letter-press,' the wording of the ad, 
is first, last and all the time, the feature 
of an ad that sells the goods. Moreover, 
the mere fact that the words, the facts, 
and the ideas in an ad are less easy to 
recall than the outlines of the picture, 
make it imperative that the mobt skill, - 
the most ingenuity, the most study and 
the most money shon'd be expended in 
evolving those features. 

All the art, all the color schemes and

The result is a magnificent production 
from an artistic standpoint, that from a 
business standpoint is utterly worthless. 

The facts that a poster will carry only 
a couple of lines,' of wording, that the 
brain recalls worded matter with much 
more effort than pictured matter, and that 
the worded facts are what really advertise 
and sell the goods, make the wording the, 
vital feature. , 

Any man who will try to convey in one 
or two brief lines of worded matter, in an 
impressive, attractive style, the selling 
facts about an advertised article, will soon' 
realize the difficulties of the task. No 
matter how clever may be the poster or 
any other form of an ad, it is valueless if 
it doesn't' convey important informatiou 
about the article advertLsed. 

When the poster-people and the poster- 
advertisers riealizC the importance of the 
wonting on their productions they will 
come down a little ways out of the sky of 
art, and get their heUs into the solid 
earth of common-sense business. 



goods advertised by some striking fact, 
may possibly be recalled, but witliout 
any definite association that will benefit 
the advertiser. 

The picture in an ad may be ever so 
striking and may make the strongest kind 
of an impression on the brain and yet 
utterly fail of its purpose to favorably 
recall the article advertised. 

My conclusion is that a picture is a most 
important and frequently necessary part 
of an ad. It is important because it stops 
a man and makes him read. It is neces- 
sary because it helps to recall the adver- 
tised article and the most important facts 
about it. It is less important than the 



all the b?auty or humor in a picture, are 
utterly wasted, from an advertising stand- 
point, unless they are inextricably asso- 
ciated with the article advertised and its 
merits. 

Here lies the mistake that kills the 
effectiveness of many of the most striking 
American posters. Money is spent with 
an unsparing hand to get an artistic pic- 
ture and the most striking color effects!' 
But when it comes to the wording econo- 
my has its say. There is only room for a 
sentence or two. "Any old sentence, 
however idiotic or inappropriate wiU do 
just so long as it brings in the name of 
the article. Let the office-boy ^^nrite it" 



Can't Run a Show Without BiU- 
boards. 

The New "Vork papers contain the an- • 
nouncement that Mr. A M. Palmer, the 
veteran theatrical manager, will surrender 
his New "Vork Theater on and after Dec- 
ember I. The Herald says that the last 
straw came in the shape of the refusal of 
the bill posters to handle Mr. Palmer's 
paper owing to some disputed bills' of the 
past. On this account Miss Georgia Cay- 
van's manager was unable, during her 
recent engagement to get her lithographs 
out, and this fact reached the ears of other 
managers who had attractions booked at 
Palmer's, and made them fearful of the 
result. If a theater can't get along with. . 
out bill posting, why does it happen that 
some other classes of trade refuse to even 
give bill posting a trial? When approach- 
ed on the subject they say, "Oh, let the 
theaters use the billboards; we cater to 
the intelligent class of .the community, 
and they have to be reached in another 
way.'' As if the most intelligent people 
were not the mainstay of the theater.

CENSURED. 

The official organ was censured-by the 
members of the New York State Associ- 
ation in convention assembled, November 
loth, at the Marlborough Hotel, New 
York City. 

In testimony of his displeasure, the 
Secretary gave the proceedings to Profit- 
able /Idveriising which comes out in ad- 
vance of Mr. Campbell's paper, and there 
is much feeling exhibited in consequence. 
Candor compels us to state in justice to 
our contemporary, that the convention 
was in no sense representative. Conse- 
quently the censnre amounts to little- 
There were only some half dozen mem- 
bers present, all, save one, or possibly two 
of whom were mere puppets in the.hands of 
the Secretary. He proposed and they as- 
.sented. He was the only one who was 
really disploised. The others, if they 
thought about the matter at all. must 
have known that there was little if any-' 
thing to find fault -with. The paper has 
made a most creditable showing. In 
fact, when the.restrictions and limitations 
with which the editors a^ hampdred'are 
considered, their success is really surpris- 
iug. 

They are not allowed to print all the 
news; they may not criticize' any mem- 
bers or methods of the A. B P. A. They 
are not allowed to mention the Internat- 
ional Bill Posting Association, or the 
International Association of Distributors; 
they cannot speak of advertising agents, 
other than the official representatives of 
the A. R P. A.; and even accounts of the 
conventions of -their own organization 
must be carefully pruned before they ap- 
Bill posters find it dull and prosy 
consequence. 
And yet withal, they have pot out a 
paper acceptable to advertisers. A paper 
that has stimulated interest in posters and 
done much good for the craft in that re- 
spect alone. Every advertiser that re- 
ceived it became a possible patron of the 
boards, and doubtless many . actual con- 
versions may be traced to its influence. 

.If the utterances aud corr^mndence 
of the Secretary of the New York State 
Association were as ably edited as is the 
official organ, far greater" dignity would 
attach to bill posters ancfbiil posting, for 
the editors are both capable of writing 
good Hnglish. 

The slap at Chas. B. Hood & Co. was 
another needless afiront to a firm that 
has been the means of putting thousands 
of dollars in the pockets of the bin post- 
ers of the cotmtry. Suppose one of their 
solidtors did now and then ask for- a 
ccnnmission? Had he not earned it? 
Did he not create the business? Did he 
not deserve it? It was business that the 
bill poster never would have otherwise 
had, and therefore he could well afford a 
reasonable commission. 




But no; the Secretary of the New York 
Assodation thinks differently, and his 
wishes are law. The members of the 
New York Association supinely and ser- 
viley endorse his every whim, and it is 
owing to him more than anyone else that 
measures of compulsion and coercion have 
been adopted by the A. B. P. A. At best, 
they are but cheap bluffs and advertisers, 
and agents so regard them, but for that 
very reason they hurt the business. The 
billboards do not earn a tithe of the 
money they are capable of. They can 
and will be made to pay enormously, but 
this will not come about by insulting 
patrons. Neither will curt refusals, dis- 
courteous correspondence, nor arrogant 
threats and arbitrary measures tend to 
hasten matters. 

This is why the leadership of the Sec- 
retary of the New York State Association 
is dangerous. Narrow to a d^ree he yet 
is plausible, and being a bom organizer 
and indefatigable worker, he finds little 
difficulty in fastening his obsolete ideas 
and unprogressive policy upon his col- 
leagues in the.State Associatiotij^ 

The members of the A. B. P A. should 
think long and seriously before, they al- 
low him to extend his baneful influence 
and further entrench himself by turning 
the New York State Association into a 
District Association. No charter can be 
issued until the Constitution is amended 
so as to admit of it and as that can only 
be done at a regular meeting of the Asso- 
ciation, it will give the members plenty 
of time to think the matter over. 

He is purely selfish in motive, and pos- 
sibly the affected disinterestedness and 
self abnegation in which he is wont to . 
disgnise his real purpose will be pene- 
trated before further harm is done.

The Man With The Charleybox; 
An Enemy To The Entire Craft. 



By Sam. W. Hokb. 



I have said that there are thousands of 
adveitisers that never will post again, 
because they didn't know how at first. 

I will change the warding somewhat, 
and say they will never post again because 
they were not properly treated on their 
first attempt. 

Everybody in any way connected with 
bill posting knows the word "charley- 
box", and the most of them know that 
it is not a myth. 

But the honest majority (and it is a big 
majority) of the bill posting fraternity 
can never realize the amount of business 
they are losing becau.se of the dishonesty 
of a small, an insignificant, number of 
bill posters, • scattered throughout the 
country. 

A bin poster friend of mine up the state, 
wrote me the other day, that he was put- 
ting out some snipes for the traveling 
salesman of a patent medicine house whose 
headquarteas were in this city, and that 
this salesman was very much impressed 
with the possibilities' of bill posting if 
done on a large scale, using large stands, 
and posting persistenly and systematical- 
ly. He suggested the advisibility of my 
seeing the head of the house, and pre- 
senting the matter to him in its proper 
light 

Yesterday I called, to "present the mat- 
' ter in its, proper light" The house is one 
of the oldest in the patent medicine line ; 
the remedy they make is one of the rem- 
edies that my grandmother used to swear' 
by -when I was a child ; I don't suppose 
there is a drug store in America that does 
not carry a supply of this medicine ; I 
don't think there is a town In America 
containing a newspaper but has the chance 
of reading of this remedy in that news- 
paper, and pretty' nearly all the year 
round. 

I introduced myself, and stated that I 
had: called to talk of advertising, and 
more especially of bill posting and dis- 
tributing; "Don't want to talk about 
bill posting - don't want to do any bill 
posting— don't want to ever hear tell of 
bill posting or bill posters," was the leply 

I received, in a tone of voice that warned 

• 
me that I would be safest between him 

and the door. 'Well, sir," I replied, "I 
came here at the request of one of your 
road men, who, I understand, is doing 
some posting for you up the state, 
and who is so well pleased with the re- 
sults of the little he is doing as to advise 
you to go into the matter right. Sniping 
is all right for villages, and along country 
roads, but when you get into towns and 
cities you should have large stands, pos- 
ters that can be read by everybody, and 
at a distance, and without having to stop 
and study the matter out." 



That m^ be all very well," he answer- 
ed, "we Afcon't discuss the question of 
which IS the best size of poster to use ; the 
size we use is used because it is conven- 
ient to ca-ry around, and because onr men 
can get it up whether the town contains 
a bill poster or not ; and as for posting 
except when we can have a man of our 
own on the spot to see that it is done 
right, (or at least done, some way), we 
shall never try the experiment again. 
Some three years ago we sent 40,000 books 
for distribution, and some 3,000 sheets 
of paper for posting to Oofty & Ooft, 
bill posters, of Umptyville; only a few 
days before our salesman had been in the 
town, and had loaded up the wholesale 
drug trade, to be ready to meet the de- 
mand. A month rolled by, and we heard 
nothing alarming from Umptyville; things 
seemed to be going along in the same old 
way as during the previous year when no 
advertising h.id been placed there." 

"We wrote to some druggists, asking 
if they had seen anything of the booklets 
or the posters, or had heard anything of 
them from their trade, with the t«ply that 
a book had been thrown into their stor^, 
but they had heard of none otherwise, 
didn't know of any posters. By same mail 
came a bill for the distributing and post- 
ing, with a request for remittance, date of 
the posting and other work being placed 
some thirty days before. I immediately 
took the train for Umptyville, saw the 
drug trade, made careful inquiries to con- 
vince myself that the work had never 
been done, further than to shove a few 
books into the drug store, and to post a 
few posters near the depoU; I then saw a 
lawyer, got a search warratit and found 
more than three fourths of the stnff still 
unopened in Oofty & Ooft's bill room." 

"Aid that's why we do no more posting 
or distributing, unless one of our own men 
can be on the spot »o see that it is done. ' 
Now, here is a case where one dishon- 
est bill poster has been the cause of hun- 
dreds of honest ones losing business for 
the past three years— business that might 
have amounted to hundreds of thousands 
of dollars by this time. 

Perhaps a dozen, a hundred, or a thous- 
and talks with this man may be the means 
of convincing him that because he should 
at some period of his business existence 
have happened upon a dishonest book- 
keeper, is no reason for forever thereafter 
refusing to have any bookkeeping done ; 
perhaps I may be able to get him to see 
the matter in the same light in rq;ard to 
bill posters: but even if I should, there is 
the past that is gone, and the tnoney that 
is gone into other channels can never be 
recovered by the bill posters. 

These people, these Charleyboxers, 
though few and far between, have done 
more to injure bill posting than all the 
tirades of the newspapers combined. And 
yet the honest men of the craft enter no 
protest; we read in the constitution and 
by-laws of the associations that crooked 
dealing will not be tolerated, but we 
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One of Tirrill's Lima, Ohio, Boardi. 



liever hear of any expulsions on that ac- 
count; and we never hear of any applica- 
tions for membership being rejected 
tiecausie the applicant is known to be 
crooked. We do hear of rejections be- 
cause there is another member in the same 
town, and members are expelled for non- 
payment of dues. But when was there 
ever an example made because of dishon- 
esty? 

Perhaps you will say that I ought to 
give this bill poster's name and address, 
and so warn the community, and adver- 
tisers particularly, against them But I 
know my lesson too well to do anything 
of the kind. Just as soon as the general 
advertiser knows all these little points as 
well I do theie will be one less reason for 
his patronizing the middleman; and as the 
bill poster himself doesn't take sufficient 
interest in the matter to do any denounc- 
ing I don't see that there is call for nie to 
do so.

In New York alone, there are Hoke, 
Mnnson, Hote, Reagan, and Gillam & 
Shanghnessy, none of whom are authorized 
agents of the Association, and all of whom 
send out more or less work. If those 
members of the Association who have 
opposition in their respective cities, obey 
the mandate they wiU not get work from 
these independent agents, and their op- 
position will. Are they anxious to throw 
work into their oppositions' hands ? Will 
they thus ddiberately help to build up 
and strengthen their competitors' busi- 
ness ? We think not. And what of those 
members who control efsdusi ve franchises, 
those who have no Opposition to contend 
with? ■If they obey the decree their al- 
lotments will: be cut down to the very 
smallest possible amount, while the bulk 
will go to those who allow the customary 
commissions. Then, too, they will in- 
evitably incur the displeasure, if not the 
enmity, of the independent agents, and 
are thus paving the way, if not openly 
inviting opposition. Few will care to do 
so. Most of-tbem want more rather than 
fewer agents in the field. They argue, 
and rightly, too, '"the more agents, the 
more work.^' We think that all legiti- 
mate and reponsible agents will continue 
to receive their commissions in the future 
as they have in the past. 



Some few unthinking enthusiasts will 
blindly obey the mandate, but they will 
be few indeed. The great majority will 
read between the lines, detect the real 
beneficiaries, and failing to find redpro- 
cal benefits or advantages for themselves, 
will promptly repudiate the action of the 
committee. It will be vain to preach to 
them of fealty and loyalty. They cannot 
be hoodwinked longer in that manner. 
They will point to the fact that Rife and 
Houck have gone into Washington and 
openly arraj-ed themselves against Mox- 
ley; that the American Bill Posting Co. is 
openly negotiating for Weber's boards in 
New Orleans; that Van Beuren is said to 
have furnished the money that instituted 
the opposition against the Memphis Bill 
Posting Co.; and what will the moguls of 
the A. B. P. A. do about it? What can 
they do, except declare the Assodation 
"open"— open to all bill posters of repu- 
tation and standing. A certificate of 
membership would mean something then. 
It would mean that the holder was com- 
petent, experienced and trustworthy. It 
would be a diploma. 



Don't Neglect The Villages. 

BY $AM W. HOKE. 

The advertiser vrho posts the villages 
and small towns is still the exception and 
not the rule; espedally is this the case if • 
his appropriation for posting is not suffi- 
cient to allow him to cover everything. 
I have repeatedly made out estimates 
covering entire states, only to have the 
advertiser foot up the total population 
and the total cost and find that the pop- 
ulation was less and the cost more than 
estimates for one or two or three promi- 
nent cities; and on the basis that he can 
get more for his money, he lets the vil- 
lages alone and posts the big cities only. 
A very little reflection on the part of 
one with any knowledge at all of village 
life would convince him that all "drcu- 
lation" is not of the same value. Adver- 
tising is valuable in proportion to the 
amount of discussion it can create. By this 
I mean that the more the article is dis- 
cussed the more chance there is for sales. 
Now, it is a well known fact that in 
small places everybody knows everybody 
else, and that in large places "nobotly 
knows nobody else;" in New York and 
other dties the dweller in a flat doesn't 
visit, or speak to, or even know the name 
of, the occupant of the adjoining flat, even 
on the same floor. In the small town 
there is not a man, woman or child that 
is not known to all the others. 

In the large dty the average resident 
who is enough impressed with an adver- 
tised article to give it a trial, very seldom 
if ever mentions the fact to another; if 
he likes it he keeps on buying it, but 
he never thinks of telling his neighbor. 
On the other hand, in the villages, from 
the moment that the poster appears on 
the boards, Mrs. Smith, and Mrs. Jones, 
and Mr. Brown, and Mr. Robinson, all 
begin discussing the article advertised, 
and probably before night one or the 
other of them has given it a trial, with 
the result that next day all the town is 
advised that it is a good thing and should 
be "pushed along." 

This is not a matter of theory at all, 
but is actual fact, proven beyond a possi- 
bility of a doubt by some three or four 
shrewd advertisers, who, however, are 
too shrewd to publish their discovery to 
the entire advertising world. 

Of course there are difficulties to over- 
come in posting villages and small towns; 
and these difficulties are so great in com- 
parison to posting the large cities, that 
many shrink from attempting it. In many 
instances there is no regular bill poster, 
or if there is, he is employed by the man- 
agement of the theatre, and the billboards 
like as not all belong to the theatre, and 
can be used for commercial paper only 
when not wanted by a "fly- by, night." 
I have on file hundreds of Ittters from 
this kind of bill posters, stating that they 
will place the paper for three cents a 
sheet and leave it up as long as possible, 
but as the boards belong to the opera 
house, the paper will have to be covered 
whenever a show comes along. 

Only recently, I have had a great deal 
of correspondence from bill posters from 
a number of sections, and an oft repeated 
statement was that the bill poster could 
not take very much paper until the end 
of the theatrical season; this kind of word 
came almost exclusively from small vil- 
lages, where the amount of vacant ground 
on which to build new boards is practic- 



ally unlimited. One notable exception io 
this rule was Mr. Bangasser, of McMinn- 
ville, Oregon, who says: "Send me all 
the paper you can at any time, and if my 
boards are full there is lots of lumber and 
lots of lots, and in twenty-four hours I'll 
have your paper well placed." 

The advertiser who uses the newspapers 
almost universally places his appropria- 
tion through an advertising agent, and in 
this way escapes the drudgery of making 
out contracts and sending out checks for 
each individual deal. And the advertiser 
who uses the billboards should also utilize 
the services of the ad vertising agents who 
make a specialty of posting; and nothing 
but my extreme modesty prevents my 
telling you right here and now the name 
and address of the best man of them all 
for this purpose. 



HARRY MUNSON. 

Genial, affable, popular Harry Mnnson. 
We have been a long, long time procur- 
i ig his photograph, for he is much averse 
to individual publidty. But finally, 
through the good offices of his right liand 
bower, Mr. W. B. Lowden, general man- 
ager of Mr. Munson's great bill posting 
plant, we are enabled to gratify a large 
number of our readers by reprodudng 
his portrait. 

It can be safely said that no member of 
the craft boasts of more friends than Mr. 
Mnnson. He is, as Jim Curran asserts, a 
perfect prince of good'fdlows, and richly 
merits the success and affluence which 
are his. 

Bom December i6th, 1840, in New 
York, he has ever since resided in the 
Metropolis. He made his entry into the 
bill posting business in 1879, as a partner 
in the old firm of Ellsworth, Van Beuren 
& Street. In 1883, Ellsworth died, and 
the firm name was changed to Van Beuren 
& Munson. In 1887 Mike Shine and Sam 
Pratt were admitted, and it became known 
as Van Beuren & Co. In January, 1892, 
Munson severed his connection vrith the 
firm, and the following April embarked 
in business for himself. The history of 
his business since then has been one long 
unbroken record of success. 

There maybe one laiger plant than his 
and then again there may not. This is a 
mooted question. There can be abso- 
lutely no doubt though, that his is the 
best balanced, best conducted, best pat- 
ronized, and best paying of any service in 
America to-day. 

It is for this reason that we have so 
diligently sought to place hi* portrait 
before our readers. Much interest at- 
taches to a man of his attainments'.'and it 
is but meet that he should make some 
slight sacrifice in the matter of reserve 
that<tthe interest and curiosity of the 
maif jr'niay be gratified. 

a^.''^;Mi|nson occupies a palatial resj- 
denc'||t Munson, Long Island, a town 
nanlfe4vkfter him by the postal authorities. 
Hp.;hiis travelled extensively, both at 
home .an4 abroad, and is highly esteemed 
by a wide and ever-growing circle- of 
friends and acquaintances. 

Of l»^e ye^rs he has allowed the active 
cop^iipt of bis bus:n>ss to devolve upon 
Mr. IvQwden, while he devotes himself to 
t'?? jpy? o^ ease and leisure. His winters 
are spent in Florida, where he has a yadit 
of his own, and his summers at Munson 
Long'Island. 



Telling People Atout Things. 



By Bert m. Moses. 



Advertising is telling people about 
things. Telling them what things look 
like, what they are good for, who sells 
llieni and what they cost. »' 

Getting business is merely a question 
of advertising. It is merely a question of 
uskitig hard enough and long enough and 
often enough and in the right way. Some- 
times it takes a good while to find out 
the right way, but there is a right way 
for everything. 

Civing somclxxly else advice about his 
advertising is easy. The man who can't 
tell another man bow to advertise is the 
man I have never met. Advice is even 
freer than air. There is more of it than 
there are microbes in a sewer. 

Trouble with most advertising is that 
it doesn't fit. It isn't made to order. It 
is either patterned after somebody else's 
advertising, or it is prepared by somebody 
who doesn't know anything about adver- 
tising'. 

The most important part of advertising 
is the plan. It is like the prescription of 
tlie phyiiician. Any druggrist can fill a 
prescription after it is written, but the 
responsibility rests on the writer. 

Once more the plan is what counts. 
Get on the right track, and the rest is 
easy. Map out a plan of campaign on 
the right lines, and it will take an un- 
common amouiTt of blundering to make a 
failure. I jvould rather start on the right 
plan with poorly-prepared advertising 
matter, than to start on the wrong plan 
with the most carefully written literature 
by the most expert writer in the world 

No man ever made a failure when his 
advertising was planned right and written 
right. I make this statement with the 
understanding that the goods advertised 

are worthy. 

The one great thing that makes so 
much advertising fall flat is to be found 
in the advertisers themselves. They lie 
about their goods. They tell what isn't 
so. For instance, one man says he sells a 
soap that is a wonderful article. He tells 
the good housewife that all she has to do is 
to buy the soap and sit down. The soap 
will do the rest. It will finish the job. 
According to his ads, the soap is a living, 
breathing thing. It can do everything 
but talk. It rolls up its sleeves, spits on 
its hands, and proceeds to drive out all 
the dirt within a radius of ten miles. 
Maybe 1 am exaggerating a little, but not 
very much. When the woman buys the 
soap, she finds it just like any other soap. 
It makes things dean, but it does not 
work automatically. She has to apply it, 
and apply it hard. By the sweat of her 
brow and by the power of her elbow, she 
makes the soap do its duty. The next 
time she sees a soap ad or any other kind 
of ad, she smiles, and says: 'Thank you; 
I Iiave had a little experience of my 
own." Then, when the advertisnients 
l>esin to lose their pulling power, the ad- 
vertiser says such-and such papers, or 
po.stors, or booklets, or circulars are no 
good— they don't pull. 

1 started out in this article to talk about 
tile Iniporlance of the planivng, but have 
Kotlen away from my subject. Maybe 
Wlml I have written is of interest to some- 
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body, so I'll permit it to stand, if the 
editor is willing. 

Suppose we consider a proper plan for 
advertising a new remedy for curing 
coughs, colds and the other things of a 
-like nature. 

The first thing I would do would be to 
count my money. Then I would figure 
out how big a territory I could thoroughly 
cover. I would figure on a ba^is of cov- 
ering that territory with a thick coating 
of advertising I would rather have it 
too thick than too thin. I would get 
down the newspaper directories and pick 
out the right papers to use. A shrewd 
advertiser can nearly always read between 
the lines printed in directories. There 
are earmarks that enable him to judge 
pretty accurately whether a cii'culation 
statement is true or whether it is false. 

I think about five inches, sitigle col 
umn, would be enough space to^fiSe in 
the papers. In that space I woilid tell 
the people that my remedy cured colds. 
I would tell them that every case of con- 
sumption sprang from a little cough. I 
would say that a congh was the signal 
that consumption always gave. That it 
was a warning to get cff the road to the 
graveyard. Stop the cough when it starts 
and you stop consumption. 

Of course I would want lots of pictures. 
These I would use in the papers, on 
posters and in booklets. My whole en- 
deavor would be in the direction of 
pounding in the fact that half the tomb- 
stones in the graveyard were erected over 
the dead bodies of people whose untimely 
ends came because they failed to stop a 
little cough. I would have pictures of 
burial grounds, of undertakers' stores, of 
skeletons, of hearses, of weeping rela- 
tives, of empty chairs. 



I would c»ver the town with posters, 

and put a well-written and well-printed 
booklet into every house. I would make 
the bill posters happy, and the distribu- 
tors happy, and the publishers happy. I 
would start my campaign along in the 
fall when people begin to sneeze and 
snuffle and make brisk business for the 
handkerchief manufacturers. I would so 
thoroughly overshadow all other cough 
cures that nobody would sneeze or cough 
without thinking of my remedy. 

That is the way I would do. I would 
stick to that territory until it was thor- 
oughly worked. If I had any money left 
it would go into pastures new. I would 
there go through the same performance. 
I would not figure on getting my money 
back next day. If it came back in a year 
or two, I would be satisfied. 

I believe there are preparations that 
really cure most all coughs, and I am 
basing this plan of campaign on the as- 
sumption that I had a meiitorious remedy. 

And there's another thing. I would 
not sell my remedy at a cheap price. I 
think I would put the price a little 
higher than the prices of similar prepar- 
ations. Then I could say: "This remedy 
costs most,- but it is worth most. The 
man or woman who buys medicine be- 
cause it is cheap is getting ready to give 
the undertaker- a job."

The man who says in a general way 
that newspaper advertising is the only 
kind that pays is mistaken. So is the 
man who pins his faith to posters and to 
lx)oklets. It is a judicious mixing of 
those mediums that pays best. 

The man who has made a failure in his 
advertising can trace his failure to one of 
three sources, perhaps to all of them. He 
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followed; the wrong plan, or used the 
wrong kind of matter, or spread his ad- 
vertising out too thinly. Once in a while 
a man spends too much, but such men 
wouldn't make a very big army. 



A Disinterested (?) Aesthetic 

We dip the following naive and ingen- 
ious paragraph from Netl'Spaperdom : 

The Newburyport ( Mass. ) Nezvs objects 
to the disfigurement of the country along 
the railroads, with unsightly advertising 
boards. It says : " We believe there is a 
State law against defacing natural scenery 
iu the shape of rocks and trees ; it ought 
to be so extensive in its scope as to make 
the present defilement of the marshes 
with advertising boards an impossibility. 
The state has something to learn from 
other commonwealths in this respect." 
The money spent in putting up and main- , 
taining a painted sign will buy at least 
four times its value in advertising in 
newspapers.

Sec 3. All applications for member- 
ship diall be accompanied by a member- 
ship fee of three dollars ($3.00), and all 
applications shall be made on a suitable 
form to be provided by the association, 
and which shall contain the age, occupa- 
tion, readence address of the applicant.

ARTICLE rv. 
OF THE EI.ECTION OF OFFICERS. 

Sec I. The President, Vice-Presidents,

Sec. I. The membership fee for this 
association shall be three dollars (^3.00), 
which shall accompany the application 
for membership ; and if any application 
for membersiiip shall be rejected, the 
membership fee shall be returned to the 
applicant at once, together with a notice 
of the rejection.

Sec 2. All dues shall be paid quarter- 
ly, on or before the beginning of the quar- 
ter for which they are due. 

Sec. 3^ Any member neglecting or re- 
fusing to pay his dues for more than thirty 
days after the beginning of the quarter 
for which they are due, shall be fined 
twenty-five cents (25 cts.), and if at the 
end of the next thirty days he has not 
paid said dues and fines, he shall be sus- 
pended by "the Executive Committee, and 
notice of the suspension mailed him by 
the Secretary.

to do all other work imposed on him by 
the Executive Committee, and to submit 
a complete written report of the work of 
his term of office, and to submit the same 
to the regular meeting at the end of his 
term of office. 

Sec. 4. It shall be the duty of the So- 
liciting Secretary to do soliciting, and to 
furnish members from time to time, or 
upon request, with such lists and infor- 
mation in his possession as may tend to 
assist them in their efforts to secure work. 
He shall also do all other corresponding 
or cferical work imposed on him by the 
Executive Committee. He shall render 
a complete written account of the work 
of his office at the annual meeting suc- 
ceeding his election. 

ARTICLE VII. 

Sec I. Neither the President, Vice- 
Presidents, nor Secretary-Treasurer shall 
receive any pay for their official services. 

Sec. 2. The Soliciting Secretary shall 
be allowed no money compensation for 
his services, but he shall be allowed to 
employ a competent stenographer and 
typewriter, at a salary not to exceed ^3.00 
per week, who shall at all times be under 
the direct control and direction of the 
Soliciting Secretary, and who shall be 
paid out of the general funds of the asso- 
ciation. 

Sec. 3. None of the members of the 
Executive Comir.ittee shall receive any 
pay for their services, except as already 
provided.

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i;um of one thousand dollars ($ I ,ooo)f or the 
faithful discharge of his duties. He shall 
also keep his books open at all times to 
the inspection of the Executive Commit- 
tee. 

ARTICLE IX. 

Sec. 1. It shall be the duty of the Ex- 
ecutive Committee, of which the Secre- 
tary Treasurer shall be chairman, to de- 
cide all questions of dispute arising be- 
tween members or between members and 
advertisers To pass on all applications 
for membership and on all suspensions 
for non-payment of dues, or for breech of 
contract or faith with advertisers, and to 
sit in judgment in all cases where mem- 
bers are accused of conduct that will be 
calculated to bring the association in dis- 
repute before the public. They shall also 
provide a suitable form of application for 
membership for the use of persons who 
wish to become members of this associa- 
tion, and this form shall contain all the 
requisites enumerated in Article IV, Sec- 
tion 4, of this constitution, together with 
all other matter that may seem wise in 
the eyes of the Executive Committee. 

Sec 2. The E xecutive Commit tee shall 
instruct the Secretary-Treasurer in regard 
to the placing of all advertising to be 
placed in the name of the association. 

ARTICLE X. 

Sec. 1. The service tendered adver- 
tisers by this association is guaranteed to 
be absolutely reliable by the members at 
large. 

Sec. 2. In the event of a member be- 
ing detected in violating his obligation '.o 
this association or advertisers for whom 
he may be doing work, by reason of dere- 
liction of duty or non performance of any 
stipulations of any contract or agreement 
which he has entered into with any ad- 
vertiser, and it shall be proven, upon in- 
vestigation, that said advertiser has sus- 
tained a loss at the hands of the aforesaid 
member, this association shall take imme- 
diate steps to reimburse said advertiser 
for said loss. 

Sec. 3. The President shall request the 
advertiser to file a claim, duly sworn to, 
with the Secretary Treasurer, which shall 
set forth the true value of the advertising 
matter entrusted to the offending mem- 
ber, together with the amount of the 
freight charges prepaid on same, and the 
amount of money paid to said offending 
member for his services in this particular 
instance. 

Sec. 4. The Executive Committee, hav- 
ing satisfied itself that the claim is reason- 
ably true and just, shall, through its chair- 
man, immediately, notify the member 
chiefly concerned to send the amount 
called for in the claim to the Secretary- 
Treasurer, who shall remit it to the ad- 
vertiser to whom it is due. 

Sec. 5. In the event of the member 
failing to comply with the demand with- 
in thirty days after it is issued, the Secre- 
tary-Treasurer shall so inform the Execu- 
tive Committee, who shall declare his 
name to be dropped from the roll of mem- 
bership, and publish the fact. 

Sec. 6. When a member fails or r. fuses 
lo make restitution to an advertiser, when 
-so ordered, the Secretary-Treasurer shall 
I'.iy the amount out of the general funds 
of the association, and at once issue a pro- 
rata assessment on all the members to 
make up the deficiency thus created in 
llie treasury of the association. 



ARTICLE XI. 

Sec. I. It shall be the duty of each 
member to write at least three letters each 
mouth to persons in districts or counties 
not already covered by this association, 
soliciting them to become members of this 
association. Names of persons to be writ- 
ten to, to be furnished by the Secretary- 
Treasurer. 

ARTICLE XIL 

Sec. I: No more than one member 
shall be accepted from one county unless 
it be mutually agreeable with both parties, 
and a written consent of both parties in- 
terested shall be filed with the Secretary- 
Treasurer before a certificate of member- 
ship is issued to the second member for 
the same territory. 

ARTICLE XIII. 
Sec. I. These by-laws may be amended, 
changed, or repealed by a two-thirds' 
vote of all the members in good standing 
voting at any meeting. 

THE INTERNATIONAL 
Bill Posting Assodatioiu 

Probable no trade organization extant 
has met with the universal approval en- 
countered by the International Bill Post- 
ing Association, Certainly none can point 
to as rapid and substantial a growth. 

Scarcely two years old, it has already 
outstripped the other associations in point 
of membership. (It is a fact that it is nu- 
merically the strongest association in the 
country.) 

Advertisers and advertising agents both 
heartily endorse and commend it, for the 
reason that it brojie away from old and 
hide bound traditions.

CANADA 
and Canadian Bill Fosters. 
The duty on posters -going from the 
United States into Canada is practically 
prohibitive. The present rate was, it is 
said, fixed by one Mitchell, a poster 
printer in Ottawa. Designed to protect 
three poster printers in the Dominion, 
none of whom are lithographers, it works ' 
a great hardship on over one hundred bill 
posters. No advertiser can afford to send 
his paper into Canada under the present 
tariff and hundreds of dollars are thereby 
annually lost to the bill posters, who 
would otherwise receive as much paper as 
their cousins in the states. It is a crying 
shame and an outrage. How many Cana- 
dian bill posters will sign a 'petition to 
Parliament looking to its repeal or revi- 
sion ? Billboard Advertising will have 
it properly framed and circulated if re- 
sponses to this article warrant the effort. 
W. W. Scane, of Chatham, Out., ought to 
take this matter up. P F. Schaefer and 
Clarence E. Runey, President and Secre- 
tary respectively, of the International Bill 
Posting Ass'ii assure us that the latter 
organization will lend its aid and influence.

De&th of Mr. Joseph Seidenbergf. 

Bill posters generally will hear with re- 
gret of the sudden death on Sunday, Nov- 
ember 15, of Mr. Joseph Seidenbetg, of 
New York, head of the great cigar house 
of Seidenberg & Co. For the past decade 
this firm has been a liberal spender of 
money for display advertising, in fact, it 
has been among the largest in the cigar 
line. I won't say that Seidenberg & Co. 
were pioneers in the cigar trade in this 
method of iadvertisirg, but if not, thty 
were certainly among me first to go at it 
systematicallyj and persistently, and 
heavily. During the year just past the 
firm suffered from a large number of fail- 
ures throughout the country, and were 
obliged on this account to reduce their 
advertising expenditures; in addition, 
came the troubles in Cuba, and the .diffi- 
culties of securing Havana tobacco. The 
firm has been steadily gaining ground 
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during the year, and had about decided 
on another campaign for 1897, when Mr. 
SeiJjnberg's death is announced. I am 
assured by the surviving partners that 
business will continue just as in the 'past. 
It may be news to a great many of the 
readers of Billboard that the fast cigar 
factory to be built in Key West was built 
by Joseph Seidenberg, in 1867, and that 
the wiseacres of that day pronounced the 
experiment a mo^t foolish one. That his 
success was phenomenal, and that his ex- 
ample was widely followed are well known 
facts, and are conclusive evidences of Mr. 
Seidenberg's business forethought.

A Cheap Bid For Newspaper No- 
toriety. 

Some years ago, "Yours Merrily, John 
R. Rogers, who was at that time acting 
in the dual capacity of husband and man- 
ager to "Yours Kittenishly, Minnie Pal- 
mer," determined, with a blare of trum- 
pets to reform theatrical advertising by 
abolishing all bill posting. The news- 
papers were full of praises of "Yours 
Merrily" for some months for his alleged 
intentions to spend all his advertising 
money in future with them and them 
alone, and this free advertising given 
him and his star served his' purpose 
very well. But the billboard and the bill, 
poster and those who continued to use 
them continued to thrive. 

I am reminded of the above, which. I 
wrote for Printers' Ink some six years 
ago, by reading the following in ^ftNew 
York Herald today. Nov. 27, i8g6: 

Messrs. Klaw & Erlanger, tbe extensive the- 
atrical managers, say that tney will use no more 
posters to advertise their shown. They came to 
this conclusion yesterday, and at once surren- 
dered all locations on the street-*:, fences and dead 
walls, and'irired'theii-' agents through the conn-*- 
try to hereafter abandon this form of advertis- 
ing. The move has been contemplated for a 
long time. 

"I am convinced that the step is a shrewd 
one," said Mr. Klaw yesterday. "Thirty thea- 
tres in town, eager Sanday newspapers and hdlf 
a hundred patent medicines are weekly reaching 
out for the city's dead walls and purchasable 
spaces for the eye of the passerby. Competition 
for locations has run the terms up to enormous 
figure-s. Then the sheets are posted generally 
in streams, and each is obscured by its neightnr. 
Years ago when the city was youn^ in theatres 
and patent medianes and the city roomier, a 
manager had fair prospects of having an attrac- 
tive porter read by those who ran. Now we are 
crowded and less reposeful, and I believe all 
money so spent is absolutely lost. We are going 
to put the money usually spent in this way into 
the advertising columns of the newspapers. 
The combined weekly circulation of the dailies 
easily extends into the millions. In this way 
we know we get our announcements on the 
tables of thousands of homes. There is no spec- - 
ulation about this We have long been consider-, 
ing this step, and our renunciation of the billing 
system now is the only deduction possible after 
a review of the present situation. We have not 
considered the possible effect of our innovation 
on our neighbors. For our gain, we would 
rather that they would not follow us." 

The funny part of all this is that the 
only show Klaw & Erlanger have in New 
York at the present time is "Jack and the 
Beanstalk," at the Casino. And if the 
Casino has done any bill posting this 
season, it has been done on ash barrels 
and other unprotected locations. The 
regular bill posters have done nothing for 
Canary & Lederer, the Casino managers, 
this season in the way of bill posting, but 
Mr. Sam Pratt tells me to-day that all of 
them — Munson, Reagan & Van Beuren — 
have done considerable in the way of 
suits for moneys earned in the past. 

Mr. Klaw is undoubtedly correct in his 
assumption that bill posting on ash bar- 
rels is money thrown away, and if he can 
get rid of the expense and at the same 
time get several thousand dollars' worth 
of newspaper notices free of cost, he 
shows himself possessed of a great big 
head by taking advantage of the oppor- 
tvmity. |am W. HokE. 
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The Brown Pharmacy Co., no Wood- 
wood Avenue, Detroit, Michigan, are get- 
ting ready to distribute samples through- 
out Ohio only. Distributors in that state 
will do well to write them at once. 



In New^ Orleans, before the City Coon- 
oil, whicb met October T4th, an ordinance 
prohibiting the distribution of "papers, 
circalars or pamphlets, containing ad- 
vertisements of any description in the 
yards or under the doors of private resi- 
dences" was passed. The violation of 
this law was punishable by a fine not ex- 
ceeding twenty-five dollars. After the 
passage of this measure, councilman com- 
menced to realize- that they had acted 
hastily. A strict interpretation of this 
law^ would certainly prevent daily papers 
from being delivered by carriers. The 
merchants who advertise by distributing, 
and there were many, considered its en- 
forcement interfering with their rights 
as tax-payers. One, the head of a large 
dental association, had a petition protest- 
ing against the ordinance and asking for 
its repeal, drawn up. It was a monster, 
and signed by several -thousand leading 
business men. This petition was pre- 
sented to the city conndl by Councilman 
Col. Sherrouse, well known among ad- 
vertising men as the President of the 
Company which manufactures Tichenor's 
Antiseptic. 

Ja requesting the Repeal of this unde- 
sired ordinance, Col. Sherrouse suggested 
that another, permitting the distribution 
of advertising matter after it bad been 
favorably passed upon by the Mavor who 
would issae a permit, be passed. This 
was done at the meeting, Monday, Nov. 
23d, and as soon as the new law is pro- 
mulgated, distributing -will go on jost as 
severely as ever before.

Mr. Case is Third Vice 
President of the International Association 
of pistribntors,. and is pretty well known, 
now asmaiiagerof the Hustler Advertising 
Co., he has bumped against nearly every 
business man or firm whose belief is the 
- same as his, (out dqor advertistng) and a 
great many more w^ho don't believe in 
anything. He was bom in Fort 'Wayne 
when he was very young and grew up 
with the town, consequently, knows all 
about it. In 1891. he, with Robt E. Un- 
deman (since retired) organized The Hust- 
ler Co., and by honest work and stKct 
business methods, hasniademany friends 
among the exponents of out door adver- 
vertising, and numbers among his patrons 
many of the most prominent 'advertisers 
throughout the country. It might also 
be said he numbers his references with his 
patrons, as his opposition say his only 
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fault lies in doing good work. He has 
lately, accepted the agency for The Don- 
aldson Lithographing Co., of Cincinnati, 
and soon expects to more thoroughly ed- 
ucate the business men in his territory on 
the potent, pulling, power of the poster. 
He has troubles of his own, but realizing 
that ' 'there are others' ' will not inflict any 
tale of woe upon a much abused public

Printing houses must adopt some means 
of rendering sample posters and litho- 
graphs unfit for use by recipients. 

Many retailers write for samples of 
commercial posters, who have no inten- 
tion of placing an order. When the 
samples arrive they are turned over to a 
sign painter and appropriately lettered, 
after which they are used in the show 
windows and on the front of the house.

I work in harmony with all 
Associations and their representatives, not 
against them, and I hope in time to see 
all the craft enrolled under one banner, 
"Bill Posters of America," and will lend 
all my efforts to that end. I should be 
proud to rightfully acquire the title re- 
cently conferred on me in a moment of 
play by the editor, if in time I could sign 

myself the Solicitor General for the Bill

I have been requested to publish my ideas of 
constructing billboards, and if you see fit to pub- 
lish the same it may save some brother bill 
posters much annoyance if they adopt my plans. 

To make a perfect billboard use uprights of 
Oak 2x4, close enough together' to insure firm- 
ness, let these into the ground far enough when 
set to be solid, then use 2x4 Hemlock or Pine for 
horizontal pieces, placing one line at the top, 
one line at the middle, and one line at the t)ot. 
tom. Now for the face, use the best grade of 
lumber, either ship-lap or tougue. and grooved, 
and before nailing in place paint each board on 
both sides and both edges with two good coats of 
paint. When dry nail the boards to place per- 
pendicular, fitting the edges up close, then take 
Oak stakes, 3 feet long, made of 2x4. drive them 
in the ground opposite each, upright, leaving 
enough of the top above the ground to spike to. 
Then place a firm brace from each stake to each 
upright. When the whole is completed place on 
top a capping suflicient to protect the board from 
storms. If txiards are built in this way there will 
be no necessity of paper for renewals as your 
paper will not even crack, much less come off. As 
a test I can exhibit an 8-sheet that I put up for 
Ligget & Myers over a year, and though the 
colors are badly faded the paper is unbroken 
and perfect. Of course, use good paste, I use 
nothing but starch paste, and use it fresh and 
hot. This manner of building lioards is a little 
more expensive, but it pays. If y«,u don't be- 
lie\-e it ask Jam W. Hoke, he knows what he is 
talking alaut and .so do 1 from experience.

I'rabably with a 
view of getting a customer, he replied: "you are 
welcome to the Ikjx it you wish." Not being of 
the bashful generation, I kindly took the box and 
on returning home found I had just 52 of them. 
They are now set in fancy figures In my boudoir. 
The back of these mirrors are printed with ads 
of a well-known stove. In the first case I found 
out that the proprietor has pasted his own labels 
ove^the first ad. and sells the mirrors which the 
manufacturer has given him to distribute to a<I- 
vertise his wares, at the magnificent rate of one 
cent.

sum up, had the California Ad. Sign Co., of San 
Francisco, made the explanation and shonrn us 
why they could not keep their promise all would 
have Iwen well— they d'd not see fit to do thir, 
hence the tempest in a tea pot. Moral— never 
condemn until warranted arter investigating. 
Conclusion— Brothers in paste let us devote the 
interim until 1S97 cleaning up our boards, putting 
a nail here and there, and when the paper ar- 
rives in 1897, cover up old animosities with 
bright, new, progressive ideas, resolving not to 
cause more than necessary worry to the firms 
for whom it is our duty to "stick up for."

1 wish to say that I am 
a member in good standing of the International 
Bill l>osting Association, and that 1 own one 
thousand six hundred running feet of bill Ixiard, 
in this city and 1 have a contract with Mr. J. H. 
Davidson, Manager of Academy of Music, for 
three years, which he was forced to take away 
from the said C. I" Sherman, and give to me in 
order to have his paper postetl. The article alf o 
says ".Sherman is the only reliable bill poster in 
Snginaw." If this be so. why did Mr. Wheeler, 
the Michigan Central Railroad Agent take his 
work away from him and give it to me ? 1 have 
lived in Saginaw thirty years and have posted 
bills for the past twenty years, and 1 have work- 
ed for Clay & Davidson for nearly three years 
and for Clay & Sherman for about six months, 
when I left their employ and started a bill post- 
iug plant of my own. When Mr. Sherman says 
he discharged me he says that which is not true 
for I have a letter from Mr. S. G. Clay, of the 
firm of Clay & Sherman, stating that 1 quit their 
employ on account of trouble with said Sherman 
and that they did not discharge me. "The only 



thing ails Sherman is that. I am doing ninety 
per cent, of the bill posting in Saginaw, and 
will have the other ten per cent, before spring. 
I am getting association prices for my work. My 
motto is "good work for good pay." I give ad- 
vertisers all they pay for, and if certain firms 
knew how their paper is being put up by said 
Sherman I don't think they would give him any 
more work to do.

The rea- 
son I ask is that I belong to the International 
and SO does Sherman, he also belongs to A. B. P. 
A., which he uses to fight me with. Please 
anfiwer this question for me.

Dear Sir:— I thank you for the copy of your inter 
esting journal Billboard Advertising, with 
which I am very pleased, and which is I am sure 
a great acquisition to the trade as it contains 
many valuable hints and ideas -which are 1 trust 
appreciated by our brother bill posters across 
•'the Herring Pond". I notice from yonr journal 
that you take up Sign Painting as well as Bill 
Posting, and that you let portions of your hoard- 
ings for this purpose. This is very rarely done 
here, all the sign painting being done by the 
advertisers themselves on private positions ac- 
quired by them, the bill posters attending only 
to their hoardings and to the bills which are re- 
quired thereon. I see also that you have an In- 
ternational Association of Distributors, -which 
must be a great Inducement to large advertising 
firms who Indulge In this method of advertising 
their wares, as it is practically a guarantee that 
their work is properly and thoroughly done. It 
is this lack of trust which deters many from fol- 
lowing this form of advertisement here, and 
those who do enter into it generally employ their 
own men to travel around the country distribut- 
ing from town to town as they go along. I think 
you may well be proud of your I. A. of D., and 
trust that it is a great and profitable advantage 
to you. 

Enclosed you will find a list of our posting 
stations in this district, which includes Cardiff, 
Penarth, Dandoff, Ely, etc , and from it yon will 
see that we possess nearly 115 stations, some of 
which are 150 feet long by lefeet high. We have 
In all about 300,000 feet of posting .space. Apart 
from our company there are three other bill 
posting firms in the town, the total number of 
hoardings amounting to about 500, and for which 
we have to pay rent, rates and taxes and liave to 
submit plans to the corporation (the governing 
body) before we can erect new ones, so you see 
we have not a "bed of roses to lie on." 

The population of the town and suburbs is 
about 200.000 and the Inhabitants are chiefly 
occupied in shipping (Cardiff being one of the 
second ports of the United Kingdom). Iron and 
steel 'works and businessiand other commercial 
enterprises. 

1 note that your scale of charges Is regulated 
according to the population. Ours is regulated 
by the size of the* bills, for instance : Itouble 
Crown bills, size 30x20 inches, are charged at the 
rite of id per sheet per week ; Double Demy bills, 
size 35x22^ inches, i^d per sheet per week, and 
Double Royal, size 40x25 Inches are two-pence 
per sheet per week. These prices and sizes form 
the basis of our calculation, of course if the bill 
is a six-sheet D. C, we charge 6d per bill per 
week and "pro rata." 

We have just finished a very successful season 
and my letter would not be complete were I not 
to inform you of the grand Fine Art Industrial 
and Maritime Exhibition now being held in 
Cardiff. It was opened in May last and will 
close atiout the first of November. It has t>ecn 
a great novelty and success. Idonotthink there 
is any more news at present except that I must 
apologize for not writing to you ere this, which 
I should have done, had I time, but we have 
been so busy this last few weeks tliat I liave 
been unable to write you tjefore. 

Trusting all our friends on the other side have 
had a successful season and that there are many 
more to come, and wishing them one and all a 
Merry Xmas and a Happy and Prosperous New

Dear Sir: — I regret to say that your letter of 
nth Inst., has been overlooked in consequence 
of my absence from Belfast. 

This company which commenced business 
here in the year 1SS7, has made veiy rapid strides, 
and i am pleased to say still continues to do so. 
When we commenced operations there were 
only about fifteen properly constructed stations 
In the city, we have now atiout one hundred and 
thirty stations some of which are capable of 
exhibiting fifteen hundred D. C. sheets. About 
three years after our formation we took over the 
Bill posting business In I/indonderry, and in 
that city we have seventy-five well constructed 
stations all of which are in leading thorough- 



fares. We next added on to our list Coleraine 
then Portrush and Strabane and afterwards we 
launched out in the Metropolis " Dublin" where 
we now have over one hundred and twenty 
stations, but before you receive this we trust to 
have completed another twelve stations which 
are in course of erection. 

We enclose yon a cutting from the leading 
evening paper here : 

The Irish BtU-Posting Company. 

A list of the stations of the Irish Bill-Posting 
Company, most att;activelv and usefully got up 
in pamphlet form, has just reached us, and we 
have great pleasure In commending it to the 
careful attenrion of the advertising public. The 
business has developed to so great an extent that 
the company now operates in most of the impor- 
tant centres of Ireland. In Dublin, in our own 
dty, I/}ndonderry, and Coleraine, not to speak 
of many smaller places, such as Portrush, I,ame, 
Strabane, &c., Uie company has established 
branches, having acquired in a very large degree 
a monopoly of the business, which they wisely do 
not abuse. The form and superficial area of^the 
mural decoration have been Increased enormous- 
ly, and In very many Instances graceful design 
and harmony of colour have taken the place of 
the old-fashioned, distasteful, and often obnox- 
ious posters by which adveitiseis formerly 
sought to catch the eye of the public.

Dillon, 
Dublin ; the Belfast and North of Ireland Adver- 
tising Co., Belfast ; the North of Ireland Adver- 
tising Co., I.oudunderry ; the dty of Deny 
Advertising Company, Londonderry: the North 
of Ireland Advertising Company, Coleraine, &c. 
In Dublin the ofiSces are situate at iSo Great 
Britain Street ; In Belfast at 22 William Street 
South ; in I^ondondeny at s Richmond Street ; 
and In Coleraine at 1 Bridge Street. Altogether, 
there in the metropolis, Belfast, and the other 
towns over 430 stations owned by this enterpris- 
ing concern, and the greatest care is taken to 
have them all kept In a neat and dean condition, 
the result being in many instances that they 
resemble more large picture galleries thanwhat 
we are used to call Bill-posting Hoardings. 
With the revolution of the old system of dLsplay 
advenising. vihen the old, unvarying black- 
inked posterwhich used to adorn the dead walla 
of our towns and cities had to give way to the 
artistic Uthogtaphic productions which now 
meet the eye, it was imperative that very consi- 
derable expense should be gone to in order that 
the wants of the businessman should be met. 
That expense haa tieen cbeerfnlly borne by the 
Irish Bill-Posting Company, and we are ploised 
to think that their efforte to cater for the require- 
ments of the public are meeting with a fair 
measure cf success. What the future may bring 
forth it is easy to guess. Under the able man- 
agement of Mr. Rogers, we do not doulit that the 
company's career of usefulness wlU steadily 
advance to benefit the advertuiing community as 
well as the people who at present own the exten- 
sive property.— .fiir^j/ Evening Telegraph.

We are constantly on the look out for new 
positions on which to erect new stations and 
never refuse any sites that may be offered to us I 
for this purpose. 

Amongst the many printers whose work we 
have to post we receive not a few executed in 
America, as also from aU the leading firms in 
Great Britain, but by far the largest number 1 
bear the imprint of a local firm whose work is j 
now to t>e seen on the hoardings of almost every ■ 
to'wn in the 'world where they are snfiiciently i 
advanced in civilization to have bill posting | 
stations erected. I refer to Messrs. Da'vid Allen 
& Sons, whose magnificent works are a credit to 
the city and whose artistic work tend in no small 
degiee to beautify our stations.

Dear Sir:— I am obliged for your invitation to 
write you a note for your Christmas number. 
Mayl first ofall be allowed to congratulate you 
on your energy and enterprise and the high 
position which your journal has taken. X sup- 
pose that what you want your readers to hear 
about more particularly is the position of the 
craft at the present time in the United Kingdom. 
I may say that unquestionahlyit never stood so 
high as it does at the present time. Capital and 
talent liave been drawn into business daring the 
last decade with an ever increasing ratio. 

Additional facitiUes for the display of posters 
li»ve been given in every large town in the 
Kingdom, and money is^ being found in many of 
the smaller towns and villages for the provision 
of hoardings and locations for poster display. 
Side by side with the provision of those facilities 
we have the increase in the number of commer- 
cial advertisers and the volume of work they are 
sending out. The past summer season has been 
the most prolific of new advertisers inthefieldof 
poster display that we have ever known in this 
country. The style and character of the posters 
also shows a great improvement every year. A 
couple or three years ago there was a great out- 
cry against the so railed "•Indecency" of some 
of the posters on our hoardings. The bills ad- 
vertis&iK"Zaeo"an artist performing at the 
Royal Aquarium, Loitdon. wete specially singled 
out for condemnation^ and the agitation against 
then> had the effect of drawing such special 
attention to the lady's performances that the 
receipts at that place of entertainment were en- 
ormously increased thereby. The bill posters 
never felt that there was very ranch reason for 
the agitation against these so called " Indecent " 
posters. Irat recognizing the .strengthand volume 
- of it. they decided that they would as far as 
possible remove all possiblegToundof complaint, 
and on the initative of Mr. Walter Hill of this 
city, they formed a Censorship Committee, con- 
sisting of representatives of the leading I.ondon 
firms, and any bill at all doubtful in its charac- 
ter which any firm received to post on its hoard- 
ings, was submitted to this committee. In some 
half dozen cases the committee took action, 
sometimes they condemned the bill, in other 
cases they suggested alterations ; and th« trade 
in I.ondon and throughout the country loyally 
atriding by the decision of the committee de- 
clined to post any condemned bill after notice 
bad Ijeen sent to them. One bill so condemned 
was issued by a newspaper in illustration of its 
serial story, and the action of the committee 
bnxught from the particular paper the most hos- 
tile criticism of bill posters in general and the 
Censorship Committee in particular, as well as 
the loss af that paper's patronage. Other cases 
there were in which hostility to the dicisions of 
the committee was bitter and pronounced, but 
the hill poster standing firm and loyal to each 
other the condemned bill had to be destroyed or 
"amended, and the consequence is that no poster 
artist will now design a hill which is at all likely 
to be condemned by the Censorship Committee 
and no poster printer will print it, and the work, 
of the committee is practically done : the univer- 
sal testimony, even of purists and faddists, being 
to the effect that the "objectionable" poster has 
disappeared. Theposterhasconsequently nzore 
friends and fewer enemies than at any previous 
period of its history. The value of this work it 
is difficult to over-estimate, and I have therefore 
dwelt upon it at some length, for I believe it , 
accounts in a large degree for the excellent posi- 
tion the poster occupies io this country at the 
present time, and for the prospects of its future 
usefulness and indefinite expansion. ^'— 

1 should perhaps say that we have in existence 
here a Society for checking the abuses of Public 
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Advertising. It has a very energetic and effici- 
ent Konotable Secretary and a Council contain- 
ing the names of men of great position and 
Influence, but their efforts are directed more 
against the increase of painted boards in the 
fields and rural place-s, than against legitimate 
bill posting in the large Centres of population. 
They haveabill before the Legislature designed 
to this end, they also advocate a tax on advertise- 
ments, and the "boycott" of articles "offensively- 
advertised". At present they have not accom- 
plished anything, still they are a factor not to be 
despised in the developements of the future. 

All bill posting stations are taxed both for Im- 
perial and Munincipal purposes, but the tax is 
levied on the owner of the site who receives' the 
rent from the bill poster, and not directly on the 
bill poster himself, although, many of our people 
to prevent their landlords from being troubled 
in the matter ppy the tax as they know full well 
that eventually it falls upon them in the shape 
of an increase of rent. 

With greeting from the members of our Asso- 
ciation to the English speaking members of the 
craft in every part of the world where your 
December issue penetrates.

Some time last Spring, he 
wrote me saying he had closed a contract for 
1,000,000 booklets, to be distributed by the mem- 
bers at forty cents a thousand, and sent me 
20,000. He said this was a trial order, and if we 
would put them out at forty cents we would get 
better prices hereafter. You know no one can 
put out circulars or booklets at forty cents a 
thousand; but to build up a trade, I put them 
out in Staunton and county from house to house. 
I thought they would pay. It cost me |ii jg to 
have them put out; as soon as they were out, I 
wrote Mr. C and asked him to remit the $8, 
statingthe good work we have done for him ; in 
fact, I was proud of the good service I had given 
him, and of course, looked for my hard earned 
£!>.oo on the next mail; but instead of the $3.oo I 
received a short ^ucy letter, saying, that if I 
had done the work at all. It was done in the most 
careless manner, and that no results have come 
from my work, and of course I'd get no pay. 
Now, mind you, there had not been time enough 
when I wrote him for to tell anything about the 
results of my work, but he run such a bluff on 
me that I never answered his mean letter, until 
about a week ago I wrote him and a.<iked hjra if 
he expected to pay for the work; and as yet 
have not heard from him and maybe never will.

Dear Sir— We notice an article published in 
your Nov. 1st issuein reference to our posterson 
the Pacific Coast. As the statement is mislead- 
ing and not true, we take the liberty of writing 
you to correct it. 

The facts are that this year we have been hand- 
ling part of our Pacific Coast paper through the 
California Ad-Signs Co. They have no control of . 
the matter whatever, but have placed such 
amount of paper, as direc:ted by us, throughout 
the State of California, and after our delivering 
the posters to them, they called twice and reduc- 
ed the amount ive had gi^en them for San Fran- 
cisco and Los Angeles showing, so as to at least 
get some showing in most of the small towns, so 
at present we only have 25 z8-sheet stands here 
in San Francisco, making 700 sheets and no 3- 
sheets, while heretofore we have had 60 28-sheet 
stands in San Francisco and 300 3-sheet stands, 
making 258a sheets. 

This makes our present showing in San Fran- 
cisco about one-fourth what it formerly was. 



while our showing in Oakland, Los Angeles and 
Sacramento, is about the same as it has been in 
past years. In the smaller towns to divide the 
paper up, it has in some cases been a little less, 
as the total amount of paper lor the Coast has 
been much less than in former years, so we have 
had comparatively no showing in Utah and Mon- 
tana this year, so we conclude that the many 
complaints that have reached you'are deliberate 
xnisrepresentations, as a number of these posters 
have called upon us personally and compliment- 
ed us on the change, as it has facilitated matters. 
If the statement made on page 5 hy Mr. Neild is 
a sample, let us here state that his statement is 
not true; he has never received from us 200 sheets 
eveiy 60-days, and the 50 sheets consigned to him 
is all the little town, he ,is located in, warrants. 

The writer has traveled over the Pacific Coast 
regularly for the past eight years and we think 
we know what we are talking about as to the 
amount of paper for each city. 

While we are under no obligations to the Cali- 
fornia Ad-Signs Co., or any other posters, and 
have always paid our bills promptly, we wish to 
give the California Ad-Signs Co. credit for being 
square people and doing just as they agree to. 
When we deliver them 25 2S-sheet stands for this 
city and they render us a bill for 23, they charge 
us for just what they do and we find the paper at 
the locations as given. This is more than wecan 
say for the average bill poster on the Pacific 
Coast, and these wild statements like Mr. Neild's, 
who puts himself on paper, has done more to 
hurt the average poster than anything we know 
'of, and this manner of doing business by many 
of the posters on the Coasi led us to do our Cali- 
fornia business through the California Ad-Signs 
Co., and so far we have received a much better 
showing than we have had in the past five years.

Dear Sir—In the last issue of Billbo.^rd Ad- 
vertising was printed a short article reflecting 
upon the California Adsigns Co. in respect to 
their country bill posting department. There 
was also a letter received from Mr. Nield, of 
Vallejo, concerning the Beeman Gum posting. 
The letter and article mentioned, as much as 
said that the California Adsigns Co. was "hog- 
ging it," so far as California bill posting was 
concerned. We enclose a letter from Mr. Geo. 
F. Eberhard, the Pacific Coast agent for Beeman 
Gum, which will prove that Mr. Nield's state- 
ments are without foundation in truth. We ask 
you to publish the same or a synopsis. As to the 
policy of the California Adsigns Co. concerning 
Coast bill posters, we have this to say: We are 
the first company in San Francisco to try to get 
business for the country bill posters on a fair 
and business like basis. We have done so be- 
cause we believe we can stimulate bill posting, 
not only throughout the Coast, but also in San 
Francisco, by furnishing facilities to advertisers 
for doing widespread, thorough and effective 
advertising throughout the Pacific Coast by 
means of billboards. We have already succeeded 
in interesting several large advertisers in the 
proposition, and the bill posters throughout the 
Coas( have received more new business from us 
than they have received before m twenty years 
from any Company that ever existed in this 
city. What we have <'one we do not claim to 
have done through motives of philauthrophy, 
hut for strictly business reasons. We have in- 
troduced to the public through the medium of 
bill posting. Aunt Jemima Pancake Flour, Wool 
Soap, Mexomoka Coffee, No-To-Bac, Rex Pepsin 
Cum, and several other articles handled by re- 
sponsible business hou.ses. This department 
has been in operation only a few months, and of 
course we have not been able to flood the Coast 
with posters, but we are making gratifying 



headway, and expect before long to iiave mori 
work from large San Francisco business houses. 
Of course we have to meet the views of the ad- 
vertisers as to where the bills are to be placed 
and as to quantity, hut we give the advertiser 
the benefit of our knowledge as to the proper 
distribution and quantity. Necessarily we have 
had to adopt methods which would satisfy the 
advertiser that he was receiving faithful service. 
We ask, from the bill posters, notice when paper 
is posted, and, where the advertiser requires it, 
insist on having vouchers signed at the end of a 
showing by his representativei in the various 
cities and towns to the effect that proper service 
has been rendered. Of course where bill posters 
are so short-sighted as not to be willing to ren- 
der proper service and furnish vouchers to that 
effect, we will refuse to do business with them, 
as we must satisfy the advertiser that he gets 
the work which he pays for. Are we not right? 
The Coast has been handicapped for a long time 
because advertisers were not satisfied. ' We want 
to build up business. ^Ve are glad to say that 
most bill posters throughout the Coast have co- 
operated with us in this work, and only a few 
have acted unreasonably, like Mr. Nield. If the 
bill posters will meet us on a fair basis, we know 
that they will profit by it. .4.S you will see by 
Mr. Eberfaard's letter, in the case of Beeman 
Gum, the reason less paper was sent than form- 
erly was on account of the desire of that Com- 
pany to reach more towns and their not having 
sufiSdent paper on hand to do it as thoroughly 
as they could wish. But the showing in San 
Francisco has been reduced in greater propor- 
tion than in the country towns. 

We do not desire puffs, hut in view of the fact 
that you have, unwittingly, no douht, and 
through misrepresentations of others done an 
injustice, we ask you in fairness and kindness 
set us right in this matter. 

If we ask too much, please let us know what 
you will charge to publish this letter, together 
with the Eberhard letter. 

We are, very truly yours for correct methods 
and increased business.

"Signs up to date," a superb article in 
the October and November numbers of 
Painting and Decorating is well worth 
reading.

Half round or oval mixing sticks are 
preferable, in mixing paint or color, to 
the fiat ones or and kind that's handy so 
long as it isa stick. I^umpy color responds 
quicker to an oval stick than to a flat 
one. Fact ! 

One doesn't wish to drop the varnish 
cups into the lye vat every night Nor is 
it necessary. Take an old varnish brush 
that is too well worn to be longer of use 
as a varnish spreader, and putting turps 
into the cup at the conclusion of the work, 
proceed with the old brush to loosen up 
the gummy and resinous accummulations. 
Turps and a stubby varnish brush form a 
magic combination for cleaning varnish 
cups. To be sure, when the caps become 
clogged up a bit too much, drop them into 
the lye vat and save time. 



Many of the complaints which painters 
have been vront to make about their white 
lead and other pigments that they use 
should have been charged to the turpen- 
tine : or, rather, to that material which 
these painters may have supposed to be 
turpentine, but -which really ^ras a. mix- 
ture of that useful oil with petroleum in 
one form, or other. Of course, the 
salesman who so confidently let the paint- 
er into a good thing when he sold him 
absolutely pure turpentine at prices slight- 
ly below the market quotations, had some 
fairy tale to explain just how his firm was 
able to do this thin^, and gave never a 
hint that the material was not the purest 
of the pure. Sometimes, indeed, no con- 
cession was made in the matter of price, 
since it was well known that most paint- 
ers, no matter how much they have heard 
or read about these little tricks in the 
matter of adulteration that have been 
practiced on them, seldom or never test 
for themselves the quality of the goods 
they buy, and make cheapness their only 
standard in making their purchases. Not 
quality, but price, seems to be the motto 
of many a painter, not only in buying 
materials, but also in his dealings with 
his customers. Now, would, it not be bet- 
ter in the end to pay a fair price for what 
materials are needed, and then to insi^ 
that they be delivered exactly as fepre- 
s^ted? If a painter wants a mixture of 
petroleum and turps it is cheaper for him 
to make it himself than to buy it for pure 
turpentine, even at a slightly shaved 
price. Whether it is advisable for any 
painter who desires to keep up a reputa- 
tion for good work to use any such mix- 



tures is another story. The detection of 
ordinary impurities in turpentine is such 
an easy matter that the painterwho allows 
himself to be cheated has only himself to 
blame. There is too much taking things 
for granted in the painting business, and 
too many painters never examine the 
goods they buy to see that they get what 
they pay for.' To buy pigments, oils and 
varnishes from reliable firms and pay fair 
prices for them is a good rule, but a still 
better one is to thoroughly and carefully 
test all material that is bought, no matter 
what the reputation of the house that has 
sold it Sometimes unintenticnal mis- 
takes occur even in houses that intend to 
deal honestly, and inferior goods are sent 
out through some mistake on the part of a 
shipping clerk. To carefully test every 
invoice is the painter's only safeguard, and 
the painter who does not adopt this plan 
proclaims at once that he is a poor busi- 
ness man. 



DENTAL FIGXniE SIGNS. 
If statistics of illustrative signs should 
be taken in New York, it is probable that 
the one found to predominate would be 
that showing some kind of a representa- 
tion of the human tooth. They are to be 
seen everywhere and in all sizes and con- 
ditions. Usually the favorite method of 
advertising in this way seems to be with a 
gilt tooth in varying degrees of magni- 
tude. Sometimes they are placed firmly 
in position, sometimes they sway in the 
breeze, and again the fact that the tootli 
or the tooth doctor is American is made 
plain by the figure of a spread eagle with 
the tooth suspended in his bill. A Four- 
teenth Street dentist has a more unpleas- 
ant advertisement at the front entrance to 
his establishment in a small glass case 
half full of genuine teeth, which presum- 
ably he has extracted. The sign of the 
automatic jaws— two sets of teeth which 
are made to open and shut apparently 
without rhyme or reason before the public 
gaze— is unpleasantly familiar. This sign 
has referance to the more mechanical 
work of dentistry. But all these signs, 
which would appear to indicate that the 
people of the city were interested in noth- 
ing so much as in having their teeth 
extracted and replaced, are contradicted 
by the best dentists of the city, though 
people as a rule associate a dentist's office 
with the unpleasant thought of having a 
tooth pulled. — New York Times.

It is triangular 
and hangs well out over the stoop space 
between the building line and the side- 
walk. Looking at it from either side, the

I>ear Sir: — As a man who has had lar^ exper- 
ience in advertisinK at fairs. I think. I am quali- 
fied to judge of the t>est kind of advertisinK. I 
want to say that nothing pays better than 
judicious advertising at fairs. For some months 
1 have4>een handlins the iVtlas Flour made by 
Bernhard Stem & Sou, of Milwaukee, and have 
advertised it chiefly through fairs. It is an 
excellent article, always taking premiums at the 
fairs, and therefore in a -way advertises itself. 

But it is necessary of course to call people's 
attention to it before its merits can be learned. 
The method I pursue is to cook biscuits on the 
spot and distribute them to the people free. X 
also give them a small souvenir in the shape 
of a little badge or something of that kind, and 
1 have had very good results always. I have 
tried it at County Fairs, Slate Fairs and Expo- 
sitions, always with the same resnlt. 

I tieheve it to be the only successful way of 
reaching the consumer. By my method the 
Atlas brand which I took hold of only four 
months ago has t>een made a leading brand. I 
am a firm believer in the right kind of advertis- 
ing at fairs, and if there is anybody who does 
not make it pay it is because they do not take 
the Hght method. 1 am the originator of this 
mode advertising at State and County Fairs as 
weU as stores. I have found it the most suc- 
cessful, and 1 remain.
